$1.5 million award

Minister urging 
N-plant protest 

SURREY, B.C. (CP) — The provincial govern 
ment should protest construction of a nuclear power 
plant at Sedro Woolley, Wash., says Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister William Vander Zalm. 

The Social Credit minister said Friday that con¬ 
struction of the plant about 60 kilometres south of the 
U.S.-Canada border presents a threat to the Vancou¬ 
ver area.

Science 
Minister Pat McGeer said the B.C. government 
would not oppose the plant and even suggested that 
the U.S. plant should use a Canadian-manufactured 
Candu reactor. 

Vander Zalm, whose constituency of Surrey bor¬ 
ders on the U.S., said he will take the issue to the 
cabinet this week. 

He said a near-disaster similar to that at the 
Three Mile Island nuclear plant in Pennsylvania 
would endanger Vancouver suburbs before Seattle. 

•'It’s just a few miles from Surrey and we are 
right in the path of prevailing winds," he said. "I feel 
it all the more because it is in my backyard"

CHICAGO (AP) — Almost 
all cockpit conversations 
aboard the ill-fated Ameri¬ 
can Airlines DC-10 jetliner 
that crashed Friday were 
wiped out by a power loss in a 
recorder, leaving only the 
word "damn" on tape, a fed¬ 
eral official said Saturday. 

Meanwhile, the death toll 
from the worst U.S. air di¬ 
saster rose to 273 Saturday, 
after sheriff’s deputies re¬ 
ported two persons on the 
ground were among those 
killed. One body was found In 
a truck, and the second un¬ 
derneath the truck. 

Federal investigators said 
it would probably be at least 
two months before the exact 
cause of the crash was 
known. But Elwood Driver, 
vice chairman of the Nation¬ 
al Transportation Safety 
Board, said in Chicago that a 
preliminary investigation 
showed “there is no evidence 
of pilot error.” 

An official for American 
said the wide-bodied DC-10 
had gone through a week- 
long “periodic" check in 
March at the airline’s facil¬ 
ity in Tulsa, Okla.

Insp. Dave Staples, who is in 
charge of the RCMP's district II 
(everything outside of Greater 
Vancouver) made the guess when 
pressed Friday for a figure for the 
number of convictions compared 
with the number who get away 
without police detection. 

^ Staples was on the scene of 


both the July IS operation at Shel¬ 
ter Inlet which netted 13.5 tons of 
marijuana and IS men. and the 
Tuesday morning raid at Sydney 
Inlet, which is in the same vicinity 
about 32 kilometres north of Tofino 
on -the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, which resulted in a haul of 
3S tons of high-quality Colombian 
marijuana and 21—so far—sus¬ 
pects. 

“It’s as good a figure as any,” 
Staples said of his 10-per-cent fig¬ 
ure. “There's very little to gauge it 
by." 

Staples said the capture of the 
two shipments may signal a shift 


to the West Coast of drug smug¬ 
gling operations. 

Superintendent Scotty Gardiner, 
the officer in charge of criminal 
investigations for district II, 
added that the apparent increase 
in smuggiing activity may have 
been caused by enforcement op¬ 
erations by such agencies as the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Agency 
putting pressure on other North 
American areas. 

Staples said the western shore¬ 
line of Vancouver Island was 
shaping up as a major target for 
smugglers who previously favored- 
the Caribbean and eastern U.S.

Navy sailing vessel HMS Swiftsure, which first came 
to Victoria in 1883.

I Pesticide plant explosion 
' kills two, releases poison 


PITTSBURG, Calif. (UPI) - A pesticide 
manufacturing unit at a Dow Chemical 
Co. plant exploded Saturday, killing two 
people and sending 49 others to hospitals. 

One of the victims was decapitated by 
flying metal and a second died in a heli¬ 
copter on the way to a regional bum 
centre. At least 15 people were in hospital 
with burns and respiratory problems. Most 
of the others were released. 

The explosion released a 100-foot-hi^ 
cloud of hydrogen chloride, which com¬ 
bines rapidly with water to form hydro¬ 
chloric acid, and police warned nearby 


residents to stay indoors. The warning was 
withdrawn when Dow officials said the 
dissipated fumes presented no danger. 

The blast occurred in a 600-gallon nickel 
tank located outside in a new unit making 
pesticide. The cause was unknown. 

The tank, which went into operation 
earlier in the week, was used in a new 
process to make a component of Dow 
pesticide used in protecting com. 

When the tank was cooking its third 
batch Saturday, the temperature abmptly 
shot up from 140 to 220 degrees Celsius 
and the explosion followed.

Cannons, bands 
celebrate Sinai 

EL ARISH, Egypt (AP) — President Anwar Sadat 
proudly raised the Egyptian flag In this Sinai town 
Saturday as cannons fired and bands played to mark 
renewed Egyptian sovereignty. 

The Egyptian leader. In a white admiral's uniform, 
was a symbol of Arab joy at having El Arish, the 
Sinai capital, returned after 12 years of Israeli 
occupation. 

In Lebanon, authorities said shells from Israeli 
border gunners sent resitjents of the port city of Tyre 
fleeing, but Israel denied shelling the area. 

Beirut newspapers reported Syria and Iraq on the 
verge of proclaiming a federal union to field a Joint 
army In case of another Arab war with Israel. 

Flocks of doves and thousands of balloons were 
released as Sadat slowly raised the Egyptian flag. 

Israel withdraws from the entire peninsula in 
phases Aver three years, and Sadat plans a shrine to 
the Moslem. Jewish and Christian faiths on Mount 
Sinai, near the southern tip of the peninsula.

But hastily summoned po¬ 
lice pursued the fleeing Viet¬ 
namese and arrested some 
250 of them. 

"No crew 
member, including the mas- 
ter of the ship, is on 
board."

The Jury of nine men and 
three women, hearing the 
politically sensitive case in a 
converted terminal at Tem- 
plehof Airport In the Ameri¬ 
can sector of Berlin, found 
Detlef Tiede. 34. guilty of a 
charge of hostage-taking. 

He was cleared on charges 
of hijacking a plane, mis¬ 
treating the plane's steward¬ 
ess. depriving the passen¬ 
gers of their liberty and 
illegal possession of a fire¬ 
arm. 

Under German law. Tiede 
faces a maximum penalty of 
IS years in prison, but court 
observers noted that punish¬ 
ment in cases similar to 
Tiede's has never exceeded 
three years. Sentancing is 
set for Monday, and the de¬ 
fence is expected to ask that 
Tiede's term end before 
1980. He then will be free to 
settle in the West. 

The trial, the first of its 
kind, grew out of the tangled 
Jurisdiction involved in both 
the alleged hijacking and the 
postwar status of Berlin. 

The airliner allegedly was 
hijacked last Aug. 30 while 
en route from Gdansk in 
northern Poland to Schoene- 
feld Airport In East Berlin, 
and forced to land at Te'm- 
plehof in West Berlin. Both 
Poland and East Germany 
demanded extradition of 
Tiede and his alleged ac¬ 
complice, Ingrid Ruske, 34, 
who was later freed by 
American authorities be¬ 
cause she had been Illegally 
detained and questioned in 
violation of U.S. Constitu¬ 
tional protections. 

The trial was held before 
U.S. District Judge Herbert 
J. Stem, 42, a former New 
Jersey racket-busting prose¬ 
cutor. Tiede. although under 
.U.S. Constitutional protec¬ 
tion. was tried under Ger^ 
man law before an all-Ger¬ 
man Jury.

The bull-voice 
no longer 


THt; EXRAORDINARY thing that hap¬ 
pened at the United Nations General Assembly 
last Thursday was not that it voted by an over¬ 
whelming majority to eject South Africa from 
its current debate on Namibia, but that U.S. 
Amabassador Andrew Young deplored the ac¬ 
tion as a violation of the U.N. Charter. 

Mr. Young, long one of the most vehement 
of all critics of South Africa, led the Western 
blue, which included Canada, in voting against 
the ouster, had this to say: "My government 
deeply regrets what happened here today. The 
strength of the United Nations is in no small 
way its diversity in the exposure of us all to 
differing views. We must agree to talk to those 
with whom we disagree." 

Mr. Young's strong statement would .seem 
to indicate a change in the attitude he has 
appeared to hold for some time. It was he who 
led the move to oppose official U.S. observers 
of the recent Rhodesian elections which result¬ 
ed in the formation of a black majority govern- 
menl in that former British colony. It was he 
who has opposed South African participation 
in any area of international affairs, including 
sports; it was he who refused to countenance 
Washington approval of a visit of representa¬ 
tives of the interim multiracial Rhodesian gov¬ 
ernment prior to that election. It was he who 
has levelled countless threats against U.S. 
firms who do business with South Africa. 

Suddenly he has changed his mind. Can he 
be acting under orders from the White House 
resulting from the pressure now being exej'ted 
by the Senate on President Carter to change 
U.S. policies toward Southern Africa generally, 
including the lifting of Rhodesian sanctions? 
Has he finally been persuaded that discussion 
is better than threats, that reasoning is better 
than bullying? That there is a middle road in 
diplomacy called moderation, that may ac¬ 
complish more and better things than the 
strong-arm bull-voice method he has been pur¬ 
suing until now? 


On education 


NEWS FROM MANITOBA indicates that the 
debate on the subject of school examinations is 
In a healthy state in other places besides 
British Columbia. 

Briefly, one side insists that some sort of 
basic standard must be achieved and there 
must also exist some practical method of dis¬ 
covering when and to what degree the required 
state has been reached, the other side argues 
that setting standards kills initiative in both 
students and teachers and is “elitist” in its 
philosophical implications. 

We have no very clear understanding of the 
meaning of “elitist” in this context. Unless 
children and adolescents have changed a great 
deal in recent years the “elite" in the school 
system are not the academic “whiz kids” but 
the "guys" on the first squad and the cheer¬ 
leaders who can kick the highest and get the 
most dates. The “brains” often seem rather 
embarrassed by their accomplishments and try 
to hide them. 

In a world which boasts of its communica¬ 
tion facilities it is silly to downgrade the teach¬ 
ing of the proper use of the child’s mother 
tongue. Pocket computers are not a substitute 
for the valuable mental exercise provided by a 
course in mathematics. 

We would not think of turning a doctor loose 
on the public unless he could pass a stiff 
examination in biology — and a lot of other 
things — nor allow an engineering student to 
prove his knowledge by building a railroad 
bridge. 

Perhaps human rights are involved. There 
Is the right to be treated like a sentient being 
and nut an amoebic cell.

This backing in to metric: Why can’t 
’ it be stopped and then reversed? 


TORONTO — There is a popular 
delusion that the voice of the people is 
heard in Ottawa. Despite mounting 
evidence to the contrary, that idea per¬ 
sists that government 
in Canada is by eon- 
sent of the governed. 

Adherents to this 
quaint belief might try 
to recall when they 
consented to scrap 
their accustomed 
ways of measuring 
distances, weights and 
temperatures. They 
didn't consent beeau.se 
they weren't asked, 
and for a good reason. If they had 
been, the likelihood is that they would 
have rejected the suggestion by an 
overwhelming majority. Hence the 
application of the technique known as 
“backing in", of which the metric 
exercise may become the classic ex¬ 
ample. 

First it is necessaary to acquire the 
appearance of legitimacy by getting

agreement in principle. Circulate a 
paper or two. Chat to people. 
"Wouldn’t it be a good idea if . . .?” 
That .sort of thing. And it worked. The 
House leaders of all parties agreed to 
the establishment of Metric Commis¬ 
sion Canada, the ritual Order-in-Coun- 
cil gave it substance (June 1971) and 
the bureaucrats were off and away. 

One hundred and two .sector com¬ 
mittees were set up throughout indus¬ 
try to work out methods, procedures 
and time tables for conversion. Not 
until seven years after the backing in 
started did the question of metric con¬ 
version come before the Commons in a 
bill for debate. The sheer volume of 
work was assumed to have given con¬ 
version an irresistible momentum. 

Not least of the ironies involved is 
that the metritssystem we are conver¬ 
ting to. known as S.I.. for Systeme 
Internationale, is neither natural nor 
uniform. Standards vary between user 


countries. British standards are dif¬ 
ferent from German. German from 
Dutch, all three from Japane.se. With¬ 
in Germany itself the north has differ¬ 
ent standards from the .south. 

Writing in the February 1979 issue 
of llarrowsmlth magazine. Jennifer 
Bennett quoted an early metric critic: 
“Contrary to the original plan, (the 
metre) is not a 'natural' unit, but 
just as arbitrary as the foot and the 
yard, for it is merely the distance 
between two marks on a certain metal 
bar deposited in Paris." 

The use of metric measures has 
been welcomed by important sectors 
of industry — notably the automotive 
— both here and in the United States. 
It's also true that Canadian exporters 
need to meet the requirements of their 
customers. Despite the system's lack 
of uniformity, there are sufficient rea¬ 
sons for it to b(i adapted by those who 
benefit from doing so. 


The point is, does a majority bene¬ 
fit, and how, if everyone isn't asked, 
does anyone know? 

How many Canadians really want¬ 
ed to change miles to kilomotrcs, 
pounds to kilograms, gallons to litres, 
Fahrenheit to Celsius or inches to kilo- 
pascals? Five per cent? Ten? It's Im¬ 
possible to say. 

But is it too late to ask? What 
possible difference would it make to 
the rest of the world if Canadians, in 
Canada, continued to use the weights 
and measures they’ve used for two 
hundred years? Just because money 
has been spent on metric conversion 
already is no justification for spending 
much, much mere to complete it. Just 
because the bureaucracy got away 
with conversion for seven years Is no 
reason why it can't be stopped, then 
reversed. 

Let those whose business benefits 
from metric use it. But leave the rest 
■qf us alone. It's a free country. Or is 
it?

Now comes the Francophone push

OTTAWA — Now that the 
election is over and cam¬ 
paigning no longer a re¬ 
straining influence. L’Asso- 
ciation Canadienne 
Francaise de I'Ontario and 
other French Canadian 
groups outside (Quebec are 
going on the 
warpath. 

During the 
campaign 
they were 
subdued, if 
not exactly 
silent or in¬ 
active in the 
interests of 
not prejudic¬ 
ing the elec¬ 
tion chances 
of their candidates in East¬ 
ern and Northern Ontario 
and parts of New Brunswick. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
where English voters might 
have reacted against 
pressure. 

But now the official word 
is "harrassment” of provin¬ 
cial governments in the 
cause of what the French 
minorities outside Quebec 
call the “rights” of Franco¬ 
phones. 

The word itself comes 
fromJeannine Seguin, presi¬ 
dent of L'Association Cana¬ 
dienne Francaise de I’On- 
tario. 

And for starters, "harass¬ 
ment" appears to include 
calling Ontario Premier Wil¬ 
liam Davis a liar. 

The French pressure 
group called him that when 
he mildly protested that they 
enjoyed more rights and 
generally were better off 
than the English in Quebec. 

■ They were pushing him for 
ever-wider French language 
rights and services across 
Ontario.

Pressure has succeeded 
before, nut as a rule on a 
province-wide basis, but 
more often town-by-town 
and region-by-region,until 
some parts of Northern and 
Eastern Ontario and north¬ 
eastern sections of New 
Brunswick are more French 
than English and closer 
spiritually — and possibly 
politically — to Quebec or 
the wider Francophone com¬ 
munity than to their, own 
provinces and the concept of 
one Canada. 

Similar feelings prevail, 
but with less pressure of the 
threat of "harassment” in 
small sections of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

What makes it nationally 
important is the old historic 
truth that small minorities 
well organized and militant 
gradually come to control 
the levers of power, often 
through seemingly easy and 
convenient appeasement by 
the complacent majority. 

The French minorities 
outside Quebec, in demand¬ 
ing "rights" in English Can¬ 
ada, overlook, shrug off or 
rationalize as "historic jus¬ 
tice” the language and edu¬ 
cation discrimination 
against the English minority 
in French Canada. 

But handicap a people in 
language and education 


rights and you cripple 
them. 

Oddly, in the view of L'As¬ 
sociation Canadienne Fran¬ 
caise de^ I'Ontario. this ap¬ 
pears to apply only in 
English Canada, being ac¬ 
cepted on a "serve them 
right” basis in Quebec. 

And don't underestimate 
the power of the Franco¬ 
phone pressure group. For 
among its many accomplish¬ 
ments was the double exten¬ 
sion. now to the end of the 
.vear. of that $800 bilingual 
bonus for 45,000 federal pub¬ 
lic servants the vast major¬ 
ity of whom are Franco¬ 
phones. 

The second extension of 
the bonus came in the very 
midst of the federal election 
campaign, the Liberals dar¬ 
ing the dismay and even 
anger of unilingual English 
civil servants and taxpayers 
to appease the Francophone 
pressure bloc. 

Now there's moreto it than 
mere pressure. 

There's something vague¬ 
ly related to blackmail. 

For L'Association Cana¬ 
dienne Francaise de I’On- 
tario is talking officially and 
publicly of getting into the 
Quebec referendum issue. 

They say they "may have 
to go into Quebec and tell the 
people there about the situa¬ 


tion of the French in the rest 
of Canada.” 

If they do— and they tell it 
correcty, about how bilin¬ 
gualism federally has been 
pushed, how the Franco¬ 
phones have been brought 
into the public service and 
how French is taught almost 
us a required language. 
French schools opened and 
French given the status in 
the government as the lan¬ 
guage of a special elite — not 
then to worry. 

But if not?

WASHINGTON — In the 
old days Washington had one 
crisis at a time. This, how¬ 
ever. is the day of multiple 
crises. 

If it isn't the high cost of 
steak at (he supermarket, 
it's the absence of gasoline 
at the service stations. The 
.Middle East is heating up 
again and Congress criti¬ 
cizes the president while the 
president criticizes Con¬ 
gress. 

Three Mile Island puts nu¬ 
clear power in doubt and the 
debate over SALT II ratifi¬ 
cation divides families. 

Seven GOP presidential 
candidates (by latest count) 
roam the country a year- 
and- a-half before the elec¬ 
tion and, somehow, wher¬ 
ever President Carter looks 
there Is either Sen. Edward 
Kennedy or' Gov, Edmund 
Brown of California. 

A fractious and uncertain 
mood fills Washington. Who 
is to blame? There is infla¬ 
tion and the oil shortage. 
Like a child's blindfold 
party, everybody is trying to 
pin the tail of responsibility 
on the donkey. On top of that, 
the kS-ton orbiting space sta¬ 
tion Skylab is going to come 
tumbling down any week 
now. the biggest man made 
object ever to return to 
Earlh. 

And any week now. too. a 
proposed constitutional 
amendment which would re¬ 
quire Congress to balance 
the budget may come tum¬ 
bling down. 

Here is a partial list of 
times that the Democratic 
Congress has crossed the 
Democratic president: 


□ Carter in 1977 asked 
Congress for an energy 
shortage program as "the 
moral equivalent of war."

While the debate over 
SALT II got under way. 
Carter, on the home from, 
began to show edginess over 
domestic matters. 

He said he was "shocked 
and embarrassed” by House 
rejection of the standby 
plans for rationing. 

In a White House confer 
ence with oil men May 15, he 
complained that two years 
ago polls indicated half the 
people thought there was no 
energy problem and that ' 
half (he people still think so 
"The American people re¬ 
fuse to face the inevitable 
prospect of fuel shortages," 
he said. 

It is a sour mood in Wash 
ington. however transitory. 
Not in modern times, if ever, 
has a president first critic¬ 
ized a Congress of his own 
party and then scolded the 
American people.

I doubt very much if the medical fraternity is in 
any great need of the support I'm about to give it. but 
givT it I wili if for no other reason than to get it off 
my chest. 

I have grown a trifie weary iistening to the biats 
against doctors and. particulariy, against the money 
earned by those doctors. A recent survey, for in¬ 
stance. stated that 57 per cent of the Canadian 
population believes doctors are overpaid and this 
figure, remember, at a time when doctors in most 
parts of Canada are bargaining with provincial 
governments for higher fee scales under medicare. 

There have been rumblings from many areas 
about double billing, or extra billing — where doctors 
would receive the bulk of their income from the 
medicare, plan, but where they would also bill pa¬ 
tients separately for i small percentage, say $1.50 
per visit. This has received tremendous criticism 
from both government and public, as well it should. 

IF WE HAVE a medicare program then we 
should have a complete medicare program, not a 
jerry-built hodgepodge that creates nothing but en¬ 
mity and financial-confusion. 

Without argument, doctors are the highest-paid 
professional group In the land. They were that way 
prior to the implementation of medicare II years ago 
($29,191), and are still that way now with an average 
income of $49,310. 

The carp brigade, however, is quick to point out 
that many doctors draw down in excess of $150,000 
per year, which is absolutely correct. If this myopic 
set would also digest the fact National Hockey 
l,eague players average $90,000 apiece and that some 
of them get better than $300,000 a season, then they 
might halt the ridiculous nattering. Surely doctor.^ 
are worth considerably more than the under-talented 
goons who masquerade as hockey players these 
days. 

It is not a state secret that some electricians, 
some plumbers, make more in a given year than 
some doctors and that the plumbers and electricians 
do It through working a 40-hour week or less, whereas 
the doctors are almost tied to a 60-hour week. 

I'M NOT MOUNTING any attack on plumbers 
and/or electricians. 1 say jolly good luck to them for 
whatever they can make in a free enterprise society. 
The analogy should be self explanatory. 

I doubt there are very many doctors who get by 
on much less than a 60-hour week and there arc many 
who work even lunger hours. They belong to posh golf 
clubs, but have precious little time to play the game. 
They own fine boats, but rarely sail them. A vacation 
rarely means n\orc than a week or two at a time — 
not the three- and four-week breaks most of us 
enjoy. 

But I think we're all missing the most important 
point — that our very lives depend on the marvelous 
skills they have honed. We tend to forget -their 
medical parchment came only after a minimum of 
seven years of the most intensive study and train¬ 
ing. 

Also, it is often forgotten that doctors have high 
overhead to contend with — office rental, nurse and 
receptionist salaries and the cost of the continued 
study each and every one of them must do in order to 
keep reasonably close to the new developments in 
medicine and technique. 

DOCTORS should be making more money than 
any other group, and there should be no criticism 
from us about what might seem to be excessive 
monetary returns. 

There are many excesses In our present system 
that do indeed need public airing and, hopefully, 
change. But the cost of our medical profession Is not 
one of them. They are underpaid — not overpaid. 

I hope you'll never need the ultimate proof of the 
statement.

In a letter that was printed 
in The Daily Colonist of May 
18. L. Gourlay lakes me to 
task for daring to point out, 
in my letter of May 12, that 
one result of the activities of 
the many protest groups that 
now proliferate the Candian 
political scene, is the de¬ 
velopment of a negative atti¬ 
tude towards progress. Such 
an attitude has the potential 
for considerable harm to the 
future best interests of all 
Canadians. 

My comments were, of 
course, of a general nature 
and not intended to apply to 
those few citizens' groups 
whose conduct supports 
rather than undermines 
those who, by ballot or by 
appointment, have-been au¬ 
thorized to act on our be¬ 
half. 

A cautious approach to 
progress is a laudable policy 
providing excessive caution 
does not lull us into taking 
the easy, short-range deci¬ 
sion of no action. Mainte¬ 
nance of our present stan¬ 
dard of living is dependent 
upon taking full advantage 
of all of the benefits of mod¬ 
ern technology. It is like an 
accelerating motorized 
treadmill on which we must 
run faster and faster in 
order to remain in the same 
position. We are the victims 
of a diminishing supply of 
energy and other natural re¬ 
sources and of an inflation¬ 
ary economic environment; 
to mention but three of the 
many factors that are erod¬ 
ing our standard of living. 

A comment attributed to a 
minister of the provincial 
government and reading in 
part, “we just did not realize 
that we were destroying our 
environment," is cited by L. 
Gourlay to counter a state¬ 
ment of mine to the effect 
that protesters often give the 
impression in their propa¬ 
ganda that regulatory agen¬ 
cies and government offi¬ 
cials are unconcerned with 
the best interest of the gen¬ 
eral public. The minister's 
admission of ignorance can¬ 
not be interpreted as a lack 
of concern, any more than 
the ongoing pollution of our 
waters with untreated do¬ 
mestic sewage can be taken 
as an example of uncon¬ 
cerned degradation of the 
environment by the individ¬ 
ual taxpayer. 

Too often the tactic em¬ 
ployed by protest groups is 
one of confrontation that re¬ 
sults in a polarization of 
opinion before there has 
been an opportunity for a 
rational and full discussion. 
Indeed, the politician, in all 
the noise and confusion of 
such a confrontation, is 
sometimes tricked into be¬ 
lieving that the voices he 
hears are a consensus of 
public opinion. 

Without the restraints of 
responsibility and account¬ 
ability, that apply to the poli¬ 
ticians and the public ser¬ 
vants, it is very easy for the 
protesters to adopt a nega¬ 
tive attitude to almost every 
major project brought 
forward by the government. 
Paradoxically in those mat¬ 
ters for which every citizen 
has a direct and personal 
responsibility, such as do¬ 
mestic pollution, highway 
safety and the safety of chil¬ 
dren, their protests are min¬ 
imal or non-existent. 

I readily admit that, on the 
other side of the argument, it 
can be said that industry and 
other private interest 
groups, with little or no con¬ 
cern for the general public, 
do not hestitate to use what¬ 
ever methods they believe 


will influence The govern ■ 
ment to react favorably to 
their point of view. In this 
context the protest groups 
serve a useful purpose as an 
adversary. 

The usefulness of protest 
groups would be. greatly en¬ 
hanced if they abandoned 
their attitude that the gov¬ 
ernment is the enemy and 
adopted the more mature 
and enlightened approach of 
co-operation with the politi¬ 
cians and regulatory agen¬ 
cies in determining the best 
possible course of action. 

One solution to the prob¬ 


lem of determining, in a 
complex matter, the best in¬ 
terests of the general public, 
would be to provide for more 
direct contact between se¬ 
nior public servants and the 
various interested parties. 
At the pre.sent time, the poli¬ 
tician, as the elected repre¬ 
sentative, serves not only as 
spokesman for his constitu¬ 
ents but also, in many im¬ 
portant matters, as the liai¬ 
son between the public 
.service and the general pub¬ 
lic. Nevertheless, there are a 
number of situations in 
which the technical exper¬ 


tise of a highly-qualified 
public service should be 
made more readily available 
to the general public. 

The success of a demo¬ 
cratic society In dealing with 
the complex, technical prob¬ 
lems of the future depends, 
in a large measure, upon a 
well-informed public. It is a 
special responsibility of the 
politicians and the public 
servants to provide much of 
the required information.

There are other whispers circulating in the post-election 
rumor mill. One of them is that Paul Manning, another 
Liberal aspirant who went down to resounding defeat in 
Vancouver Quadra, might resurface soon on this side of the 
Strait of Georgia. 

HE HAS ENOUGH Liberal acquaintances in the provin¬ 
cial cabinet to put in a good word for him as a liaison man 
between Victoria and Ottawa, but the finding of jobs for 
friends is something the Liberals should forget for a while. 
They just paid a heavy price for the past actions in that 
regard. 

Manning may have had some limited use while a Liberal 
government ruled the roost in Ottawa. It is debatable if his 
eastern contacts would now be of much use to a government 
with more problems to solve at home than it has in the 
nation's capital. 

But enough of the rumor ‘mill, let's turn to a few 
post-election observations based on fact. 

Gretchen Brewin, who must have gone down in most of 
our form books as one of the brighter NDP lights, was 
steam-rollered by Allan McKinnon, but certainly not dis-’ 
graced. 

She did lose a few marks as to credibility, however, 
when she commented for the record that the polarization of 
Canadian voters had helped the NDP. Maybe she just meant. 
in B.C., because polarization didn't mean much for the 
forces of the left in Ontario, a. province Mrs. Brewin : 
carefully forgot, or chose'to ignore. 

IT WAS IN ONTARIO that the Canadian Labor Congress 
mounted Its massive campaign to try and bully union voters 
into NDP support. It was a campaign Ontario voters, quite 
properly, chose to reject. '' 

In Ontario the CLC went for overkill and the voters, 
showing good sense in refusing to be told how they "must” 
vote, showed the big labor leaders what it thought of their 
ef/orts. 

British Columbia went through a similar labor push 
here, although the B.C. Federation of Labor skillfully kept 
it's head out of the limelight once the B.C. campaign propt'r 
started. To a lesser degree the B.C. Fed. participated, at the : 
instigation of the CLC, in the federal campaign but in my ; 
opinion, had little effect. 

THE NDP SUCCESS in British Columbia last Tuesday, ! 
and it was a successful effort, must be attributed directly to : 
the masterly campaign run by Dave Barrett and his ad- : 
visers in the three weeks prior to May 10. 

With the provincial election out of the way (he NDP ' 
workers could have been forgiven for letting down for a few ; 
days, but they didn't. They swung immediately from the 
provincial battlefield into the federal war zone, their spirits 
high, their strength undiminished. 

From time to time the NDP scoffs at political machines 
assembled by other parties, but in this part of the world 
there is nothing to touch their own when it comes to 
dedication, to intensity and to brilliantly executed organiza¬ 
tion. 

THE BACK—TO—BACK successes in B.C.. and (he 
provincial election was a success for them although they 
narrowly lost the right to govern, do bring the provincial 
caucus some problems. 

Had the NDP lost handily there is little doubt that Dave 
Barrett would now be considering job options. But the strong 
support won, much of it by his personal campaigning, 
means that hopeful leaders must now look at their hole 
cards and consider their options. 

There are a few fringe rebels who are suggesting that as 
Barrett has now lost two elections to Premier Bennett he 
should step down, but it is impossible to believe (hat any 
rational party member would listen to such irrational 
argument. 

HE TA.STED BITTER personal and party defeat in 1975, 
hung in there while the wolves were howling for blood and 
took his party to within four seats of victory. 

There are no roses for a second place finish, no silver 
medal in politics. But there has to be some credit and 
Barrett has earned his. 

Like his federal counterpart he has some debts to pay. 
although they will not be as onerous or as demanding in , 
opposition as they might have been in government. Try to 
forget as Ed Broadbent and Dave Barrett may, they are still 
beholden to a rich, organized labor group which lias never 
been reluctant to claim what is owning. 

ONE LAST THOUGHT on provincial and federal elec¬ 
tion* before turning next week to more mundane things. 

The clo,se to one-third of the NDP's national .strength, 
eight of 26 seats, coming from British Columbia, and the 26 
seats won by the same party in the B.C. Legislature, should 
sound a double warning to Premier Bennett. 

He has a maximum of five years to turn the tide of 
antagonism into a flood of favor. If he wants, as he sa.vs he 
docs, to lead Social Credit into the next election for a 
hat-trick victory over the NDP, he has to start work now. 

There is no guarantee that the next provincial election is 
five years away because time and evrtfts will dictate when 
(he call goes out. But there is a strong possibility that the 
premier will use his five-year mandate to the full. 

If he'does, B.C. will next go to the polls provincially in 
1984, a year made significant by George Orwell.

TACOMA, Wash, (/^) - U,S, Judge Jack Tanner, 

saying that he does hot intend to allow berries to rot 
on the vines, has ruled that 10- and Il-year-olds will 
be able to pick strawberries and raspberries in fields 
which have been sprayed with two fungicides. 

Congress intended 10- and Il-year-old plckers-^at 
least in the state of Washington—to continue picking 
raspberries and strawberries, Tanner said Friday. 

The decision came in a civil suit brought by the 
Washington Farm Bureau, the Oregon Farm Bureau 
and the Western Washington Horticulture Associa¬ 


tion, according to James Furber, the Tacoma attor¬ 
ney who represented the three groups. 

U.S, federal regulations prohibit children from 
fields in which the fungicides were used. 

The department recently took the fungicides— 
captan and benylate—off an approved list, Furber 
said, although they had been used commonly on 
farms and gardens for more than seven years, 
Furber said the chemicals were essential to the 
growing of strawberries and raspberries, crops 


worth $7 million to $9 million to several hundred 
growers in the two states. 

Tanner said he would sign an order next week to 
prevent the^ secretary of labor from enforcing the 
department’s ban and gave government attorneys a 
week to appeal. 

Labor department counsel Ronald Whiting argued 
that scientific investigations indicated the poisons 
could cause mutation, cancer and genetic changes in 
younger children.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) — With at least seven of 
their number infected with polio, as many as 200,090 
Old Order Amish and Mennonites may ignore their 
rejection of modem medicine and line up for free 
vaccine from the state. 

The Pennsylvania department of health will open 
18 free clinics Friday through June 3 In Lancaster 
County, home of most of the state’s Amish commu¬ 
nity. 

Dr. William Parkin, director of the state's depart¬ 
ment of epidemiology, said the massive inoculation 


effort was “just to be on the safe side" 

It was the diagnoses last week of four new cases of 
polio among the Amish which persuaded the sect's 
bishops to tend their rejection of immunization as a 
stale intrusion. 

Before May 16, Amish bishops refused to give their 
members approval to receive state-administered 
vaccine, dining to the sect's dogma which spurns 
modem medicine and technology. 

Three children in one Amish family and a 34-year- 
old Mennonite man, all of Lancaster County, have 


been diagnosed as carrying the polio virus. State 
officials said the children were “clinically 111'' but 
showed no symptoms of polio. 

The children's 14-mon(h-o)d brother, suffering 
from fever and a paralysed left leg, is undergoing 
tests for polio. 

Nevertheless, the state is urging everyone In that 
south-central Pennsylvania area not Immunized in 
the past 12 months to go to the clinics for a regular 
vaccine or a booster shot.

TransCanada. 

More than 7.39 million of 
the accepted shares were 
tendered Thursday at Toron¬ 
to. boosting the market’s 
trading volume that day to 
11.51 million shares, the 
highest since Nov. 23, 1964, 
and trading value to an all- 
time record of $228.9 mil¬ 
lion. 

Toronto’s trading total for 
the week was 23.42 million 
shares, up 6.51 million, and 
value was $410.37 million, up 
$166.14 million. Montreal's 
trading volume increased 
2.85 million shares to 5.07 
million and value jumped 
$67.17 million to $106<88 mil¬ 
lion, again because of the 
Dome-TransCanada deal. 

At Vancouver, Chuck 
Gage of Midland Doherty 
Ltd. said companies with in¬ 
terests in gold and oil and 
gas properties dominated' 
trading but the market was 
generally listless.

Gasoline abroad Is expen- 
.slve, but motorists are not 
waiting in line fof it. 

Times correspondents 
around the globe report no 
shortages of motor fuel, de¬ 
spite tightening world oil 
supplies. While foreign gov. 
ernments are wary of pos- 
sibie oil shortages, and 
many have conservation 
measures in effect, there is 
nothing approaching crisis 
in the air. 

In Italy, for example, the 
tighter worid oil supply has 
had little, if any. effect on 
motorists. Correspondent 
Louis Fleming reported 
from Rome that recent 
sunny weekends have seen 


record numbers of carew of 
Mexico's ample energy sup¬ 
plies was offered by a 
wealthy Mexico City busi¬ 
nessman who heats his large 
outdoor swimming pool with 
naturai gas. 

When asked about the huge 
quantities of gas he was 
using, he replied, well, Diaz 
Serrano (Jorge Diaz Ser¬ 
rano, director of Pemex, the 
state oil and gas monopoly) 
called me and asked me to 
help out. He said Mexico has 
to use the damned stuff up 
somehow.” 

The Soviet Union is in a 
similar situat on of abundant 
supply and remains an oil 
exporter. 

Moscow correspondent 
Dan Fisher said there was no 


apparent effort undenvay to 
conserve fuel In the Soviet 
Union. 

As the world's largest oil 
producer (11.5 million bar¬ 
rels a day), the Soviet Union 
remains a major oil exporter 
at the moment. Fisher said. 

Fisher said that Soviet 
motorists sometimes find 
stations are out of fuel but 
said that results from trans¬ 
portation and distribution 
foul-ups rather than any real 
shortage. 

Transportation in general 
accounts for only about 6 
per cent of all energy con¬ 
sumed in the Soviet Union 
compared with 24 per cent in 
the United States, according 
to the most recent figures. 

The top grades of Soviet 


gasoline sell for $1.14 a gal¬ 
lon. 

Correspondent Sam Jame¬ 
son reported from Tokyo 
that there are no signs of a 
tightening of supplies in 
Japan. Gasoline is selling for 
$2.25 a gallon for premium 
now. 

The government has an¬ 
nounced a program designed 
to cut Japan's energy con¬ 
sumption by S per cent dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year that began 
April 1. but the measures 
announced to bring about 
that amount of conservation 
are all voluntary. 

In summary, Jameson 
said, "the attitude is busi¬ 
ness as usual." 

In Hong Kong, the world 
oil situation has not caused 


Inconvenience nor worry to 
the average person, corre¬ 
spondent David Holley said. 

“But the government Is 
concerned and has approved 
a set of conservation mea¬ 
sures that came into effect 
May 13,” Holley said. “The 
measures include a selective 
ban on thv use of electric 
lights for advertising, dis¬ 


play and floodlighting and a 
change to daylight saving 
time." 

Gasoline sells for $1.52 a 
gallon in Hong Kong. 

Argentina has had $1 a 
gallon gasoline for quite 
some time, but there are no 
shortages, correspondent 
David Belnap reported from 
Buenos Aires.

WINNIPEG (CP) — A Toronto-based company has set 
up shop in the grain capital of western Canada to pro¬ 
vide more detailed information to an industry vitally 
interested in the weather. 

“We're a private weather service aimed at getting in¬ 
formation to grain companies, the Winnipeg (jommi^ity 
Exchange and farmers." says John Junson. a climate 
specialist with Meteorological and Environmental Planning 
(MEP) Ltd. 

Junson says the company, which ju.st opened an office 
in the Grain Exchange Building, is compiling weather 
bulletins each morning for grain traders. The bulletins 
include daily and long-range forecasts for grain-growing 
areas of the Prairies. 

Jun.son says the company eventually will offer a more 
sophisticated anal.vsls of world weather conditions. 

"That will Include the crop-growing areas of China. 
Ru.ssia, South America and Australia, with detailed and 
practically up-to-the-minute information if needed." he 
says. "These reports will be brought in from the World 
Meteorological Organization networe." 

While the information now is distributed In printed 
form, Junson says it will become part of the compu¬ 
terize service of the exchange when it moves to new 
quarters next year. 

The exchange plans to move to a new office build¬ 
ing at Portage Avenue and Main Street, where expand¬ 
ed spare will be fitted with computerized market and 
information systems costing an estimated $1 million. 

“Our weather information will go into the exchange's 
computers and into their network, where grain com¬ 
panies and other traders will have it available daily." 
Junson says. 

MEP. a Canadian company headed by Mory HIrt of 
Toronto, has been in operation for several years doing 
air quality and other environmental studies around the 
world. 

“Right now. our biggest project is doing all the me¬ 
teorology for the off-shore drilling and Arctic drilling.” 


Junson says. "This includes the very detailed forecasts 
for moving drilling rigs." 

Junson recently retired after 35 years with Environ¬ 
ment Canada. He says MEP is filling some of the gaps 
created by recent operational changes within the federal 
weather service. 

“Environment Canada has cut down on some of their 
specialized services." Junson says. "Certainly they haven't 
cut down on their data base and their forecasting. But they 
have cut down by closing their Regina office. . .and the 
number of forecasts they issue." 

Junson says discussions soon will be held with some 
radio stations about a weather .senice for farm broad¬ 
casts.

"The entrepreneurial spir¬ 
it is alive and well." 

The prosperous, re.source- 
rich West of 1979 is a sharp 
contrast to Depression-ra¬ 
vaged Saskatchewan, where 
Wyatt started his banking 
career 40 years ago. 

But it is also, Wyatt said in 
an interview, a contrast to 
the Toronto-centred world 
from which he came last 
.vear to set up the bank's 
western headquarters: 

"You can just touch any¬ 
thing out here and it has an 
aura of promise the likes of 
which you arc not seeing in 
eastern Canada." 

He noted that in British 
Columbia 30 mines will be 
started, expanded or restor¬ 
ed this year. In Alberta, 
billions of dollars are ready 
to flow into heavy-oil and 
oil-sands development. In 
Saskatchewan more than 130 


firms are developing or 
seeking uranium. Manito¬ 
ba's hydro-electric potential 
may start moving west and 
south through proposed 
power grids. 

In addition to the world's 
thirst for energy. Wyatt 
said, formation of the Euro¬ 
pean Common Market has 
been a major factor behind 
western Canada's pros¬ 
perity. With Britain moving 
Inwards the Continent. Can¬ 
ada has turned to Japan for 
trade and western Canada is 
ideally located for Pacific 
Rim trade 

But Wyatt, w ho is also first 
vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Chamber of Commerce, 
said realization of the West's 
potential is not guaranteed. 

Canada as a whole, he 
said, has been hampered by 
excessive government 
spending, in particular the 


failure of past leaders to 
anticipate the financial bur¬ 
den of costly social pro¬ 
grams in times of recession 
and inflation. 

With manufacturers al¬ 


ready handicapped by the 
small domestic market, gov¬ 
ernments should take spe¬ 
cial pains not to further limit 
efficiency with over-taxa- 
tion or over-regulation. 


In addition to those perva¬ 
sive national problems, he 
said, the West's develop¬ 
ment is also slowed by a 
freight-rate structure that 
discouraged processing of 


goods and commodities in 
the region. But even with 
fair freight rates western 
Canada should not expect a 
flowering of large consum¬ 
er-goods manufacturers.

under way. 

Bond prices moved up in 
the United States, reflecting 
the growing accumulation of 
evidence of a slowdown. 
Dealers said recessions are 
considered good for bond 
prices because they imply 
less borrowing demand in 
the economy than there 
would otherwise be. This 
means that the available 
money will compete more 
aggressively for already is¬ 
sued bonds and push up 
prices as general interest 
falls off. 

Day-to-day money was 
available at 9V, per cent. 
Three-month treasury bills 
traded at an average of 10.84 
per cent, up from 10.82 per 
cent last week, and six- 
month bills at 10.84 per cent, 
down frrom 10.88 per cent.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 

(li PI) — The .nuclear- 
powered submarine USS 
(Jlysso, Oram fired a Posei¬ 
don C-3 missile on a success¬ 
ful flight test Saturday while 
cruising submerged about 30 
miles offshore from Cape 
Canaveral. 

The two-staged missile has 
a range of 2.880 miles, but 
the exact range of the test, 
flight was hot revealed. 
Dummy warheads are used 
for testing. 

Navy officials declined to 
say whether the launch was 
observed by a Russian spy 
ship. During a recent launch, 
the Soviet intelligence ship 
Krym was spotted nearby. 

The Grant is one of 31 
Polaris submarines convert¬ 
ed to carry the Poseidon mis¬ 
sile. Ten others still carry 
the Polaris missile. 

Navy officials said the Po¬ 
seidon is larger than the Po¬ 
laris and carries a greater 
payioad. It aiso features a 
Multiple Independently tar- 
gelable Re-entry Vehicle, 
better known as a MIRV. 
This "helps assure its ability 
to penetrate enemy defences 
during a retaliatory strike," 
officiais said. 

The test was the 70th flight 
from the Cape since August 
1978 and the 30th from a 
submerged submarine in the 
area.

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New government also asked for $2.5 million for enlarged convention centre

Federal money for Victoria’s proposed con¬ 
vention centre, construction of a second major 
warehouse at Ogden Point and improved facilities 
at Pat Bay Airport are the major items on a shop¬ 
ping list being submitted to Ottawa by the 
Greater Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

LETTERS WILL BE sent next week to this area's 
re-elected Progressive Conservative MPs Allan McKin¬ 
non and Donald Munro outlining the requests, chamber 
manager Brian Small said in an interview. 

The new government is being asked to match a 
$2.5 million provincial grant to enable a start on 
construction this fall of an enlarged version of the 
centre. 

Federai money would create a fund of $5 million 
which would enable the city to construct a larger 
trade-and-science centre as well as a meeting hall 
on the Reid site, he said. 

“WE ALSO WANT the Clark government to take 
an immediate look at airport priorities," Small said. 

Upgrading of Pat Bay, long a pet project of 
Munro's, was es.sential, the chamber spokesman said.

"The chamber, he said, had been pushing for air¬ 
port expansion for years, but had received nothing 
but promi.ses. 

"We must have the only airport in Canada where 
passengers cannot see aircraft take off and land, the only 
airport where passengers have to collect luggage out¬ 
doors. and certainly the only airport with such restricted 
customs clearance facilities." 

SMALL SAID Pat Bay had been at the bottom of the 
federal transport ministry’s priority far too long, and it 
was time the federal transport ministry reviewed its 
expansion programs. 

We’ve been patient, but our patience is becoming 
exhausted,” he said. 

A $6.9-million expansion of the Pat Bay airport 
terminal had been on the drawing board for several 
months. Small said. 

THE PROPOSAL calls for a tripling of the existing 
tt,500-square-foot terminal building. The expansion is 
based on passenger movement forecasts for 1990. MoT 
predicts the 500,000 passengers now using the airport will 
at least double in the next decade. 

Small said valuable tourist dollars would be lost if 
transportation links and passenger facilities were not 
improved to keep pace with an ever-increasing de¬ 
mand.

“When you get 200 passeqgers arriving or leav¬ 
ing the airport, it looks like Sarainesville." 

HE ALSO SAID there was an urgent need for another 
major warehouse to be built on Pier B at Ogden Point 
to create additional jobs for the area. 

The chamber is also seeking the establishment of a 
harbor commission for Victoria, to aid in development of 
the waterfront. 

Recent closure of the Inner Harbor to float planes 
was a cause of deep concern to the chamber. Small 
said. 

Telephone calls and telegrams to Ottawa ask¬ 
ing for the ban to be revoked had gone unheed¬ 
ed, he said. 

TRANSPORT CANADA announced three months 
ago ita decision to close the harbor in the interest of 
safety, except for the two scheduled carriers—AirWest 
and West Coast Air. 

The chamber wants the order revoked to enable a 
task force to make recommendations on the conduct and 
control of seaplane and marine activity. The study would 
be completed in one year. 

Establishment of a traffic control tower at the 
harbor for marine and air traffic is included in the 
chamber’s list.

NAVY MAN SAVED BOY IN POINT ELLICE BRIDGE DISASTER 

His sailor suit was 
Victoria child’s 
passport to survival

A blue and white sailor suit helped make 
the difference bet.;. for a 

small boy in Victoria’s worst tragedy, the 
collapse of the original Point Ellice bridge 
on May 26,1896, which claimed 55 lives. 

It was a warm, clear day as electric 
streetcar No. 16 started across the wooden 
structure, packed with 124 passengers en 
route to a mock military battle at Ma¬ 
caulay Point. Then a$ now Victorians 
made the most of a Victoria Day weekend 
(it was called Empire Day at that time). 

There was other traffic on the creaking 
bridge as well. Frank James was pedalling 
his bicycle across, and James Wilson and 
his four children were crossing the span in 
a horse-drawn buggy. 

Fears had been expressed previously 
that the bridge was unsafe and there had 
been close calls before. But this time luck 
ran out for Car 16. 

Three sharp cracks were reported 
heard just before the bridge (ell at 1:50 
p.m., plunging the passenger-laden car 
into the harbor. 

Among the holidayers aboard Car 16 as it 
hit the water were Allan MacLachlan, age 
4, and his mother and sister. The chances 
of survival were slim for a four-year-old 
child who couldn’t swim. Yet he did 
survive. 

Allan owed his life to a coincidence. His 
mother had dressed him in a sailor suit, a 
common practice of the period, and a 


Royal Navy sailor who was a.,strong 
swimmer was also on on, 

“A real sailor who happened to be 
aboard the streetcar had taken a liking 
to Allan because he was wearing a sailor 
suit like the type the Navy wore then,” 
recalls Rose MacLachlan, 204-777 Cook. 
Allan’s widow. 

“When the streetcar fell into the water, 
the sailor made a bee-line for Allan and 
swam with him to shore.” 

The boy’s mother and sister were also 
saved but for 55 people Car 16 became a 
tomb. The bicyclist and one of the Wilson 
children were among the dead. 

MacLachan’s most vivid memory of the 
tragedy was not the moment of impact 
but the devastating scene when the bodies 
of victims were recovered and laid out 
on the lawn of Capt. William Grant's big 
white house at the foot of Bay Street. 

MacLachlan, who died three years ago. 
worked for 47 years with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway on Vancouver Island and 
had two sons from his first marriage, Don 
and Allan, who also became engineers with 
CPR. He was a well-known engineer nick¬ 
named The Monk. 

For many years he and his second wife. 
Rose, lived in a house on Wascana Street. 

He always remembered the quirk of fate 
that contributed to the saving of his life 
so many years ago. 


American influx 
jams Marguerite 


The first-ever overload on 
the Princess Marguerite 
could be a taste of things to 
come as American tourists, 
their gasoline supplies re¬ 
duced. head for Canada and 
put a strain on transporta¬ 
tion systems to Vancouver 
Island. 

A spokesman for B.C. 
Steamships in Seattle said 
about 2,000 people turned up 
to take the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite on Saturday, the first 
day of the Memorial Day 
weekend for Americans. The 
ship leaves’ Seattle each 
morning, and stays in Vic¬ 
toria for four hours before 
returning. 

The Marguerite has a ca¬ 
pacity of 1,800 passengers, 
and buses were arranged to 
take the overload to Vic¬ 
toria. via B.C. ferries. All 


passengers who’wanted to 
make the trip were accom¬ 
modated, although many de¬ 
cided to stay in Seattle, the 
spokesman said. 

"We’ve been telling people 
all along that no one is left 
behind, but from now on 
we’ll have to tell them that a 
ticket Is not necessarily a 
guarantee they’ll get on,’’ 
the spokesman said. 

She said the boarding time 
for the Marguerite has been 
advanced somewhat to re¬ 
duce crowding at the ter¬ 
minal, and the staff are in¬ 
vestigating emergency 
transportation alternatives 
in case a large crowd materi¬ 
alizes on Monday, Memorial 
Day. 

Spokesmen for other 
transportation services said 


they were working at capac¬ 
ity as well on the weekend. 
B.C. ferries had overloads at 
Tsawwassen on Friday, and 
anticipated heavy return 
traffic this evening and 
Monday. AirWest said it put 
on two, rather than one, air¬ 
craft for Saturday morn¬ 
ing lo accommodate the de¬ 
mand between Victoria and 
Seattle. The number of 
planes is normally doubled 
on special weekends, an Air¬ 
West spokesman said. 

Although the Marguerite 
ran at capacity several 
times last summer, no pas¬ 
sengers had to be denied 
passage, the B.C. Steam¬ 
ships spokesman said. 

"As far as we know, this is 
the first time this has hap¬ 
pened.”

In any event, USAC agreed to add the 
other cars to the field if they could match 
or exceed thi slowest qualification speed 
among the original 33, an average of 
183.908 m.p.h. by veteran Roger McClus- 
key. 

Vukovich, 35, whose father Bill Vukovich 
won the 1953-54 races and was killed in a 
crash while leading the 1955 race, was the 
first to make an attempt Satuiday and 
earned his 11th start with an average of 
187.042 in his Watson-Offenhauser. 

Snider, 38, earned his 15th straight star) 
with a 185.319 run in his Lightning-Offen- 
hauser, despite brushing his right tires 
against the wall near the end of his third 
lap. 

Besides Alsup. whose first two laps were 
over 189, the others who failed to qualify 
Saturday were Al Loquasto, Jerry Karl, 
Larry Cannon, John Martin and Dana 
Carter. 

The 35 cars, led by pole-sitter Rick 
Mears on the inside of the front row, will 
take the green flag in 11 rows of three cars 
edch and a 12th row of Vukovich and 
Snider. 

The only rookie in the field is Howdy 
Holmes, who qualified on the inside of the 
fifth row next to teammate Janet Guthrie, 
the ninth-place finisher last year, who will 
be making her third start. 

The last legal challenge to the race was 
settled later Saturday when a Superior 
Court judge threw out a lawsuit by car 
owner Wayne Woodward. 

A qualification attempt by Dick Fergu¬ 
son, (iriving for Woodward, was disallowed 
by USAC a week earlier for altering the 
wastegate. Woodward took the matter to 
court Immediately, rather than going 
through the appeal procedure the others 
did. 

Judge Michael Dugan on Friday ordered 
USAC to give Woodward a hearing, and his 
appeal was turned down Saturday morning 
before he went back to court.

Andys Janice made 
amends Saturday at San-' 
down, showing 1,502 Ians Just 
why it is the most successful 
pacer currently campaign¬ 
ing in British Columbia.

was never a serious factor, 
finished sixth in the seven- 
horse field and will probably 
find a spot in the preferred 
ranks.

About 2,000 Scots poured 
onto the tracks of the Jubiiee 
line, prompting officials to 
turn off the power while po¬ 
lice cleared the tracks. 

All but two Wembley tav¬ 
erns shut down to forestall 


trouble and lines up to 100 
yards long formed outside 
liquor stores. 

Traditionally, the visits to 
London by Scottish soccer 
fans combine national pride 
with hard drinking and this 
weekend was no exception. 


A I6-year-old Scot was 
charged with murder Friday 
after a 20-year-old man was 
stabbed to death on a train 
carrying Scottish fans to 
London.

Here the sea is king 


By NEIL MORGAN 

PORT ISAAC, England — 
Gulls swoop in. honking, 
over the rocky Atlantic 
coves. 

Cars must be parked in a 
field above the village. 

Visitors wander down past 
the stone hutch of the Royal 
Life Guards, where the ex¬ 
ploits of a century of hero¬ 
ism are posted: date, name 
of the wrecked ship, number 
of lives lost, number of lives 
saved. One day in 1907 the 
life guards of Port Isaac 
rowed out and rescued 25 
sailors. 

The treachery of the Corn¬ 
wall sea, here at the south¬ 
west tip of England, is as 
legend as the clannishness 
of its people and the courage 
of its smugglers in years 
past. 

Outside the book stall in 
the village, the weekly news¬ 
paper is on display. The pho¬ 
tograph on the front page is 
of a recent high surf near 
Port Isaac. The .sea is news 
here. 

It is a village that cries out 
to foreign visitors. It seems 
classically English, and yet 
to the English it seems some¬ 
how foreign. 

The Golden Lion looks like 
a snug place to while away a 
week: It offers three rooms 
overlooking the cove, and 
tiny windows hunched 
against the winds beneath 
an overhanging slate roof. 
Below its walls on the sea 
side, fishing boats wallow in 
the waves, lashed to buoys. 

Rows of beached boats are 
supported by sidepieces to 
keep them upright when the 
tide is out. The tide varies so 
widely here that the beach of 
the town cove is used as a 
civic parking lot for several 
hours each day. When the 
tide comes in, a chain goes 
up and cars must park above 
the town. 

The cottages that line the 
hillsides are of stone, plas¬ 
tered against the winds, and 
whitewashed. Doors and 
window frames glitter with 
fresh enamel of pastel 
hues. 

Smuggling is gone, like the 
copper, and fishing falters. 
The economic barometer of 


Port Isaac can be detected 
in the sign in the window of 
its dollhouse Barclays Bank. 
It is open only two hours a 
week, on Friday, from fall to 
spring. When the tourists 
come, from June to Septem¬ 
ber, it is open two hours on 
both Tuesdays and Fridays. 
Cornwall is a land of circuit¬ 
riding bank tellers. 

Summer brings throngs, 
and the majority of visitors 
are British. Cornwall is a 
long afternoon's train jour¬ 
ney from London (or an 
overnight sleeper, Padding¬ 
ton Station to Penzance). 

Once in Cornwall, the nar¬ 
row stonehedge roads with 
their blind turns are apt to 
discourage many from driv¬ 
ing. Those who try are often 
panicked by the tour buses 
that suddenly loom ahead on 
single-track roads. 

Traffic has helped to put 
Cornwall off the main travel 
lane for touring Americans, 
but it is a strange and won¬ 
derful land, best for visiting 
in .spring, before the British 
holidays bring on the jams. 

One enters Cornwall at 
Plymouth, from where Sir 
Francis Drake set out on his 
voyage of round-the-world 


discovery. The Rotary Club 
of Plymouth meets at the 
Duke of Cornwall Hotel. 

The dual carriageway (di¬ 
vided freeway) from Lon¬ 
don ends near Plymouth, 
and the roads grow more 
narrow as one moves to- 
ward’s Land’s End. 

Every seacoast village 
hasits bed-and-breakfasts, 
its inviting pubs and restau¬ 
rants, some offer distinctive 
resorts. The best in Corn¬ 
wall is also one of the best 
country hotels of Britain: 
Hotel Treasanton, among 
the thatched roofs of St. 
Mawes beside a balmy inlet 
of the English Channel. 

Nearby is the old fishing 
village of Durgan, now en¬ 
tirely protected by the Na¬ 
tional Trust. Back from its 
narrow, shingly beach a 
cluster of stone cottages 
stands snug in pines along a 
sheltered inlet. (Lodging can 
be found at Rose Cottage.) 

It is not a country to hurry 
through, or to seek to under¬ 
stand through the chatter of 
a tour guide. Guides are too 
anxious to pass on the leg¬ 
ends of King Arthur, who 
might have held court at the 
Cornish castle of Tintagel.

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In Japan ^women know their place’

KYOTO — My first visit to Japan was more shocking 
than I'd expected. 

It wasn’t Tokyo — that city of miilions with mazes 
of streets and too few street signs — which sent shivers 
down my spine. It wasn’t the buildings whose addresses 
make no sense beeause they’re numbered according to the 
date of construction, not in sequence as they are at 
home. 

Nor was I horrified by the pushers who shove com¬ 
muters into train cars, occasionally dislocating a shoul¬ 
der — or so I had read somewhere in my pepara- 
tions. 

It wasn’t even some of the Japanese food that gave 
me quivers — food like raw squid, octopus, eel, horse 
mackerel and chrysanthemum leaves. 

Nor was I surpri.sed by the 125-mile-an-hour bullet 
trains, more than a hundred a day passing through any 
one of a number of stations in Tokyo — all on time. 

It was the women — those obedient and submis¬ 
sive Japanese women who sent me into a tizzy. Japa¬ 
nese women know how to treat their men — with love 
and care. 

They pamper. There are no Helen Reddys or Bella 
Abzugs in this country, although I must sadly admit 
that situation is changing. But sexism still reigns here, 
enough so that even the mildest feminist would fume. 

Women know their place. 

The first hint I got of this was on our visit to the Yoshi- 
kawa Inn, a ryokan or Japanese-style inn, in this ancient 
imperial capital. 

When we arrived, waiting outside to greet us ere the 
proprietor Yasuo Tanaka and his help, which included 
three maids. The eldest, who must have been at least 70, 
and the smallest — all 4 feet. 11 inches of her — dragged 
our luggage to the room, which overlooked a lush gar¬ 
den. 

We made ourselves comfortable while the younger maid 
brou^t hot towels and sweet rice cakes to refresh us from 
the journey. Shortly, we wandered into another private 
room for a special tempura dinner. Lotus root, pumpkin, 
eggplant, sweet potato, taro, asparagus, mushrooms, car¬ 
rot. onion and a delicate white fish were all lightly 


coated, fried to a golden crispness and arranged as a 
beautiful still-life on the exquisite plate. 

Each dish was presented by a kneeling, kimono-clad 
woman who gracefully manipulated her full sleeves, and 
bowed and giggled a lot. 

While we were dining, other maids were busy un¬ 
rolling the futons — padded quilt beds — on the floor of 
our room and arranging everything for our comfort 
for the night. 

But the real service, the perfect pampering, we 
wouid soon learn, comes from the geisba. 

How sweet it is! 

Geishas look like exotic dolls, dressed in beautiful 
kimonos, with faces painted white to lighlight luminous 
eyes. 

Contrary to the beliefs of many Westerners, all gei¬ 
shas are not prostitutes, although, in certain places, ar¬ 
rangements may be made for such services. 

Geishas spend years learning the fine arts of groom¬ 
ing, posture, conversation and entertainment. They are 
bright and well-educated. The ones we saw were also trim, 
graceful, soft-spoken and pretty. 

They sing, dance, draw and write poetry with beau¬ 
tiful calligraphy. 

One friend talked incessantly about Meiko, a gei¬ 
sha, who before entertaining in the evening spent the en¬ 
tire day at the hairdresser after her morning music 
lesson. 

Geishas not only sing and dance, they must also 
laugh at all the corny jokes told by a group of flirtatious, 
slightly inebriated gentlemen. This is part of making 
the men feel wise and witty and is considered good for 
health and happiness. 

In Japan, taking care of a home and children is still 
the Number One career for women. According to the 
Japane.se male, a good wife stays up until her husband 
returns home from a night out with friends, no matter 
how late he may be. ."V 

Ladies are seldom first at anything. Traditionally, 
they walk three steps behind their men. They are never piil 
on a pedestal to be admired. Women even help men on 
with their coats. 

Such pampering. Sayonara!

Norwegian railway specials 


OSLO — The Nurwegian State Railways is celebrat¬ 
ing its I25th anniversary this year, and in honor of this 
event, a special anniversary ticket is being offered. The 
ticket is a super saver for the independent traveler. 

It cost about $30 — U.S. (ISO Norwegian kroner) and 
is valid for one trip in second class on any of Norway’s 
rail routes. There are unlimited stop-overs. The only 
restrictions are that it is not valid on Fridays, Sundays 
and major holidays and that the trip must be completed 
in seven days. The ticket can be bought in any rail 
station in Norway. 

The idea behind it is that no one trip should cost 
more than 150 Norwegian kroner, in effect creating a 


cost ceiling. As a result the savings can be substantial 
on long routes. For example, a trip from Stavanger in 
the fjord area to Bodo above the Artie Circle, via Oslo 
and Trondheim, would normally cost 450 Norwegian 
kroner. By using the special ISO kroner ticket there 
would be a saving of no less than 300 kroner, or 
approximately $60. Even on the Oslo-Bergen route, by 
many considered the most scenic rail route in the world, 
there (s a saving of $8.

It contrasts the hardships 
faced by Swannell and his 
crews as they stood knee- 
deep in swamps, wrestled 
rapids, and went hungry, 
with today’s surveyors, who 
use aerial and satellite pho¬ 
tography and even biode¬ 
gradable chain. 

In addition to photographs, 
the exhibition includes re¬ 
productions of docutnents 
and letters from Swannell's 
files, together with a collec¬ 
tion of the type of Instru¬ 
ments he used. 

Swannell. bom in Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont., came west shortly 
after graduating from the 
University of Toronto and 
worked as a surveyor in B.C. 
for 40 years. He early estab¬ 
lished a reputation of sur¬ 
veying large areas to a high 
standard of accuracy. 


The Year of the Child exhi¬ 
bit will be opened by Michael 
and Lynda Allard, fifth-gen¬ 
eration descendants of Mi¬ 
chael Gyives, who, after his 
marriage to a Cowichan In¬ 
dian chief’s daughter, be¬ 
came one of the first white 
settlers on Salt Spring Is¬ 
land. 

The exhibit is composed of 
things from school life, liter¬ 
ature. games, clothing and 
toys us^ every day by chil¬ 
dren.

Their father, a for¬ 
mer RCMP officer, is now a 
student at UVIc, and their 
grandfather is Bob Acker¬ 
man. patriarch of the popu¬ 
lous and well-known Salt 
Spring Island family.

Jazz pianist honored 
by Quebec university 


MONTREAL (CP) - Jazz 
pianist Oscar Peterson, 
film-maker Maurice Proulx 
and science broadcaster 
F'ernand Seguin, all Que¬ 
becers, will receive honor¬ 
ary doctorates from Mon¬ 
treal's Concordia University 
in June. 

Peterson, 53. was bom in 
Montreal and began classi¬ 
cal piano training here at 
age six.

Court’s rule 
questioned 
over gay ad

Colentit reporter 
A .Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada judgment dismissing a 
discrimination complaint 
against the Vancouver Sun 
may have the effect of sanc¬ 
tioning certain types of dis¬ 
crimination. 

That is the view of Marvin 
Storrow, a Vancouver law¬ 
yer who argued before the 
court on behaif of the B.C. 
Human Rights Commission. 

Storrow said Saturday in 
an interview the court's de¬ 
cision means the^B.C. gov¬ 
ernment may have to amend 
the Human Rights Code. 

In its decision, the court 
said a newspaper supporting 
certain views does not have 
to publish ah advertisement 
advancing contrary views. 

The court was ruling on an 
issue lhat.ara.se in 1974 when 
the Sun refused to publish an 
advertisement from the Gay 
.Alliance Toward Equality 
for the publication Gav 
T/'de. 

The rejected advertise¬ 
ment was the foilowing: 
"Subs, to Gay Tide, gay lib 
paper. $1.00 for#issues. 2116 
Vew St.. Vancouver." 

Mr. Justice Ronald .Mart- 
land. writing the judgment 
for the court majority, .said: 

"(The Sun's) refusal 
was . . . based upon the con¬ 
tent of the advertisement it¬ 
self . . ,In the case of a 
newspaper, the nature and 
scope of the .service which it 
offers, inciuding advertising 
service, is determined by the 
newspaper itseif." 

The 6-3 decision carried a 
dissenting opinion by Chief 
Justice Bora Laskin and Mr. 
Justice Brian Dickson. The 
two judges and Mr. Justice 
Willard Estey disagreed 
with the majority decision. 

When the ad was refused in 
1971, the alliance com¬ 
plained to the B.C. Human 
Rights Branch. 

In refusing the ad, the Sun 
said its advertising depart¬ 
ment had a policy of avoid¬ 
ing material dealing with 
homosexuals or homosex¬ 
uality. 

A provinciai board of in¬ 
quiry heard the case and 
ruled that the Sun violated 
section 3 of the B.C. Human 
Rights Code. 

This section says: “No per¬ 
son shall deny to any person 
or class of persons any ac¬ 
commodation. service or fa¬ 
cility customarily available 
10 the public . .. unless rea¬ 
sonable cause exists for such 
denial or discrimination." 

The board of inquiry's de¬ 
cision was upheid by the B.C. 
Supreme Court, then was re¬ 
versed in a 2-1 decision by 
the B.C/ Court of Appeal. 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada's decision was the high¬ 
est ruling ever on the B.C. 
Human Rights Code. 

The Sun argued before the 
Supreme Court that it had "a 
duty to protect the morais of 
the community." 

However. Laskin said in 
the dissenting opinion: "It is. 
indeed, difficult to .square 
such concern with the vari¬ 
ous iilustrated advertise¬ 
ments of films which appc'ar 
regulariy in the Vancouver 
Sun, advertisements whose 
occasional vulgarity and of¬ 
fensiveness to decency were 
conceded by counsei for the 
newspaper." 

Laskin also said freedom 
of the press was not an issue 
before the court. 

Mr. Justice Dickson said: 
"... I do not think a news¬ 
paper, or any other institu¬ 
tion or business providing a 
service to the pubiic. can 
insulate itself from human 
rights legislation'Jiy relying 
upon 'honest' bias, or upon a 
statement of poiicy which re- 
serves to the proprietor the 


right to decide whom he shail 
serve". 

Storrow. who represented 
the B.C. Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. said in the inter¬ 
view: "I think the decision 
has serious implications for 
human rights and the future 
administration of tW B.C. 
Human Rights Code. 

"As a result of the deci¬ 
sion. it seems to me a person 
can effectively say he is pro¬ 
viding a service or accom¬ 
modation only to a certain 
segment of the public, there¬ 
by circumventing the Code, 

"The B.C. government 
-may have to amend section 3 
of the Code to disallow peo 
pie from selecting groups 
they wish to exclude from 
their services. 

"Arguably, a restaurant, 
for example, could now say. 
'We refuse to serve people 
with blue eyes or crippled 
people' because they are not 
specifically mentioned in the 
Code." 

Bill Black, a L'BC law 
teacher and member of the 
former B.C. Human Rights 
Commission, said in inter¬ 
views: 

"/\t first glance, the deci¬ 
sion sounds like it furthers 
freedom of the press and 
speech, but Us practical ef¬ 
fect for communities where 
there are only one or two 
major newspapers is to re¬ 
strict the wide and free dis- 
emination of differing 
views. 

“In a sense, ads are for 
other people to express di- 
ferent views, and I'm sorry 
(he majority decision did not 
adopt a distinction between 
editorial and advertising 
content. 

"What this decision says 
has some .serious implica 
tions for human rights and 
freedom of expression in 
Canada." 

B.C. Human Rights 
Branch director .Kathleen 
Ruff said in an interview: 
"It seems to me the Supreme 
Court decision fits in with its 
history of human rights deci¬ 
sions, starting about 50 years 
ago when the court said 
women were not persons. 

"If advertising is a service 
customarily available to the 
public, and homu.sexuals are 
not allowed to use this ser¬ 
vice. the court is saying that 
homosexuals are not mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

"Freedom of the press 
was not the issue in the Sun 
case. The issue here, as 
clearly argued before the 
.Supreme Court, concerned a 
commercial transaction 
which is the classified ads. 

“If a service customarily 
available to the public can be 
refused a gay group, the 
same applies to any grhup 
with unpopular views or 
views not held by a news¬ 
paper."

At 14 there are growth 
years left. Ju.st how many 
are left can be determined 
by a study of the bone end 
plate (the epiphysis). If it 
has been .sealed off or other¬ 
wise disturbed by the old 
injury, growth stops and will 
not resume. If the injury did 
not interfere with blood sup¬ 
ply and if the epiphysis re¬ 
mains open, then future 
growth will occur. The con-

dition of the bone ends can 
be determined by an ortho¬ 
pedic (bone) doctor. 

I know of no treatment to 
alter the situation in any 
case. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: A weight- 
loss clinic recently moved 
into my town. It operates by 
giving daily injections of 
HCG, which is a hormone. 
There is also a stringent 
low-calorie diet. Is HCG 
safe? I have signed up but 
haven't started the program 
yet. I am 24, and in good 
health except for 60 excess 
pounds. I know several peo¬ 
ple who have been helped by 


this program, but I want the 
straight information on it. — 
T.G. 

Forget this program. 

HCG (Human chorionic 
gonadotropin) is a hormone 
derived from the urine of 
pregnant women. It's harm¬ 
less. but has nothing to do 
with whether you gain or 
lose weight. Such programs, 
usually stipulate a 500-calo¬ 
rie regimen (daily). Most 
people can lose as much 
weight as they want to on 
such spartan fare. You prob¬ 
ably will, too, with or with¬ 
out the injections, if you fol¬ 
low the diet! 

The hormone is approved 
by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration for certain 
hormone-related problems, 
not for weight reduction. 
This use of HCG began in 
1954. Reputable researchers 
theorized that it might help 
eliminate abnormal fat 
cells, but this was not prov¬ 
en.

applying a little pressure on 
her parents. 

But there will be lots of 
time for Sooke for us, and 
our cabins on Gordon Beach 
are only 25 minutes and two 
gallons of gas from our 
Langford Lake home. 

This summer we expect we 
will do more launching of our 
12 -faot aluminum from the 
beach in front of the cabin 
and use our 9.5-horsepower 
to fish with, instead of the 
big boat and motor. Much of 
our fishing will be done 
closer to home base, rather 
than cruising around to find 
the fish. 

SOOKE OFFERS base 
camping spots at Cheanuh 
Marina at Becher Bay, off 
the East Sooke Road; at Pa¬ 
cific Lions off Becher Bay 
Road; at Sunny Shores Ae- 
sort in Sooke's Saseenos 
area; at Sooke Harbor Ma¬ 
rina and at Juan de Fuca 
Trailer Park near Otter 
Point. * 

All of those places are 
fishing resorts, with launch¬ 
ing ramps at all of them and 
boats and tackle to rent at 
Cheanuh Marina. Sunny 
Shores and Pedder Bay Ma¬ 
rina in the Rocky Point area. 

.SUNNY SHORES is a fam¬ 
ily campground with big 
swimming pool, miniature 
golf and places for kiddies to 
play. 

But, as well as fishing 
these campgrounds may 
also be used as a base for 
Sooke area explorations, 
either by car, bicycle, 
moped or on foot. 

Sooke waters are known 
for their afternoon winds, so 
dad and the boys can fish in 
the early mornings and fam¬ 
ily activities can usually be 
counted on for the after¬ 
noons. with fishing again in 
the evening when the winds 
drop. 

FISHING in Sooke waters 
for salmon can possibly be 
rated as the finest in the 
world. Fishing for heavy¬ 
weight Chinooks In the 30, 40 
and 50-pound bracket is best 
in June and into July and the 
latter part of August; and 
first week in September sees 
the pink salmon run (in this 
odd-numbered year) with in¬ 


termingling coho ... and this 
year a tremendous run of 
pinks is expected through 
Juan de Fuca. Fishermen 
should be prepared for wind 
in July. 

HIKERS will find East 
Sooke Regional Park a de¬ 
light and there are enough 
trails to keep vacationers 
busy for two or three after¬ 
noons. The park can be 
reached by turning left off 
the Sooke Road by the 17- 
Mile House Royal Ensign 
Hotel and travelling to the 
end of Gillespie Road. 'Then 
turn right for the Pike Road 
western entrance and park¬ 
ing area, or left and up 
Becher Bay Road past Pa¬ 
cific Lions Marina for the 
eastern entrance and park¬ 
ing area. You can also reach 
the park by travelling the 
Metchosin-Rocky Point- 
East Sooke roads. 

We hiked that East Sooke 
area long before there were 
hiking trails, but now you 
will find trails galore. 

ESPECIALLY POPULAR 
is the one that skirts several 
miles along the rugged wa¬ 
terfront, where you will be 
able to explore tiny islands, 
to which you can jump at low 
tide, obsene the sports fish¬ 
ing fleet in action — two or 
three hundred boats - and 
chances are you may see 
them boat a few salmon. If 
you are lucky you might spot 
a pod of killer whales or 
some sea lions. You could 
even take along your spin 
fishing gear and try your 
luck for salmon, cod or rock 
fish, from the rocky shore¬ 
line. 

CLAM DIGGERS will find 
lots of little neck and butter 
clam digging off the mouth 
of Sooke River at low tides ... 
that Is the Sooke Harbor side 
. of Billings (Jacksons) Spit— 
the Basin side is closed to 
clam digging; or on the in¬ 
side of Whiffen Spit, under 
the rocks at about the centre 
of the spit. 

Next low tides for clam 
dig^ng are this weekend; 
again on June 9.10,11 and 12 
for some very iow tides, and 
June 11 and 12 for lowest tide 
of year; June 23 and 24 for 
more clam digging tides.

'IRE LOW TIDES are also 
ideal for beach walks and 
inter-tidal zone exploring to 
photograph marine crea¬ 
tures and seaweeds in tidal 
pools, look for fossils at 
Kirby Creek beach, or rock 
hounding along the beaches 
in search of agates and other 
gem rocks. 

Sooke Bay beaches and 
Gordon Beach (six miles 
west of Sooke) and French 
Beach are good rock hound¬ 
ing beaches and if you are 
lucky you may find a flower 
stone, as well as agates. 

Whiffen Spit (turn left one 
mile west of Sooke) provides 
a good beach walk at any 
time of the year and you can 
fish cutthroats from the in¬ 
side shoreline.

CANOERS will find some 
excellent canoeing water in 
Sooke Basin and Sooke Har¬ 
bor and they can launch 
from Sunny Shores Beach or 
from Sooke Harbor .Marina. 
It would also be a good idea 
to include a fly rod or light 
spinning tackle because at 
various points in both the 
basin and harbor there is 
some good searun cutthroat 
trout fishing. We like to fish 
them off the tip of Billings 
(Jacksons) Spit. 

SOOKE POTHOLES on 
the Sooke River, reached by 
turning right just after pass- 
ing the Milnes Landing Store 
and before the Sooke River 
Bridge, are a major atlraC' 
tion the year-round — for 
swimming in summer and 
s.teelheading in winter 
There is a nice picnic ground 
provided at the Potholes 
area where there are deep 
river pools and a sandpool 
upstream, followed by a long 
falls. But, parking can be a 
problem in mid-summer. 

SOOKE RIVER has be 
come a favorite river to float 
in small boats, canoes, or 
rubber boats. But it can be 
dangerous. I have done it for 
steelheading and found sev- 
eral big boulders mid¬ 
stream that could cause 
trouble and a little falls

The surroundings will be 
beautiful, indeed, as the Ca¬ 
nadian Open will be played 
at Chateau Lacombe. 

The site is right downtown 
and Chateau Lacombe offers 
excellent accommodation 
for those who can afford it.

three-quarters of the way 
downstream that came up by 
surprise. 

On the other side of the 
river ... turn right after 
crossing the bridge... are the 
Sooke River Flats where the 
famous All Sooke Day is held 
in July and nearly every 
weekend there Is a horse 
show or other event held on 
the Flats, 

The new Sooke museum is 
also a must for visitors and 
the new arena has regular 
events of interest. 

JORDAN RIVER. 20 miles 
west of Sooke. is an interest¬ 
ing place to visit. Rayonier 
has provided a little picnic 
area beside the beach just 
before the bridge. There Is 
an interesting pub across the 
bridge. 

The Pacific breakers 
crash in over the shallow 
beach at Jordan River and 
when the surf is ruuning the 
surfers don their wet suits 
and take out their surfboards 
to ride the breakers in ...just 
as they do in Hawaii. Great 
to watch. 

In August there is some¬ 
times good fishing with 
small lure or tinsel fly, be¬ 
neath the bridge and into the 
surf, for por^es (or silver 
surf perch) at Jordan River. 
They are good fun to catch 
and filleted they make good 
eating. 

FOR BEACH FUN try 
China Beach provincial 
park, just 2.6 miles west 
(along the Port Renfrew 
Road) from Jordan River, or 
the Mystic Beach Trail, 3.7 
miles west from Jordan 
River. 

China Beach is a lovely 
sandy beach and only a few 
minutes walk from the spa¬ 
cious parking lot. On occa¬ 
sion we have hiked the rocky 
waterfront between Jordan 
River and China Beach. 

There are other spots to 
enjoy and beaches to explore 
reached from the Port Ren¬ 
frew Road, but we will detail 
these when we tell about a. 
mini-holiday in the Port 
Renfrew area.

He has Eva Von Genscy. his 
cu-artistic director of Les 
Ballets Jazz in Montreal, 
coming for a workshop and 
to "set a piece" for next 
season. David Earl of Toron¬ 
to Dance Theatre will do the 
same later on. 

Next season Darling is 
eyeing three or four Mc¬

EAST LANSING. Mich. 
(AP) — Men, long believed 
to be nonchalant about their 
apparel, may actually be 
more fashion conscious than 
women, according to a Mich¬ 
igan .State University study. 

In fact, men may feel hap¬ 
pier and more successful if 
they are dressed well, says 
the surs’ey by three home 
economists. 

The random sampling of 
families in Oakland County, 
in Michigan's populous 
southeastern comer, showed 
that clothing is closely tied to 
the way men feel about their 
lives. 

The three-month study, 
designed to find out what 482 
men and women think about 
the quality of their lives, 
centred on middle-income 
families. All have school-age 
children. 

The researchers said they 
believe Oakland County was 
representative of other high¬ 
ly populated areas near 
large cities. 

"Men's feelings about 
their jobs and sense of ac¬ 
complishment are closely 
related to their feelings 
about clothing," said re¬ 
searcher Suzanne Sontag. 

"The recent push to 'dress 
for success' may have some¬ 
thing to do with this because 
it's not .something you would 
expect to find," added re¬ 
searcher Margaret Bubolz. 

The study also showed that 
men who saw clothes as a 
reflection of themselves had 
a higher level of self-esteeirj 
and were generally more sa¬ 
tisfied with life. 

It also found large differ¬ 
ences between what men and 
women vilue in life. 

Men valued highly their 
accomplishments, having 
fun. .and being free from 
bother and annoyances. 
Lower on their scales were 
love and effection. and fi¬ 
nancial security. 

Values at the top of the 
women's list were love and 
affection, freedom from 
bother, and beauty. Fun and 
their accomplishments were 
less important to the women 
questioned in the study. 

"This seems to indicate 
that women are not rejecting 
new freedoms and at the 
same time, are also hanging 
on to ol^ alues," Ms. Bubolz 
said. 

But, on the subject of chil¬ 


dren. most of the women and 
men questioned agreed. Few 
were quick to say that they 
would not have children if 
they could choose all over 
again. Morp than 90 per cent 
of those of both sexes inter¬ 
viewed said they believed 
children were a positive ad¬ 
dition to their lives. 

Men said children brought 
them enjoyment, fun and 
happiness, while women said 
children brought them self- 
fulfilment.

Garden Notes 


BIRD.DAMAGE (G.C., Victoria) 

I don't know of any chemical which 
could be sprayed on strawberries to 
keep the birds from pecking the fruit. 
The sprays used to keep rabbits and 
mice from gnawing the bark of young 
trees would probably discourage the 
birds, but the very bitter taste these 
spra.vs impart would ruin the fruit for 
human consumption. 

The only surefire way to protect a 
strawberry patch is to cover it with 
netting. Stretch wires on stakes over 
the patch and drape them with small 
mesh netting of some kind, arranging 
it so it can be slid back easily for 
picking or weeding. 

SPIDER FLOWER (E.J.. Victoria) 

From your description and our ex¬ 
cellent sketch, 1 am pretty sure the 
flower you arc looking for is the 
Cleome. pronounced klee-O-me. and 
sometimes nicKnamed Spider Flower 
because of the spidery arrangement of 
its seed pods. 

It is an attractive flower, fairly 
easy to grow from seed, or you can buy 
the started plants from some nur¬ 
series and garden centres around 
town. They stand 3 to 4 feet tall, with 
big heads of pink flowers, thriving in 


either sun or light shade. Cleome is an 
annual and must be started afresh 
every spring. 

There fs a pure white variety called 
Cleome Helen Campbell, named for 
the Toronto housewife who found it 
growing as a self-sown seedling in her 
garden. 

YELLOW CLEMATIS (T.M.. Lady¬ 
smith) 

Y'es. there is a yellow clematis, al¬ 
though it is nut grown to any great 
extent hereabouts. It is a wild Chinese 
species called Clematis tangutica. the 
name referring to the Tangut region of 
northern Tibet where the plant was 
first found. 

INJURED TREE (J.McN.. Sooke) 

Y'our tree which was split in the 
recent storm should not have been 
bound with wire. The wire will cut into 
the bark as the tree swells In girth, 
strangling the flow of sap and even¬ 
tually killing the tree. 

A much better way to repair a split 
is to drill holes through the tree, then 
bolt the .split portions together with 
long iron bolts. Use large washers 
under the bolt head and the nut to 
distribute the pressure over a wider 
area of bark. Repairs must be done 


promptly before the wound can dry out 
or become weathered. 

OVERGROWN RHUBARB (K.S.. 
Nanaimo) 

Your overgrown clumps of rhubarb 
should be dug up, divided and replant¬ 
ed either next October or the following 
.March. 

Ease the clumps out of the ground 
as gently as you can to.avoid too much 
rout breakage, then cut or chop each 
clump into smaller pieces, not too 
small, and replant them in well man¬ 
ured ground, spacing then five feel 
apart each way. 

Do not pull any stalks from your 
transplanted rhubarb next year but 
allow all leaves to develop fully. A 
limited number of stalks may be 
pulled in'1991. and a normal crop taken 
in 1982 and thereafter, but all pulling 
should cease by the end of June in 
order to give the plant a chance to 
recharge their batteries for the follow¬ 
ing year. 

MYSTERY PLANT (V.S., Victoria) 

The name of your mystery house- 
plant is Kalanchoe tomentosa. and the 
brown markings on the tips of the 
leaves is a natural characteristic and 
NOT due to any error in cultivation.

There is no "pear" in "irrepar¬ 
able," there is no "cue " in "nuclear," 
and there is no "ray" in "lingerie." 

There is no "seer" in "sincerity." 
there is no "lug" in "luxury." and 
there is no "mash” in "machina¬ 
tions." 

There is no "pull" in "pulmo¬ 
nary," there is no ".sh " or "sk" in 
“.schism," and there is no “back" in 
"abacus." 

There arc three syllables, not 
four, in “rigmarole" (nearly everyone 
inserts a superfluous "a" after "rig"); 
"sherbet" Is not spelled like, and does 
not rhyme with, "Herbert;” and there 
is no "mellow" in "marshmallow." 


There is no "guy" in “gyroscope. ' 
and there is no "heel" in "helicopter." 
and there is no "here" in "heroism." 

That while English has "width." 
"length.” and "bredth,” there is no 
such word as “heighth. " 

That "lamentable" is stressed on 
the first syllabic, not on the second; 
that "exquisite" is stressed on the first 
syllable, not on the second; and that 
"desultory” is stressed on the first 
syllable, not on the second. 

That "patent" as a noun or a verb 
takes the sound of "pat,” but as an 
adjective (meaning "evident ") it 
rhymes with “latent." 

There is no "ham" in "Bethle¬ 
hem." there is no "eye" in "anti," 
"demi,” “multi,” or "semi”; and 
there is no "arch” in "archipelago." 

That “applicable" Is stressed on 
the first syllable, not the second; that 
"hospitable" is stressed on the first 


syllable, not the second; and that "ir¬ 
refutable" is stressed on the second 
syllable, not on the third. 

That “combat" is stressed on the 
first syllable when it is a noun, and on 
the last when it is a verb; that "annex ' 
is stressed on the first syllable as a 
noun, and on the last as a verb; and 
that "frequent” is stressed on the first 
syllable as an adjective, and on the 
last as a verb. ("He frequented low- 
dives" is almost always mispron¬ 
ounced.) 

There is no "verse" in "conver¬ 
sant." there is no "zeem" in “ecze¬ 
ma." and there is no "knee " in "in¬ 
cognito." 

And. finally. 1 heard another net 
work comme'"’" tor speak of a singer 
and her "accoi.ipanyist" for the three- 
syllable "accompanist." (Where do 
they find these people, and how do they 
train them?)

HOLLYWOOD-It's fash¬ 
ionable these days to pick on 
Fred Silverman and all the 
chaos over at NBC-TV al¬ 
though. in fairness, the guy 
hasn't bad long enough on 
the job to make an imprint. 
Just about a year, which is 
not enough time to really 
have an imprint or effect. 

But here’s the latest any¬ 
way. 

Louis L'Amour's The 
Secketts aired recently. It 
was supposed to air next 
fall. 

The sudden switch didn't 
give enough time for proper 
promotion of an important 
"mini.series” — which is 
what NBC chooses to call the 
two-part movie-for-televi- 
Sion. Cover stories on impor¬ 
tant TV magazines are set 


weeks, even months in ad¬ 
vance. 

Doug Nctter, the onetime 
big studio executive who 
produced the movie, said 
that Silverman took one look 
at the four-hour film, liked it 
and ordered that it be aired 
immediately. May is a rat¬ 
ings “sweep" month and Sil¬ 
verman obviously wanted to 
cash in on Louis' popular- 
ity. 

"It really didn't give us 
much time to inform Louis’ 
fans about the showing, but 
there was nothing we could 
do about it," Netter said. 

Informing Louis' fans, 
however, was very impor¬ 
tant because L'Amour, the 
most popular Western au¬ 
thor of all time, has sold 90 
million books. If that isn't a 


built-in audience, nothing 
is. 

But it was a problem get- 
ing the word out. The week 
before airtime. Netter held a 
private screening for some 
friends and invited Dean 
Krakel, director of the West¬ 
ern Heritage Foundation and 
the Cowboy Hall of Fame. 

"Dean's plane was late, so 
he only saw the second half 
of the screening. I showed 
him the first half the next 
morning. He called it the 
finest Western of the dec¬ 
ade.” 

This worried L'Amour a 
little. “Maybe we should 
show it backwards on the 
air," he said. 

The two-parter didn't do 
badly in the ratings, but it 
certainly could have done 


much, much better with 
some advance buildup 
among L'Amour fans. 

Meanwhile, I heard the big 
rea.son Supertrain was can¬ 
celled was because it cost 
$30,000 an hour to produce. In 
the old days, you could run 
the whole Pennsylvania 
Railroad for that. 

It's hard to figure what is 
at the root of NBC’s prob¬ 
lem.

ogy that food safety could 
depend on the government 
minding its own business. 

“We must recognize that 
there is an inherent danger 
in government polices which 
demand a demonstration of 
absolute safety for certain 
products." he said. "The net 
effect could be to increase 
consumption of foods that 
are relatively more danger¬ 
ous." 

He said government policy 
prohibiting the use of any 
food additives that have 
been shown to produce 
harmful effects in test ani¬ 
mals has meant that manu¬ 
factured foods containing 
additives have undergone 
more rigorous screening 
than many natural foods. 

Neron criticized the "zero- 
risk concept" of govern¬ 
ments and back-to-nature 
food-lovers who led to the 
ban of saccharin in Canada 
two years ago. 

He said that although re¬ 
searchers found saccharin 
causes cancer in male rats, 
the saccharin equivalent of 
the rats’ test diets expressed 
in human term terms would 
be like drinking 1,200 cans of 
diet soda pop a day. 

Neron said that in future, 
judgments of food safety 
should be put "where they 
belong — in the hands of 
. individual consumers." 

"Only the individual con¬ 
sumer has the right and abil- 
ity to make the final 
choice.” 

The practice of identifying 
additives only by their 
chemical names has contri¬ 
buted to a misconception 
that natural foods do no( 
contain chemicals.

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Declarer has to be a 
problem solver to bring in 
today's colorful slam. And 
it's not easy to play the 
hand calmly when holding 
a hand as strong as South's 
unusual collection. 

Declarer wins his club 
ace and sees his only prob¬ 
lem is in the heart suit. If 
he can hold his losses to 
one heart trick, he can 
score 12 tricks for slam 
and rubber. 

The careless optimist 
draws the trumps and 
plays all his winners, keep¬ 
ing only his hearts and one 
high trump. Then he either 
plays a low heart or the A- 
K and another heart and 
holds his breath. He will 
make the slam if hearts 
are 3-3 or if a defender 
makes a fatal discard. 

The careless pessimist 
goes a different route. He 
plays two high trumps and 
then three rounds of 
hearts. This play wins 
whenever the hearts are 3- 
3 or whenever either de¬ 
fender holds precisely the 
9-8 of trumps and any four 
hearts (declarer can ruff 
his fourth heart safely with 
dummy’s trump seven). 

In today's layout. East 
returns a trump after win¬ 
ning his heart trick and 
declarer goes down one, 
losing two heart tricits. 

The best way to play the 
hand is to draw only one 
round of trumps an(f sur¬ 
render a heart trick imme¬ 
diately. East wins and re¬ 
turns a trump, but de¬ 
clarer remains in control. 

After winning the trump 
return, he plays his two 
high hearts to check on a 3- 
3 break, but when West

Cancer patients may get 
marijuana as treatment 


SEATTLE, Wash. (A?) — 
Cancer patients soon may be 
inhaling marijuana to ease 
the nauseating effects of 
chemotherapy. 

Dr. Roger Hoffman, assis¬ 
tant professor of social work 
at the University of Wash¬ 
ington, heads a special advi¬ 
sory group named by the 
slate board of pharmacy to 
set up the first state-sanc¬ 
tioned distribution of mari¬ 
juana for cancer victims. 

The use of pot for the 
treatment of nausea and vo¬ 
miting that sometimes fol¬ 
lows drug or radiation can¬ 
cer treatment is legal under 
the Controlled Substances 


Therapeutic Research Act, 
passed by the legislature in 
March. 

- The act, which also allows 
marijuana use in treating 
glaucoma, an eye disease 
that can cause blindness, re¬ 
quires the pharmacy board 
to name a patient cpialitica-' 
tion review committee. The 
group would approve a pa¬ 
tient's entry into a program 
that would compare the anti¬ 
nausea efffects of mari¬ 
juana and the drug Compa¬ 
zine. 

Roffman said cancer pa¬ 
tients receiving chemother¬ 
apy could apply for the mari¬ 
juana use program through 


any licensed medical doctor 
or osteopath in Washin^on 
state. 

Dr. Daniel Dansak, chair¬ 
man of the New Mexico pa¬ 
tient qualification review 
committee, said his project 
has had 13 patients since it 
began in February and eight 
of the patients have reported 
positive effects of mari¬ 
juana on their nausea.

The psychiatrist said fivc- 
and 10-milligram capsules of 
pot. obtained from the Na 
tional Institute of Drug 
Abuse, are used commonly 
in a 45-mllligram daily total 
dosage.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The Georgia Straight 
weekly newspaper, syn¬ 
onymous with West Coast 
counter-culture since the 
1960s heyday of hippies, 
yippies and zippies, is fin- 
aliy going straight. 

The Straight Is changing 
its name and image to bring 
it in line with the moderate 
lifestyle that has overtaken 
its original readers in the 
last decade. 

The final issue came off 
the presses Thursday with a 
banner front-page headline 
— "THE LAST Georgia 


Straight" But an advertise¬ 
ment on the inside page tells 
the whole story; "Now For 
The Good News. . .The Van¬ 
couver Free Press. June 
1st.” 

DAN McLEOD. 35, pub- 
lisherof TheStralghtand the 
n.ew-image Free Press, said 
in an Interview he is relieved 
The Straight is changing. 

“We’re trying not just to 
end the name, but end all 
those associations that go 
with it and break out into a 
new thing." 

McLeod wants The Free 
Press to reach beyond the 


Air crash inquest 
to be held Sept. 5 

NANAIMO — Sept. 5 has been set as the date 
for the inquest into the Pacific Coastal Airlines 
crash here April 19 that claimed six lives. 

Nanaimo Coroner Dr. Michael Smart said 
that he expected the inquest would take about two 
days. 

The Pacific Coastal flight to Port Albemi 
went down at the north end of the Nanaimo airport 
at Cassidy, about 11:30 a.m. on April 19. 

The weather was sunny and clear at the time 
of the crash of the twin-engine Piper Apache. All 
five passengers and the pilot were kill^. 

Pact on Gres 
comes after 
lengthy talks 

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District 
Board, after considerable discussion and an 18-11 vote, 
has approved a request to the ministry of municipal af¬ 
fairs for the Issue of supplementary letters-patent to 
allow the CVRD to adopt the function of fire protection 
and control. 

The request for this function came from the city of 
Duncan. The city recently agreed to provide fire pro¬ 
tection to the Eagle Heights and district specified 
areas. 

Dunean director Aid. Martin Lukaitis explained the 
new function was necessary because the fire depart¬ 
ment had found that municipalities do not have the 
power to extend full fire coverage in areas beyond their 
jurisdiction. 

As an example, he said, in the city, the fire 
department has the authority to use the water from a 
neighbor's swimming pool, if necessary, “but this was 
not the case In the regional district.” 

HE SAID IN the Eagle Heights area, if a pumper 
truck ran dry, a house could bum down while the fire 
chief was trying to get the approval of the neigboring 
householder to use his pool as a Water supply. 

"All Duncan is asking for is that the same powers 
apply to the fire department within those areas it serves 
in the regional district as currently apply In munici¬ 
palities,” said Lukaitis. 

At one point during discussion the matter was 
tabled, only to be lifted from the table moments later, 
allowing further discussion and subsequent vote which 
approved the motion 18-11. 

The British Columbia Lions Society for Crippled 
Children requested CVRD to adopt a maintenance and 
occupancy bylaw in order that the society could qualify 
for CMHC funding for its Easter Seal camp at Shawni- 
gan Lake. 

THE SOCIETY'S chairman Robert Labron said in a 
letter: “Our society is currently upgrading our newly- 
acquired facilities at Shawnigan Lake.” 

He said: "We have already spent over 9100,000 in 
addition to hundreds of volunteer hours from Lions Club 
members on Vancouver Island and have applied to 
CMHC for grant funds to help with remaining work. 

“However, in order to qualify for CMHC funding, it 
is necessary for the CVRD to adopt a maintenance and 
occupancy bylaw consistent with federal require¬ 
ments. 

"Because of the magnitude of the renovation costs 
and our own financial constraints, the CMHC assis¬ 
tance is essential if we are to complete the work. 

“THE FIRST crippled children arrive at the camp 
June 15,1979. We urgently request your co-operation in 
passing the needed bylaws." 

The CVRD gave three readings to the approving 
bylaw, which will be sent to Victoria.

The Straight with a first 
printing of 5,000 copies, ap¬ 
peared in 1967 as LSD proph¬ 
et Timothy Leary advised 
the aquarian generation to 
tune in, turn on and drop 
out. 

“WE USED TO cover any 
activity related to the hip¬ 
pies, or the yippies or the 
zippies.” McLeod said. 

The newspaper became an 
overnight sensation and cir¬ 
culation jumped to 65,000 by 
the fifth issue. 

“We (the staff) were a 
mixture of optimistic and-or 
disenchanted university stu¬ 
dents, former students and 
teachers, starving artists, 
poets and musicians, left- 
wing politicos and ivory 
tower activists.. .none of us 
knew the first thing about 
producing a newspaper," 
McLeod said. 

"The Georgia Straight 
grew so fast that everybody 
involved was high on the 
freedom. It may sound like a 
cliche, but we had genuinely 
provided a voice for the 
voiceless. . .” 

But The Straight was soon 
ran in trouble as it spoke out 
for the hippies and drug cul¬ 
ture that flourished in the 
city. 

ITS MOST formidable op¬ 
ponent was then-Mayor Tom 
Campbell who banned The 
Straight and ordered police 
to seize all copies from street 
vendors. But the newspaper, 
with the help of civil libertar¬ 
ians. sued Campbell, won 
and the ban was lifted. 

The newspaper bounced 
back and McLeod believes It 
went on to become a good 
alternative to the city’s es¬ 
tablishment press. 

McLeod also estimated the 
paper survived some two 
dozen other legal actions 
after being charged with of¬ 
fences ranging from obscen¬ 
ity to libel. 

The new Free Press will 
expand into realms pre¬ 
viously untouched by The 
Straight such as sports and 
fashion and will put a 
greater emphasis on fea¬ 
tures. 

Associate-publisher Tony 
Kennedy, the businessman 
behind The Free Press, said 
The Straight had “gone as 
far as it could go.”

The Business and Profes¬ 
sional Women’s Club of B.C. 
and the Yukon sent a tele¬ 
gram to Premier Bennett 
last week asking him to dis- 
band the present B.C. 
Human Rights Commission. 

The telegram conveyed an 
emergency resolution ask¬ 
ing Bennett "to dissolve the 
present commission and ap¬ 
point forthwith a commis¬ 
sion that is better able to 
consider cases of discrimi¬ 
nation and represents equal¬ 
ly both sexes.” 

The resolution was passed 
at the organization's 31st an¬ 
nual provincial conference 
in Surrey, and was prompted 
by remarks made by some 
commission members at a 
controversial April 3 meet¬ 
ing.

Taylor kept trying 
for Cowichan seat

DUNCAN — If at first you don’t 
succeed, you make sure you get an¬ 
other crack at it. 

, That’s what Progressive Conservar 
tive candidate Don Taylor did in 1974, 
following his loss to NDP’s Tommy 
Douglas by 2,236 votes, for the then- 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-The Islands fed¬ 
eral constituency. 

Undaunted, the Duncan teacher 
bounced right back into the NDP 
stronghold of the new riding of Cowi- 
chan-Malahat-The Islands to perform 
the biggest upset on Vancouver Island 
and edge out the NDP’s Jim Manly by 
a 1,560-vote margin last week. » 

Taylor told the Colonist. "When I 
ran in 1974 I did it on the understand¬ 
ing that if I did a good Job, I would be 
the candidate In the next federal 
vote.” 

The Nanalmo-Cowichan area has 
been a two-way batleground between 
the Tories and NDP since the Second 
War, with the NDP having the edge. 

Gen. George Pearkes of the PCs 
represented the riding from 1945 to 
1953 when Colin Cameron of the old 
CCF was elected for a five-year run. 
The Tories were returned in 1958 when 
W. F. Mathews was elected during the 
Diefenbaker sweep. 

Cameron reclaimed the riding for 
the NDP in 1962 and Douglas main¬ 
tained it for the NDP, winning in a 
byelection in 1969. 

Douglas was re-elected with a large 
majority in 1972 and has retained the 
seat for the NDP until his retirement 
this year. 

Redistribution moved the riding 
southward, taking away Parksville, 
Qualicum, Nanaimo, the Yellow Point 
area and Cassidy. 

In its place have been substituted 
the Greater Victoria Western Com¬ 
munities of Metchosin, Colwood, 
Langford. View Royal and a small 
slice of Esquimau. 

The redistribution has been called 
"gerrymandering” by Cowichan-Ma- 


lahat MLA Barbara Wallace and 
blamed by her as one of the reasons 
for the NDP losing the seat this time 
around. 

There is no doubt that Taylor’s 
strong showing in the polls south of the 
Malahat was responsible for his vie-- 
tory. 

In the preliminary results he had a 
1,700-vote margin in the 15 of 16 polls. 
Taylor polled 6,908 votes to 5,247 for 
Manly. 

Taylor was born in Edmonton in 
1931 and moved with his family to 
Victoria in 1942 attending high school. 
University School and two years at the 
University of Victoria. 

"That was mainly because UVic had 
a good rugby team at that time.” said 
Taylor, a keen rugby enthusiast. 

"This enabled me to pick up my 
teacher’s certificate. I came to Dun¬ 
can with my wife Mavis, born and 
raised in Victoria, and our two chil¬ 
dren Lloyd and Ann in 1961. I took a 
summer and winter school and had 
my degree and a year’s post-graduate 
work by 1965.” 

■ Taylor spent a year in England on a 
teacher exchange program in 1968 and 
was elected president of the Cowichan 
District Teachers’ Association in 1970. 
It was about this time that he be¬ 
came active as a Conservative party 
worker, trying to “resurrect” the 
local organization. 

Taylor said: "My wife suggested I 
run as a candidate in 1974 after the 
nominee the party had selected decid¬ 
ed not to run after all. I did very 
well against Douglas and it was 
agreed that I would be the candidate 
in the next federal election.” 

Taylor said he was "very keen” on a 
freedom of information bill. 

"The root of most of our past con¬ 
flicts has been the government’s un¬ 
willingness to Inform the people. The 
people are much more willing to sup¬ 
port the government if they have all 
the information,” he said. 

He said he was very concerned with 
the Cowichan estuary and extremely

interested in what the provincial task 
force report is going to recommend. 

“But until I Jiear ELUC’s decision 
and the basis for that decision, it 
would be irresponsible for me to make 
any firm comment at this time.” 

He said: “Most of our local prob¬ 
lems have taken a long time to devel¬ 
op. An example of this is the en¬ 
croachment of industrial development 
into an area of the Cowichan Valley 
that has such a delicate ecosystem as 
the Cowichan estuary. 

"The decisions that we make con¬ 
cerning the estuary have got to be 
decisions which accommodate as 
much as possible both sides of the 
estuarial dispute.” 

Taylor said his aim was to serve all 
the people of his constituency. 


This includes the areas of Greater 
Victoria which he represents. 

"Most of the Victoria press and 
media refer to me as an up-Island MP, 
referring to the two Victoria members 
of Parliament, when in fact there are 
actually three.” 

He said the other two Victoria mem¬ 
bers would be very busy. 

The two are Allan McKinnon in Vic¬ 
toria and Donald Munro in Esquimalt- 
Saanich. 

"One at least, will most likely be a 
cabinet member. They will both have 
very reponsible jobs. I will be able 
to act as a backup for them, being 
closely connected through my repre¬ 
sentation of the View Royal, Lang¬ 
ford, Colwood, Metchosin communi¬ 
ties,” Taylor noted. 


, PORT ALBERNI — Three 
separate public bodies have 
agreed to urge the provincial 
ministry of the environmejU 
to take whatever action it 
can bring to bear to prevent 
any infestation df Eurasian 
milfoil in nearby Sproat 
Lake. 

The ministry had written 
the Alberni-Clayoquot Re¬ 
gion Board in March, nam¬ 
ing Sproat Lake as one of 
those with which it was con¬ 
cerned with regard to the 
po.s.sible milfoil spread. 

The board was asked to 
support efforts to identify 
and to treat any possible ap¬ 
pearance of the weed in 
Sproat. including the use of 
the herbicide 2,4-D. 

With particular reference 
to the use of the herbicide, 
the regional board tabled the 
ministry request until fur¬ 
ther information could be 
obtained on the possible side 
effects of 2,4-D, since the 
lake is a principal source of 
water for the city of Port 
Alberni. 

First to act was the Sproat 
Lake Ratepayers Associa¬ 
tion. which asked the min¬ 
istry to send a representa¬ 
tive. 

The meeting, at the Sproat 
Lake Community Hall, at¬ 
tracted more than 60 resi¬ 
dents. 

Bob NIjman, the ministry 
representative, started the 
meeting with a film of the 
milfoil infestation of the 
Okanagan lakes. 

He explained the various 
methods of identification 
and Initial control over the 
weed—the use of 2.4-D. ro- 
torating and diver dredg¬ 
ing. 

The first, he said, was by 
far the least expensive, cost¬ 
ing about $150 an acre. Costs 
of the other methods in¬ 


creased dramatically to well 
over $1,000 an acre. 

On questioning, he assured 
the audience that there was 
very little toxic effect to the 
use of the herbicide. 

W’hile the department 
urged non-use of the water 
where treatment took place 
for at least a day after appli¬ 
cation, he said that the very 
longest that there would be 
any trace of the chemical in 
the water after application 
would be 18 days. 

He stressed that early 
identification and treatment 
were essential, since the 
chemical treatment was 
only good for an area of two 
acres or less. 

What his department 
wished to do for .Sproat and 
other similar lakes on the 
Island was to instigate a pro¬ 
gram of monitoring, and also 
if possible to implement 
some sort of inspection of 
boats or any other marine 
craft or equipment. 

At the conclusion of the 
meeting, the residents made 
a motion to approve in prin¬ 
ciple any action which the 
ministry deemed necessary 
in the program, including 
the use of 2,4-D. and urging 
as well that the ministr} 
apply a consistent monitor¬ 
ing program for the lake and 
if possible inspection sta¬ 
tions at such places as the 
B.C. Ferries terminals on 
the Island. 

The matter also came up 
fur discussion at the weekly 
meeting of the Port Alberni 
city council, and it received 
a similar treatment. 

It was then the turn of the 
Alberni-Clayoquot Region 
Board to deal with the same 
matter at its regular meet¬ 
ing.

Toronto archbishop 
appointed cardinal 


'' TORONTO (CP) — Archbishop 
Gerald Emmett Carter of Toronto was 
one of IS new cardinals named Satur¬ 
day by Pope John Paul. 

"I have a strong impression that I'm 
dreaming," Carter, 67, said Saturday. 

Carter is Canada's fourth cardinal. The 
others are George Cardinal Flahiff, Arch- 
bi.shop of Winnipeg; Paul-Emile Cardinal 
Leger. Archbishop of Montreal, retired 
and living in Africa: and Maurice Cardinal 
Roy. Archbishop of Quebec. 

CARTER WILL remain Archbishop of 
Toronto, but will have greater access to the 
pope, with whom he said he enjoyed a clo.se 
relationship. 

"A cardinal is accorded princely powers, 
but he is purely influential. He has no 
power." 

The new cardinal will go to Rome on 
June 30 for his formal investiture. 

Born in Montreal. Carter attended St. 
Patrick's boy's school and earned a PhD in 
education from the University of Mon¬ 
treal. 

HE ALSO HAS doctor of laws degrees 
from the University of Western Ontario. 


Concordia University and the University of 
Windsor. 

He is the youngest of six children of the 
Jate Mary and Thomas Carter. A brother, 
Alexander, has been bishop of .Sault Ste. 
Marie since 1957. A sister, is Mother Mary 
Lenore. assistant superior at the mother 
house of the Sisters of Providence in 
Kingston, Ont. Another sister is Mother 
May Carter of the Sacred Heart sisters in 
Winnipeg. A third. Mrs. Margaret Duggan, 
lives in Montreal. 

ORDAINED IN 1937, Carter spent his 
first 25 years in the priesthood working in 
various education fields. He founded St. 
Joseph's teachers' college in Montreal in 
1945, the first college for English-speaking 
Roman Catholic teachers in Quebec. 

In the same year. Carter was named the 
first president of the Thomas More Insti¬ 
tute of adult education in Montreal. 

The author of three books, including The 
Catholic Public Schools of Quebec, Psy¬ 
chology and the Cross and The Modern 
Challenge to Religious Education, Carter 
holds liberal religious views and was one of 
the first priests in Canada to use English in 
an ordination service.

Winds maul racing fleet 


Northwestern sailors and their boats were bat¬ 
tered Saturday by heavy seas and high winds which 
sent 117 boats out of 401 starters limping home early 
from the annual Swiftsure Classic and Juan de Fuca 
races.

ashore as winds gusting up to 85 Kmh downed 
trees and caused dozens of power outages in the 
Victoria area.

$1.5 million award 
in B.C. crash case 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — 
The provincial highways 
ministry is appealing a $1.5 
million damages award, said 
to he the largest settlement 
in Canadian legal history, 
awarded by Mr. Justice John 
Ruttan in the B.C, Supreme 
Court against the ministry 
and a Vancouver man. 

In an action heard Friday, 
the court was told that in 
October. 1974, a car driven 
by Lawrence Bjornson 
swerved off the Upper 
Levels Highway, North Van¬ 


couver, Icpt over the con¬ 
crete median and landed up 
side down on a car 
containing the Malat family 
of West Vancouver. 

Joe Malat was killed in the 
crash; his wife was so se¬ 
verely injured that she was 
left a quadraplegic and the 
eldest of three daughters, 
also injured in the crash, is 
now a paraplegic, the court 
was told. Two other daugh¬ 
ters were only slightly hurt.

Aeronautics division 
spokesman Dennis 
Clarke said the plane re¬ 
fuelled in Salem on Tues¬ 
day and was scheduled to 
arrive in San Francisco 
later in the day. 

In San Francisco, the 
brother of one of the pas¬ 
sengers notified author¬ 
ities Saturday that the 
plane did not arrive. 

Clarke identified those 
aboard the single-engine 
plane as Brian Claypool 
of Saskatoon, the pilot, 
and passengers Lee Cole¬ 
man, Gary Logan and 
Calvin Body. 

Passenger hometowns 
were not available.

When the races started, winds were about 15 to 20 
knots, seas were moder'ate and the sun was poking 
through the overcast, but by the time most of the field 
reachi^ Race Rocks about noon, the southwesterly winds 
had risen to 35 or 40 knots, dismasting several vessels and 
forcing many more, including several of the power boats 
accompanying the racers, to turn and run or put into shelter. 
By 9 p.m., 117 vessels had withdrawn. 

THE FIRST TWO DIVISIONS each had one false 
start before getting under way. The third and fourth 
starts, for the shorter Juan de Fuca race, went without 
incident. 

Many boats headed for the American side of the 
strait to find calmer seas in the lee of the Olympic 
Mountains. It was there, near Pillar Point, that the 42-foot 
sloop Zuben'Ubi II, skippered by W.F. Hester of the 
Corinthian Yacht Club in Seattle, collided during the after¬ 
noon with the 52-foot ketch Dorade, skippered by Charles 
Ross of the Seattle Yacht Club. 

The Zuben'Ubi II took on water rapidly after the 
collision, and Its eight-man crew took to a liferaft before 
the boat went down. 

THEY WERE PICKED UP by the Blue Marlin of 
the Corinthian Yacht Club, skippered by James Wil¬ 
liams. and returned to Victoria. No one was hurt in 
the accident. 

During the afternoon, winds moderated and the sailing 
improved considerably. 

By early evening. Greybeard and Weatherly were 
locked in a neck-and-neck race for the lead, but as the 
boats neared Swiftsure Bank. 26 kilometres out in the 
Pacific, Weatherly, skippered by Lyn Sommers and Al 
Buchan, slowly moved ahead.

Minister urging 
N-plant protest 

SURREY, B.C. (CP) — The provincial govern¬ 
ment should protest construction of a nuclear power 
plant at Sedro Woolley, Wash., says Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister William Vander Zalm. 

The Social Credit minister said Friday that con¬ 
struction of the plant about 60 kilometres south of the 
U.S.-Canada border presents a threat to the Vancou¬ 
ver area. 

The minister's statement appeared to contradict 
that of a cabinet colleague earlier this week. Science 
Minister Pat McGeer said the B.C. government 
would not oppose the plant and even suggested that 
the U.S. plant should use a Canadian-manufactured 
Candu reactor. 

Vander Zalm, whose constituency of Surrey bor¬ 
ders on the U.S., said he will take the issue to the 
cabinet this week. 

He said a near-disaster similar to that at the 
Three Mile Island nuclear plant in Pennsylvania 
would endanger Vancouver suburbs before Seattle. 

“It’s just a few miles from Surrey and we are 
right in the path of prevailing winds," he said. “1 feel 
it all the more because it is in my backyard."

Tape from tragic Flight 191 
yields only a single word: 


DC-10 rolis on side, spews fuel from wing where engine fell off before 273-death crash 


CHICAGO (AP) — Almost 
all cockpit conversations 
aboard the ill-fated Ameri¬ 
can Airlines DC-10 jetliner 
that crashed Friday were 
wiped out by a power loss in a 
recorder, leaving only the 
word “damn" on tape, a fed¬ 
eral official said Saturday. 

Meanwhile; the death toll 
from the worst U.S. air di¬ 
saster rose to 273 Saturday, 
after sheriff’s deputies re¬ 
ported two persons on the 
ground were among those 
killed. One body was found in 
a truck, and the second un¬ 
derneath the truck. 

Federal investigators said 
it would probably be at least 
two months before the.exact 
cause of the crash was 
known. But Elwood Driver, 
vice chairman of the Nation¬ 
al Transportation Safety 
Board, said in Chicago that a 
preliminary investigation 
showed "there is no evidence 
of pilot error.” 

An official for American, 
said the wide-bodied DC-IO' 
had gone through a week-1 
long “periodic" check in 
March at the airline’s facil¬ 
ity in Tulsa, Okla. 

"There’s nothing in the

Insp. Dave Staples, who is in 
charge of the RCMP's district II 
(everything outside of Greater 
'Vancouver) made the guess when 
pressed Friday for a figure for the 
number of convictions compared 
with the number who get away 
without police detection. 

Staples was on the scene of 


both the July IS operation at Shel¬ 
ter Inlet which netted 13.S tons of 
marijuana and IS men. and the 
Tuesday morning raid at Sydney 
Inlet, which is in the same vicinity 
about 32 kilometres north of Tof Ino 
on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, which resulted in a haul of 
3S tons of high-quality Colombian 
marijuana and 21—so far—sus¬ 
pects. 

"It’s as good a figure as any." 
Staples said of his lO-per-cent fig¬ 
ure. "There's very little to gauge It 
by." 

Staples said the capture of the 
two shipments may signal a shift 


to the West Coast of drug smug¬ 
gling operations. 

Superintendent Scotty Gardiner, 
the officer in charge of criminal 
investigations for district II. 
added that the apparent increase 
in smuggling activity may have 
been caused by enforcement op¬ 
erations by such agencies as the 
U S. Drug Enforcement Agency 
putting pressure on other North 
American areas. 

Staples said the western shore¬ 
line of Vancouver Island was 
shaping up as a major targht for 
smugglers who previously favored 
the Caribbean and eastern U.S. 


seaboard because of the remote¬ 
ness. the ease with which even 
large vessels could hide complete¬ 
ly in one of hundreds of coves, and 
the lack of heavy marine traffic 
In the area. 

"If you take a map and try 
to select an ideal smuggling area 
on the west coast," Staples said, 
"the first place you’d pick is the 
area north of Tofino.

Pesticide plant explosion 
kills two, releases poison 


PITTSBURG, Calif. (UPI) — A pesticide 
manufacturing unit at a Dow Clhemical 
Co. plant exploded Saturday, killing two 
people and sending 49 others to hospitals. 

One of the victims was decapitated by 
flying metal and a second died in a heli¬ 
copter on the way to a regional bum 
centre. At least 15 people were in hospital 
with bums and respiratory problems. Most 
of the others were released. 

The explosion released a lOO-foot-high 
cloud of hydrogen chloride, which com¬ 
bines rapidly with water to form hydro¬ 
chloric acid, and police warned nearby 


residents to stay indoors. The warning was 
withdrawn when Dow officials said the 
dissipated fumes presented no danger. 

The blast occurred in a 6(M-gallon nickel 
tank located outside in a new unit making 
pesticide. The cause was unknown. 

The tank, which went into operation 
earlier in the week, was used in a new 
process to make a component of Dow 
pesticide used in protecting com. 

When the tank was cooking its third 
batch Saturday, the tempeTature abmptly 
shot up from 140 to 220 degrees Celsius 
and the explosion followed.

NANAIMO — Sept. 5 has been set as the date 
for the inquest into the Pacific Coastal Airlines 
crash here April 19 that claimed six lives. 

Nanaimo Coroner Dr. Michael Smart said 
that he expected the inquest would take about two 
days. 

The Pacific Coastal flight to Port Albemi 
went down at the north end of the Nanaimo airport 
at Cassidy, about 11:30 a.m. on April 19. 

The weather was sunny and clear at the time 
of the crash of the twin-engine Piper Apache. All 
five pa.ssengers and the pilot were killed. 

Pact on fires 
comes after 
lengthy talks 

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District 
Board, after considerable discussion and an 18-11 vote, 
has approved a request to the ministry of municipal af¬ 
fairs for the issue of supplementary letters-patent to 
allow the CVRD to adopt the function of fire protection 
and control. 

The request for this function came from the city of 
Duncan. The city recently agreed to provide fire pro¬ 
tection to the Eagle Heights and district specified 
areas. 

Duncan director Aid. .Martin Lukaitis explained tUe 
new function was necessary because the fire depart¬ 
ment had found that municipalities do not have the 
power to extend full fire coverage in areas beyond their 
juri.sdiction. 

As an example, he said, in the city, the fire 
department has the authority to use the water from a 
neighbor’s swimming pool, if necessary, "but this was 
not the case in the regional district.” 

HE SAID IN the Eagie Heights area, if a pumper 
truck ran dry, a house could burn down while the fire 
chief was trying to get the approval of the neigboring 
householder to use his pool as a water supply. 

"All Duncan is asking for is that the same powers 
apply to the fire department within those areas it serves 
in the regional district as currently apply in munici¬ 
palities," said Lukaitis. 

At one point duriqg discussion the matter was 
tabled, only to be lifted from the table moments later, 
allowing further discussion and subsequent vote which 
approved the motion 18-11. 

The British Columbia Lions Society for Crippled 
Children requested CVRD to adopt a maintenance and 
occupancy bylaw in order that the society could qualify 
for CMHC funding for its Easter Seal camp at Shawni- 
gan Lake. 

THE SOCIETY’S chairman Robert Labron said in a 
letter: "Our society is currently upgrading our newly- 
acquired facilities at Shawnigan Lake." 

He said: "We have already spent over $100,000 in 
addition to hundreds of volunteer hours from Lions Club 
members on Vancouver Island and have applied to 
CMHC for grant funds to heip with remaining work. 

"However, in order to qualify for CMHC funding, it 
is necessary for the CVRD to adopt a maintenance and 
occupancy bylaw consistent with federal require¬ 
ments. 

"Because of the magnitude of the renovation costs 
and our own financial constraints, the CMHC assis¬ 
tance is essential if we are to complete the work. 

“THE FIRST crippled children arrive at the camp ■ 
June 13, 1979. We urgently request your co-operation in 
passing Ihe needed bylaws." 

The CVRD gave three readings to the approving 
bylaw, which will be sent to Victoria.

DUNCAN — If at first you don’t 
succeed, you make sure you get an¬ 
other crack at it. 

That’s what Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Don Taylor did in 1974, 
following his loss to NDP’s Tommy 
Douglas by 2,236 votes, for the then- 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-The Islands fed¬ 
eral constituency. 

Undaunted, the Duncan teacher 
bounced right back into the NDP 
stronghold of the new riding of Cowi- 
chan-Malahat-The Islands to perform 
the biggest upset on Vancouver Island 
and edge out the NDP’s Jim Manly by 
a 1.560-vote margin last week. 

Taylor told the Colonist. "When I 
ran in 1974 I did it on the understand¬ 
ing that if I did a good job, I would be 
the candidate in the next federal 
vote.” 

The Nanaimo-Cowichan area has 
been a two-way batleground between 
the Tories and NDP since the Second 
War, with the NDP having the edge. 

Gen. George Pearkes of the PCs 
represented the riding from 1945 to 
1953 when Colin Cameron of the old 
CCF was elected for a five-year run. 
The Tories were returned in 1958 when 
W. F. .Mathews was elected during the 
Diefenbaker sweep. 

Cameron reclaimed the riding for 
the NDP in 1962 and Douglas main¬ 
tained it for the NDP, winning in a 
byelection in 1969. 

Douglas was re-elected with a large 
majority in 1972 and has retained the 
.seat for the NDP until his retirement 
this year. 

Redistribution moved the riding 
southward, taking away Parksville, 
Qualicum, Nanaimo, the Yellow Point 
area and Cassidy. 

In its place have been substituted 
the Greater Victoria Western Com-, 
munities of Metchosin, Colwood, 
Langford, View Royal and a small 
slice of Esquimau. 

The redistribution has been called 
"gerrymandering” by Cowichan-Ma- 
lahat MLA Barbara Wallace and 
blamed by her as one of the reasons 
for the NDP losing the seat this time 
around. 

There is no doubt that Taylor’s 
strong showing in the polls south of the 
Malahat was responsible for his vic¬ 
tory. 

In the preliminary results he had a 
1,700-vote margin in the 15 of 16 polls. 
Taylor polled 6,908 votes to 5,247 for 
Manly. 

Taylor was born in Edmonton in 
1931 and moved with his family to 
Victoria in 1942 attending high school. 
University School and two years at the 
University of Victoria. 

“That was mainly because UVic had 
a good rugby team at that time,” said 
Taylor, a keen rugby enthusiast. 


"This enabled me to pick up my 
teacher’s certificate. I came to Dun¬ 
can with my wife Mavis, born and 
raised in Victoria, and our two chil¬ 
dren Lloyd and Ann in 1961. I took a 
summer and winter school and had 
my degree and a year’s post-graduate 
work by 1965.” 

Taylor spent a year in England on a 
teacher exchange program in 1968 and 
was elected president of the Cowichan 
District Teachers’ Association in 1970. 
It was about this time that he be¬ 
came active as a Conservative party 
worker, trying to “resurrect” the 
local organization. 

Taylor said; “My wife suggested 1 
run as a candidate in 1974 after the 
nominee the party had selected decid¬ 
ed not to run after all. I did very 
well against Douglas and it was 
agreed that I would be the candidate 
in the next federal election.” 

Taylor said he was “very keen” on a 
freedom of information bill. 

“The root of most of our past con¬ 
flicts has been the government’s un¬ 
willingness to inform the people. The 
people are much more willing to sup¬ 
port the government if they have all 
the information,” he said. 

He said he was very concerned with 
the Cowichan estuary and extremely 
interested in what the provincial task 
force report is going to recommend. 

“But until I hear ELUC’s decision 
and the basis for that decision, it 
would be irresponsible for me to make 
any firm comment at this time.” 

He said: “Most of our local prob¬ 
lems have taken a long time to devel¬ 
op. An example of this is the en¬ 
croachment of industrial development 
into an area of the Cowichan Valley 
that has such a delicate ecosystem as 
the Cowichan estuary. 

“The decisions that we make con¬ 
cerning the estuary have got to be 
decisions which accommodate as 
much as possible both sides of the 
estuarial dispute.” 

Taylor said his aim was to serve all 
the people of his constituency. 

This includes the areas of Greater 
Victoria which he represents. 

“Most of the Victoria press and 
media refer to me as an up-Island MP, 
referring to the two Victoria members 
of Parliament, when in fact there are 
actually three.” 

He said the other two Victoria mem¬ 
bers would be very busy. 

The two are Allan McKinnon in Vic¬ 
toria and Donald Munro in Esquimalt- 
Saanich. 

“One at least, will most likely be a 
cabinet member. They will both have 
very reponsible jobs. I will be able 
to act as a backup for them, being 
closely connected through my repre¬ 
sentation of the View Royal, Lang¬ 
ford, Colwood, Metchosin communi¬ 
ties,” Taylor noted. 


Alberni united 
in its fight 
against milfoil

PORT ALBERNI — Three separate 
public bodies have agreed to urge the 
provincial ministry of the environ¬ 
ment to take whatever action it can 
bring to bear to prevent any infesta¬ 
tion of Eurasian milfoil in nearby 
Sproat Lake. 

The ministry had written the Alber- 
ni-Clayoquot Region Board in March, 
naming Sproat Lake as one of those 
with which it was concerned with re¬ 
gard to the possible spread of the 
milfoil infestation from the lakes in 
the Okanagan district, in which it has 
reached epedemic and uncontrollable 
proportions. 

The board was asked to support 
efforts to identify and to treat any 
possible appearance of the weed in 
Sproat, including the use of the herbi¬ 
cide 2,4-D. 

With particular reference to the use 
of the herbicide, the regional board 
tabled the ministry request until fur¬ 
ther information could be obtained on 
the possible side effects of 2,4-D, since 
the lake, apart from having many 
residences built around it, is a princi¬ 
pal source of water for the city of Port 
Albemi. 

First group to act or. such an investi¬ 
gation was the Sproat Lake Rate¬ 
payers Association, which asked the 
ministry to send a representative to 
meet with the group and provide a full 
explanation of the ministry’s concerns 
and its proposals to deal with them. 

The meeting, at the Sproat Lake 
Community Hall, attracted more than 
60 residents. 

Bob Nijman, the ministry repre¬ 
sentative. started the meeting with a 
film of the milfoil infestation of the 
Okanagan lakes, which provided the 
audience with a clear picture of the 
destructiveness of the aquatic weed 
when it was able to gain a firm foot¬ 
hold in any particular freshwater 
lake. 

He explained the various methods of 
Identification and initial control over 
the weed the use of 2,4-D, rotorating 
and diver dredging. 

The first, he said, was by far the 
least expensive, costing about $130 an 
acre. Costs of the other methods in¬ 
creased dramatically to well over $1,- 
000 an acre. 

On questioning, he assured the audi¬ 
ence that there was very little toxic 
effect to the use of the herbicide as it 
was applied in the case of milfoil. 

While the department urged non-use 
of the water where treatment took 
place for at least a day after appli¬ 
cation, he said that the very longest 
that there would be any trace of the 
chemical in the water after applica¬ 
tion would be 18 days, even in areas 
where little flushing took place. 

He stressed that early identification 
and treatment were essential, since 
the chemical treatment was only good 
for an area of two acres or less. Any 
greater area of infestation, he said, 
was considered by the experts to be 
almost "beyond control." 

What his department wished to do 
for Sproat and other similar lakes on 
the Island was to instigate a pro¬ 
gram of monitoring, and also if pos¬ 
sible to implement some sort of in¬ 
spection of boats or any other marine 
craft or equipment coming into the 
lake to see if they were carrying any of 
the weed from possible mainland 
sources. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, the 
residents made a motion to approve in 
principle any action which the min¬ 
istry deemed necessary in the pro¬ 
gram, including the use of 2,4-D, and 
urging as well that the ministry apply 
a consistent monitoring program for 
the lake and if possible inspection sta¬ 
tions at such places as the B.C. Ferries 
terminals on the Island to inspect all 
water craft coming on to the Island 
from the Lower Mainland. 

The matter also next came up for 
discussion at the weekly meeting of 
Ihe Port Albemi city council. 

Aid. Alice Chiko, a summer resident 
at Sproat Lake, had attended the rate¬ 


payers meeting and provided coun¬ 
cil with a comprehensive picture of the 
ground that Nijman had covered. 

She was in complete agreement, she 
said, with the residents’ decision to 
support the ministry program, and 
was satisfied that the application of 
the 2,4-D would not only be the most 
effective treatment, but would have 
little effect on the -quality of the 
water. 

She then moved to have the city 
advise thd environment ministry that 
it supported the preventive measures 
to be taken at the lake, and would as 
well encourage the monitoring and 
inspection proposals suggested as 
well. 

City Manager Jim Sawyer suggested 
that an addition to the motion should 
be some guarantee on the part of the 
province that any application of herbi¬ 
cide would not in any way pollute the 
intake to the city water supply located 
in the Sprbat River. 

Chiko replied that it was her under¬ 
standing that the application of the 
chemical would be in small areas of 
the lake, and in very small quantities, 
which would be insufficient to affect 
the water supply. 

Aid. George McKnight agreed with 
Chiko that applications in the upper 
end of the lake should offer no haz¬ 
ard, but suggested that if the 2,4-D 
were applied anywhere near the city 
water intake, the local medical officer 
should be brought in for testing. 

Aid. Bea Wilson and Mayor Jim 
Robertson both made the point that 
any application anywhere in the lake 
should be checked by the medical 
officer. 

Chiko then amended her motion to 
include the request that the local medi¬ 
cal officer should be allowed to check 
any application of the herbicide. 

It was then the turn of the Alberni- 
Clayoquot Region Board to deal with 
the same matter at its regular meet¬ 
ing. 

Sproat director Tony Dixon played 
the advocate role at the meeting, hav¬ 
ing been in attendance at the rate¬ 
payers’ earlier meeting. 

He called the possibility of infesta¬ 
tion of Sproat Lake by the milfoil 
"frightening." 

"What impressed and frightened 
me," he said, "was the fact that 
should the weed gain control in more 
than two and a half acres of Ihe lake, 
the environment people will apparent¬ 
ly more or less throw up their hands 
and declare the situation uncontrol¬ 
lable. ” 

This had been the case in certain of 
the Okanagan lakes, he said, and the 
ministry was now diverting funds 
from the fight against the we^ there 
to invest in preventive measures in 
other parts of the province. 

He had been impressed, he said, 
with the precautions taken in the ap¬ 
plication of the 2.4-D. and felt that with 
a good flushing action in the lake, 
there should be no problems with its 
use. 

It was imperative, he said, that 
every measure possible bo taken to see 
that the weed was not carried into the 
lake in boats, or even such equip¬ 
ment as water skis, during the very 
busy recreation season that prevailed 
at the lake. 

He therefore urged the board not 
only to support the ratepayer policy of 
endorsing treatment of the lake in 
whatever ways necessary, but to urge 
the ministry as strongly as possible to 
set up monitoring and inspection sta¬ 
tions, which would assure that every 
piece of aquatic equipment coming 
from the mainland be checked for pos¬ 
sible contamination. 

He also urged that some sort of 
program be undertaken locally to fa¬ 
miliarize the population at the lake 
with the appearance of the weed, 
and what to do if they find any trace of 
it. 

His motion to advise the environ¬ 
ment ministry of the board’s support 
of its program was passed unani¬ 
mously.

lineup of 35 cars,*fhe largest field of 
starters in 46 years, was filled Saturday in 
an unprecedented special session of 
qualifjing on the eve of one of the most 
chaotic and controversial Indianapolis 300- 
mile races in history. 

The two drivers added to the usual 33-car 
lineup were veterans Billy Vukovich and 
George Snider, who were among eight who 
took advantage of another chance to 
qualify under a ruling by a special United 
States Auto Club appeal board. 

The race will be telecast on channel 8 at 
12:30 p.m. and repeated on channel 4 at I 
p.m. 

Five others were too slow, and the 
eighth, rookie Billy Alsup, went into the 
wall after two laps of what appeared to be 
a good qualifying run. Alsup's only injuries. 
were cuts on his right foot. 

The 33 cars that will take the green flag 
today averaged 186.737 m.ph. for their 
four-lap qualifications, nearly six m.p.h. 
slower than the starting field last year. 

The over-all drop in speed was due to a 
USAC rule change that lowered the al¬ 
lowable manifold pressure.The contro¬ 
versy that stemmed from that move was 
one of the factors in the defection from 
USAC by Championship Auto Racing 
Teams, comprising most of auto racing's 
big names, and in the month-long chaos 
that stretched from Gasoline Alley to fed¬ 
eral court. 

When qualifications finally opened two 
weekends ago, the situation was further 
muddled by charges that some teams were 
able to override the manifold restrictions 
and “cheat" their way into the iineup. 

The entrants who were given another 
chance on Saturday had contended their 
cars were either victims of earlier incon¬ 
sistent rule enforcement or were bumped 
from the original lineup by faster cars 
whose illegal tactics were undetected. 


In any event, USAC agreed to add the 
other cars to the field If they could match 
or exceed the slowest qualification speed 
among the original 33. an average of 
183.908 m.p.h. by veteran Roger McClus- 
key. 

Vukovich, 35, whose father Bill Vukovich 
woa the 1933-54 races and was killed in a 
crash while leading the 1953 race, was the 
first to make an attempt Saturday and 
earned his 11th start with an average of 
187.042 In his Watson-Offenhauser. 

Snider, 38. earned his 13th straight start 
with a 185.319 run in his Lightning-Offen- 
hauser, despite brushing his right tires 
against the wall near the end of his third 
lap. 

Besides Alsup, whose first two laps were 
over 189, the others who failed to qualify 
Saturday were A1 Loquasto, Jerry Karl, 
Larry Cannon. John Martin and Dana 
Carter. 

The 35 cars, led by pole-sitter Rick 
Mears on the inside of the front row, will 
take the green flag in II rows of three cars 
each and a I2th row of Vukovich and 
Snider. . 

The only rookie in the field is Howdy 
Holmes, who qualified on the inside of the 
fifth row next to teammate Janet Guthrie, 
the ninth-place finisher last year, who will 
be making her third start. 

The last legal challenge to the race was 
settled later Saturday when a Superior 
Court judge threw out a lawsuit by car 
owner Wayne Woodward. 

A qualification attempt by Dick Fergu¬ 
son, driving for Woodward, was disallowed 
by USAC a week earlier for altering the 
wastegate. Woodward took the matter to 
court immediately, rather than going 
through the appeal procedure the others 
did. 

Judge Michael Dugan on Friday ordered 
USAC to give Woodward a hearing, and his 
appeal was turned down Saturday morning 
before he went back to court.

ogy that food safety could 
depend on the government 
minding its own business. 

“Wc must recognize that 
there is ah inherent danger 
in government polices which 
demand a demonstration of 
absolute safety for certain 
products,” he said. "The net 
effect could be to increase 
consumption of foods that 
are relatively more danger¬ 
ous." 

He said government policy 
prohibiting the .use of any 
food additives that have 
been shown to produce 
harmful effects in test ani¬ 
mals has meant that manu¬ 
factured foods containing 
additives hav^ undergone 
more rigorous screening 
than many natural foods. 

Neron criticized the "zero- 
risk concept" of govern¬ 
ments and back-to-nature 
food-lovers who led to the 
ban of saccharin in Canada 
two years ago. 

He said that although re¬ 
searchers found saccharin 
causes cancer in male rats, 
the saccharin equivalent of 
the rats* test diets expressed 
in human term terms would 
be like drinking 1,200 cans of 
diet .soda pop a day. 

Neron said that in future, 
judgments of food safety- 
should be put "where they 
belong ~ in the hands of 
individual consumers." 

"Only the individual con¬ 
sumer has the right and abil- 
ily to make the final 
choice." 

The practice of identifying 
additives only by their 
chemical names has contri¬ 
buted to a misconception 
that natural foods do not 
contain chemicals.

Declarer has to be a 
problem solver to bring in 
today's colorful slam. And 
it's not easy to play the 
hand calmly when holding 
a hand as strong as South's 
unusual collection. 

Declarer wins his club 
ace and sees his only prob¬ 
lem is in the heart suit. If 
he can hold his losses to 
one heart trick, he can 
score 12 tricks for slam 
and rubber. 

The careless optimist 
draws the trumps and 
plays all his winners, keep¬ 
ing only his hearts and one 
high trump. Then he either 
plays a low heart or the A- 
K and another heart and 
holds his breath. He will 
make the slam if hearts 
arc 3-.1 or if a defender 
makes a fatal discard. 

The careless pessimist 
goes a different route. He 
plays two high trumps and 
then three rounds of 
hearts. This play wins 
whenever the hearts are 3- 
3 or whenever either de¬ 
fender holds precisely the 
9-8 of trumps and any four 
hearts (declarer can ruff 
his fourth heart safely with 
dummy's trump seven). 

In today's layout. Fast 
returns a trump after win¬ 
ning his heart trick and 
declarer goes down one, 
losing two heart tricks. 

The best way to play the 
hand is to draw only one 
round of trumps and sur¬ 
render a heart trick imme¬ 
diately. Fast wins and re¬ 
turns a trump, but de¬ 
clarer remains in control. 

After winning the trump 
return, he plays his two 
high hearts to check on a 3-

Cancer patients may get 
marijuana as treatment 


SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — 
Cancer patients soon may be 
inhaling marijuana to ease 
the nauseating effects of 
chemotherapy. 

Dr. Roger Roffman, assis¬ 
tant professor of social work 
at the University of Wash¬ 
ington. heads a special advi¬ 
sory group named by the 
.state board of pharmacy to 
set up the first state-sanc¬ 
tioned distribution of mari¬ 
juana for cancer victims. 

The use of pot for the 
treatment of nausea and vo¬ 
miting that sometimes fol¬ 
lows drug or radiation can¬ 
cer treatment Is legal under 
the Controlled Substances 


Therapeutic Research Act, 
passed by the legislature in 
March. 

The act, which also allows 
marijuana use in treating 
glaucoma, an eye disease 
that can cause blindness, re¬ 
quires the pharmacy board 
to name a patient qualifica¬ 
tion review committee. The 
group would approve a pa¬ 
tient's entry into a program 
that would compare the anti- 
nausea cfffects of mari¬ 
juana and the drug Compa¬ 
zine. 

Roffman said cancer pa¬ 
tients receiving chemother¬ 
apy could apply for the mari¬ 
juana use program through 


any licensed medical diCjor 
or osteopath in Washing||on 
state. 

Dr. Daniel Dansak, chair¬ 
man of the New Mexico pa¬ 
tient qualification review 
committee, said his project 
has had 13 patienLs since it 
began in February and eight 
of the patients have reponed 
positive effects of mari¬ 
juana on their nausea. .. 

The psychiatrist said five- 
and lO-milligram capsules of 
pot, obtained from the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Drug 
Abuse, are used commonly 
in a 45-milligram daily tdtal 
dosage.

straight 


as a compromiser 


VANCOUVER (CP)—The 
Georgia Straight weekly 
newspaper, synonymous 
with West Cktast counter-cul¬ 
ture since the 1960s heyday 
of hippies, yippies and zip- 
pies, Is finally going 
straight. 

The Straight is changing 
its name and image to bring 
it in line with the moderate 
lifestyle that has overtaken 
its original readers in the 
last decade. 

The final issue came off 
the presses Thursday with a 
banner front-page headline 
— "THE LAST Georgia 
Straight" But an advertise¬ 
ment on the inside page tells 
the whole story: "Now For 
The (Jood News.. .The Van¬ 
couver Free Press. June 
1st." 

DAN McLEOD, 36, pub¬ 
lisher of The Strafghtand the 
new-image Free Press, said 
in an interview he is relieved 
The Straight is changing. 

"We’re trying not just to 
end the name, but end all 
those associations that go 
with it and break out into a 
new thing.” 

McLeod wants The Free 
Press to reach beyond the 
restrictions of the Straight's 
counter-culture stereotype 
to a readership that includes 
the whole political spec¬ 
trum. 

The Straight with a first 
printing of 5,000 copies, ap¬ 
peared in 1967 as LSD proph¬ 
et Timothy Leary advised 
the aquarian generation to 
tune in, turn on and drop 
out. 

"WE USED TO cover any 
activity related to the hip¬ 
pies, or the yippies or the 
zippies," McLeod said. 

The newspaper became an 
overnight sensation and cir¬ 
culation jumped to 65,000 by 
the fifth issue. 

"We (the staff) were a 
mixture of optimistic and-or 
dl.senchanted university stu¬ 
dents, former students and 
teachers, starving artists, 
poets and musicians, left- 
wing politicos and Ivory 
tower activists.. .none of us 
knew the first thing about 
producing a newspaper," 
McLeod said. 

“The Georgia Straight 
grew so fast that everybody 
involved was high on the 
freedom. I< may sound like a 
cliche, but we had genuinely 
provided a voice for the 
voiceless. . 

But The Straight was soon 
ran In trouble as it spoke out 
for the hippies and drug cul¬ 
ture that flourished in the 
city. 


B.C. Ckinservatlve leader 
Victor Stephens said Friday 
that prime minister-elect 
Joe Clark was a “compro¬ 
miser" who would do any¬ 
thing to get elected or stay in 
power. 

Stephens has been critical 
of Clark ever since the two 
met in Kamloops during the 
overlapping provincial and 
federal election campaigns. 

"Clark is a compromiser 
who would make any com¬ 
promises necessary to win 
and stay in power," Ste¬ 
phens said. 

He said this also applied to 
Prime Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, Premier Bennett, and 
to a lesser degree to B.C. 
New Democratic Party lead¬ 
er David Barrett 

Stephens, speaking on the 
television promm Capital 
Comment for broadcast this 
weekend, said he was unwill¬ 
ing to compromise his prin¬ 


ciples "and that’s why I got 
beat so badly." 

Stephens said he lost his 
life savings of $75,000 during 
the provincial election cam¬ 
paign when the federal Pro- 
mssive Conservative party 
failed to follow through with 
promised financial help. 

Stephens was personally 
defeated in the May 10 vote 
in the riding of Oak Bay-Gor- 
don Head, losing to Social 
Credit’s Brian Smith. 

He said the provincial 
party made financial com¬ 
mitments when help was 
promised by the federal 
wing. 

However, said Stephens, 
the federal help failed to 
materialize and he made 
good on the financial com¬ 
mitments from personal 
savings. 

Noting that he has a wife 
and family to support, be 
said he will be starting a 
law practice in Victoria.

Schools hope 
to receive 
added space 


ITS MOST formidable op¬ 
ponent was then-Mayor Tom 
Campbell who banned The 
Straight and ordered police 
to seize all copies from street 
vendors. But the newspaper, 
with the help of civil libertar¬ 
ians, sued Campbell, won 
and the ban was lifted. 

The newspaper bounced 
back and McLeod believes it 
went on to become a good 
alternative to the city’s es¬ 
tablishment press. 

McLeod also estimated the 
paper survived some two 
dozen other legal actions 
after being charged with of¬ 
fences ranging from obscen¬ 
ity to libel. 

The new FViee Press will 
expand into realms pre¬ 
viously untouched by The 
Straight such as sports and 
fashion and will put a 
greater emphasis on fea¬ 
tures. 

Associate-publisher Tony 
Kennedy, the businessman 
behind The Free Press, said 
The Straight had “gone as 
far as it could go.” 

HE SAID SOME stores 
still refuse tocarry the news¬ 
paper because of its rabble- 
rouser image. But advertis¬ 
ing revenues have tripled 
since the Nov. l strike-lock¬ 
out shut down the city’s two 
dally newspapers and The 
Straight organization is fi¬ 
nancially healthy. 

“There are going to be 
teething problems with The 
Free Press," Kennedy said. 
“But we know what side our 
bread’s buttered on. We’re 
aware that we have to pro¬ 
duce a commercial product. 
We aren’t going to be as 
valulstic as The Straight or 
as self-destructive.” 


Space-starved Gordon 
Head area schools may get 
some relief, the education 
ministry has told the 
Greater Victoria school 
board. 

In a report to the school 
board, secretary-treasurer 
Carl Warner says the min¬ 
istry, after reviewing the 
situation in Gordon Head, 
has indicated it will approve 
any board requests for addi¬ 
tion of up to five classrooms 
at both Gordon Head and 
Torquay Elementary 
schools. 

Discussions are continuing 
on the provision of additional 
classroom space at Lam- 
brick Park Secondary and 
the ministry wiil look favor¬ 
ably on the hiring of a con¬ 
sultant to study the ventila¬ 
tion system at that school, 
Warner’s report, to be tabled 
at a school board meeting on 
Monday, indicates. 

Unlike some parts of the 
district where enrolment is 
declining steadily, the (^r- 
don Head enrolment has 
been increasing with the de¬ 
velopment of new housing in 
the area. 

Gordon Head Elementary 
currently uses seven port¬ 
able classrooms and Tor¬ 
quay has two. A recent 
school board planning report 
said Gordon Head would 
need all Its portables until 


1982, and Torquay's enrol¬ 
ment is projected to rise by 
another 70 students by 1982. 

A second construction 
phase at Lambrick Park was 
never begun, leaving the 
school critically short of 
classroom space. The school 
has six portable classrooms, 
and many of the special 
areas, such as the library, 
are too small for the school's 
enrolment. 

The school’s ventilation 
system is so poorly planned 
that classes have bmn can¬ 
celled when smoke from the 
school’s incinerator or 
fumes from some of the shop 
classes have been sucked 
into it. 

Provision of additional 
space in Gordon Head 
schools was the top priority 
in the school board’s 1979 
capital budget, but four- 
fifths of the proposed budget 
was eliminated by the min¬ 
istry, including the top prior¬ 
ity (^rdon Head projects. 
The budget reductions were 
severely criticized by the 
school board and the school 
district administration. 

Since that time, meetings 
on the issue have been held 
with the education ministry, 
resulting in the ministry's 
advice that it would consider 
some of the school district’s 
capital requests in the Glor- 
don Head area, Warner says 
in his report. 


The familiar lists of ser¬ 
vices for senior citizens has 
been published again this 
year by Victoria MLA 
Charles Barber, his commu¬ 
nity office workers, and Gor¬ 
don Hanson, elected May 10 
to share NDP representation 
in the dual-seat riding with 
Barber. 

Barber said Friday the 5,- 
000 pamphiets to be distri¬ 
buted this year will bring to

Callaghan put a no publication ban on the hearing, 
except for the fact that a change of venue was request^, 
and adjourned his decision to Monday. 

Ross is accused In the strangulation of Janice Aili 
Forbes in her Queens Avenue apartment.

Auction of Pearson antiques tops $400,000 


The bidders ranged from well-coiffed 
women in smart casual dresses to open- 
shirted men who looked as though they'd 
more likely be scaling trees than apprais¬ 
ing a Queen Anne lowboy for eventual 
resale on the London market. 

While the dress at Kllshaws Auctioneers 
since Tuesday night for the Ann E. Pear¬ 
son estate has b^n diversified, the aura 
was unmistakably money—either those 
who had it to spend or those who loved to 
watch it disappear after what would later 
be referred to in hushed tones as priceless 
objects. 

IF THE BIDDING on the 800-lot estate 
was any indication, the economy is buoy¬ 
ant. After three nights of bidding, auction¬ 
eer Frank Kilshaw was predicting before 
Friday night's final offering, principally 
furniture, that the total would exceed $400,- 
000. He was right. 

It was that kind of estate, he said, de¬ 
scribing the sale as both the largest and 
best of Its kind ever held in Western Can¬ 
ada. Others agreed, if the presence of 
buyers from the United Kingdom and 
North America was any indication. 

"We contacted 230 of the best collectors 
in the English-speaking world," he said. 

WHAT THEV WERE bidding on was the 
lifetime personal collection of the woman 
who for more than 30 years ran The Old 
House at 1038 Fort and made annual buy¬ 
ing trips abroad. Her immaculately

turned-out figure was to be seen at Kil- 
shaws. even in the months before she died 
in .March, when she continued to bid with 
"a nod of the head." 

Kilshaw. appointed by the executors, 
said the collection was not from her store— 
"she kept the very best in her home." 

BUT EVEN KILSHAW. who has seen his 
share of antiques, was not prepared for 
what he found when he took his in¬ 
ventory of her Beach Drive home. 

"It was all beautifully arranged in her 
two bedroom house ... It was even more 
than we'd expected and we'd expected a 
tremendous amount." 

Her collection of porcelain valued at 
$100,000 and considered one of the finest on 
the continent was bequeathed to the Art 
Gallery of Greater Victoria. What she 
hadn't considered worthy of the gallery 
ended up in the Wednesday and Thursday 
sale. Kilshaw estimated it brought almost 
$ 00 , 000 . 

BUYERS SNAPPED up about $100,000 
worth of Georgian silver, including 49 
lea caddy spoons ranging from about $180 
to $250 each. 

One local collector was able to find ways 
of spending $15,000 in one night on "small" 
items. Another parted with $4,500 for 
George II candlesticks. But the big bidding 
came Friday night, with some buyers ru¬ 
mored to have flown into Victoria for one 
piece alone. 


Kilshaw claims he had no trouble coax¬ 
ing bids for this sale. He went through 200 
pieces nightly in about two hours and 15 
minutes. 

"When buyers come that far, you don't 
have trouble selling these pieces." he 
said, although a pair of George II arm¬ 
chairs described to the packed house 
as "extremely rare and unusual" fell $2,- 
000 short of an earlier estimate of $5,000. 

THE CROWD was deceptively quiet until 
a bidding war between three buyers, two in 
one corner and another across the room, 
sent a Charles II walnut table bouncing up 
quickly from $2,000. When Kilshaw 
knocked it down at $8,500, a rush of excite¬ 
ment went through the crowd. By the 
time he'd sold a Queen Anne marquetry 
cabinet, part of the estate's bequest to the 
art gallery, for $28,000 to an agent buying 
for a local family, the crowd was used to 
big figures, even though this particular one 
was believed to be a record for Western 
Canada. 

Kilshaw claims that storing the estate 
for over two months has cost him about 
$3,600 in increased insurance premiums 
and a night watchman. 

‘‘ir.S BEEN WORTH the 30 years we've 
been in business just to handle this sale," 
he said. 

But he'wasn't divulging his commission 
other than to say it was the usual one for 
large estate sales.

Wednesday, in the light of 
reality that followed Tues¬ 


day's federal election, there 
was no more talk of union- 
ionists, or anyone else, vot¬ 
ing massively for the NDP. 
The party's desired break¬ 
through hadn’t materialized 
in spite of a healthy man¬ 
power and financial contri¬ 
bution from the labor move¬ 
ment. 

There was a mixed reac¬ 
tion from labor leaders in 
B.C. and Ontario—disap¬ 
pointment over failure to es¬ 
tablish an NDP beachhead in 
some highly industrialized 
eastern regions, and a some¬ 
what subdued satisfaction 


with general gains (up from 
17 .seats to 26). 

For those who had been 
overly enthusiastic during 
the election campaign (fore¬ 
casts of 60 to 70 NDP seats), 
the results were gloomy. But 
for the realists taking the 
long-range view, the door 
was unlocked. Someone, 
some day, would open it. 

"I was disappointed in the 
results as they came out of 
Eastern Canada (the loss of 
one of eight NDP seats in 
Ontario), but I was satisfied 
as far as British Columbia 
was concerned." said Jack 


Munro, western regional 
president of the Internation¬ 
al Woodworkers of America, 
and first vice-president of 
the B.C. Federation of 
Labor. 

Munro said his realistic 
view was that the NDP 
would increase its B.C. seats 
from two to seven or eight of 
the 28 available. 

"And we produced." 

The party won eight and 
the Conservatives will have 
the other 20 if they hang onto 
their two-vote edge over the 
Liberals in a Vancouver 
Centre recount. 


Despite disappointments 
in many key eastern ridings, 
the NDP vote in Canada 
topped two million for the 
first' time. The 2.7 per cent 
increase in the popular vole 
to almost 18 per cent was the 
biggest of any federal 
party. 

At this stage, no one can 
say with any accuracy how 
much of that increase was 
due to the CLC's highly- 
touted "parallel campaign" 
and how much to public ac¬ 
ceptance of NDP Leader Ed 
Broadbent and his own mas¬ 
terful election campaign. 


In B.C., Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, where the New 
Democrats reaped modest 
harvests, there is a belief 
among many leading union¬ 
ists that the efforts of the 
labor movement had paid 
off. 

But counteracting this 
view was the failure to win 
.scats in such fertile union 
cities as Hamilton and Wind¬ 
sor. The party has only one 
seat in Metropolitan Toronto 


after losing another, and 
.stands pat with two in the 
Maritimes. 

As in some other cases, 
however, the popular vote in 
the Maritimes soared. 

The parallel campaign in¬ 
volved a $1.2 million expen¬ 
diture by the CLC to mobilize 
its 2.3 million members for 
the NDP's election fight. 

Critics say the campaign 


was never very visible. Ap¬ 
parently it wasn't supposed 
to be—except to the union 
members at whom it was 
aimed. 

In Victoria and on Vancou¬ 
ver Island, for instance, 
teams of unionists used the 
phone blitz technique to 
drum up support from fellow 
workers, and to make sure 
they got out to the polls on 
election dav.

Pale, ill Maureen carries on 


JASPER, Alta. (CP) — 
Maureen McTeer, pale, 
weary and ill, stood at the 
edge of a playground Sat¬ 
urday, skeptically watch¬ 
ing television cameras 
record Joe Clark pushing 
their daughter Catherine 
on a swing. 

“Not so high, Joe," she 
said weakly, having crawled 
out of a sickbed for the occa¬ 
sion. 

"Okay,, mother,” the 
prime minister-designate 
said, smiling for the cam¬ 
eras. 

After eight grueling weeks 
on the campaign trail, the 
27:year-old McTeer would 
obviously prefer to stay se¬ 
cluded in her bungalow on 
the grounds of a Rocky 
Mountain resort. 

A few days ago she caught 
what was first billed as the 
“Progressive Consers’ative 
cold." About a third of 
Clark's entourage came 


down with a cold while flying 
over Calgary last week. 

“I took the wrong medica¬ 
tion." she said. “It turns out 
I have some kind of virus. I 
guess that shows I'm a law¬ 
yer, not a doctor.” 

McTeer had once consider¬ 
ed a career in medicine, but 
turned to law when she dis¬ 
covered the sight of blood 
upset her. 

Politics has remained one 
of her great loves. She was 
an active Tory several years 
before Clark entered rural 
Alberta politics, and she 
campaigned vigorously for 
her husband before the May 
22 election. 

From the playground, the 
Clarks, television crews and 
RCMP security officers 
hiked over to nearby Beauf- 
vert Lake. 

The Clarks hopped onto a 
pedal-boat and paddled 
away. Two RCMP officers 
clambered aboard a leaky- 
looking rowboat and fol¬ 
lowed with great effort. 


Clark is a non-swimmer. 

“Next time we'll bring our 
marfne division," a security 
officer said as he wobbled 
.back onto the dock. 

Clark plans to visit this 
town in his home riding of 
Yellowhead several times a 
year, possibly holding cabi¬ 
net meetings here. 

Two-ytar-old Catherine, 
who was nicknamed Muf¬ 
fin by her parents, was dis¬ 
pleased that the boat ride 
lasted only a few minutes. 

“I want to do it again," she 
said testily. 

"Are you going to throw a 
tantrum?” Clark asked. 

Before she could answer, 
she was swung through the 
air onto her father's shoul¬ 
ders. 

The last relaxing day be¬ 
fore returning to Ottawa for 
some cabinet-making was 
over. 

The new minority govern¬ 
ment will be sworn in June 4 


and the Clarks will move into 
24 Sussex Drive, the official 
residence of prime minis¬ 
ters, on June 9. 

Earlier Saturday, the Ck)n- 
servative leader auto¬ 
graphed what has come to to 
known as his lucky football 
for Mike Vivian, a 21-year- 
old waiter from Montreal at 
the Jasper Park Lodge. 

Clark's last campaign ac¬ 
tivity before Tuesday's elec¬ 


tion was to visit the lodge. 
When he approached some 
off-duty hotel workers, Vi¬ 
vian lobbed the ball at Clark 
and he caught it. 

Clark's predecessor. Ro¬ 
bert Stanfield, was photo¬ 
graphed fumbling a football 
during the 1974 campaign 
and the photo came to sym¬ 
bolize his three unsuccessful 
attempts to topple Pierre 
Trudeau's government.

Lawbreaking 
splits Tories 


OTTAWA (CP) — Two 
prominent Conservative 
MPs disagree about whether 
the RCMP should to allowed 
to break the law. 

Walter Baker (Nepean- 
Carleton) Saturday re¬ 
iterated leader Joe Clark's 
position that the RCMP 
should to able to break the 
law for national security 
reasons. 

Baker said it might be 
necessary for a government 
to take an action in terms of 
national security which it 
would not take “given the 
opportunity ... to take it 
within the law." 

Baker was interviewed for 
CTV's Question Period to to 
aired Sunday. 

But feilow-Conservative 
Jed Baldwin of Peace River 
clashed with Clark on the 
issue during the campaign. 

Clark had said the RCMP 
should to able to break the 


law. but only with the prior 
permission of a cabinet min¬ 
ister, and that the minister 
would report such incidents 
to a parliamentary commit¬ 
tee and then have to “carry 
the can." 

Former solicitor-general 
Warren Allmand last month 
told the royal commission 
into RCMP wrongdoing that 
he thought it was legal for 
Mounties to enter homes and 
offices without warrants to 
look for information. 

Allmand said officers did 
not tell him of other ille¬ 
gal acts, from opening first- 
class mail to breaking and 
entering and theft. 

Baldwin's response to 
Clark was that Allmand's 
testimony made a travesty 
of ministerial responsi¬ 
bility.

The CPR's PRINCESSES 


On Jan. 12, 1901, 
the Canadian Pacific 
Railway acquired con¬ 
trol of the fleet of 
coastal vessels of the 
Canadian Pacific 
Navigation Company 
and inaugurated the 
CPR’s once famous 
B.C. Coast Service. 

Through the dec¬ 
ades until the 1970s 
the docking whistle of 
Canadian Pacific, — 
long, short, long, 
short — Morse Code 
letter C, was a famil¬ 
iar sound in down¬ 
town Victoria, Vic¬ 
toria West and James 
Bay as the vessels ap¬ 
proached the Belle¬ 
ville Street docks. 

THE MIDNIGHT STEAMER 
from Vancouver would forego 
sounding the docking whistle for the 
7 a.m. arrival out of consideration 
for sleeping citizens. 

A well known and popular ser¬ 
vice initiated hy Canadian Pacific 
was the triangie run that main¬ 
tained a daily service between Van¬ 
couver, Victoria and Seattle that 
was commenced in 1909 by Princess 
Chariotte and Princess Victoria. 

The two most popular, hand¬ 
some and luxuriously appointed 
vessels to maintain the triangle 
route were Princess Marguerite 
and Princess Kathleen identical 
sister ships that operated on the 
tri-city service from 1925 until war 
service claimed them in 1941. 

Apart from curtailed winter ser¬ 
vice during the Depression years, 
Victoria residents could practically 
.set their watches by the daily dock¬ 
ing whistles of Kathleen inbound 
from Seattle and Marguerite from 
Vancouver reverberating over the 
waterfront area. 
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Princess Marguerite departed 
Vancouver daily at 10:30 a.m., ar¬ 
rived at Victoria at 3 p.m., left for 
Seattle at 4:30 p.m., arrived at that 
city at 9 p.m., then departed on 
overnight passage to Vancouver at 
11:15 p.m. for an 8 a.m. arrival. 

In the other direction. Princess 
Kathleen departed Seattle at 8 a.m. 
for a noon-hour arrival at Victoria, 
then on to Vancouver for a 6 p.m. 
arrival and a 11 p.m. departure for 
overnight run to Seattle. 


Each day the two ships would 
pass each other in Baynes Channel, 
near Cadbora Point (Ten Mile 
Point), except in thick weather 
when they would avoid tricky 
Baynes Channel and take the pas¬ 
sage outside of Discovery and 
Chatham Islands — radar was an 
innovation yet years away. 

BOTH THE PRINCESSES were 
built in the yard of John Brown and 
Company, Gydebank, Scotland. 
They were 350 feet in length, had a 
beam of 60.2 feet and twin screw 
steam turbine power gave them a 
speed of 22V^ knots on trials. 

The nature of their bull con¬ 
struction and speed caused the 
ships to create a huge wash that did 
not enhance their popularity with 
shoreside residents in confined 
waters, such as Active Pass. 

Princess Kathleen arrived in 
Victoria on Feb. 15, 1925, after a 
passage of 28 days from Scotland 
and Princess Marguerite arrived 
April 20 of the same year after a 
voyage of 26 days. 

Both were brought to this coast 
under the command of Captain R. 
W. McMurray, who later was to 
become marine superintendent, 
then manager of the B.C. Coast 
Service. 

The vessels under went a post¬ 
voyage refit then settled in to the 
triangle roOte that, apart from de¬ 
pression years, curtailment in win¬ 
ter and annual refits, they main¬ 
tained faithfully until the Second 
World War years. 

THE HIGHLIGHT of Princess 
Marguerite’s career, before her un¬ 
timely end, came in 1939 when she 
was selected to carry King George 
VI, Queen Elizabeth and the royal 
entourage from Vancouver to Vic¬ 
toria during the royal tour of Can¬ 
ada. 

Many Victorians will recall the 
throngs that lined the Inner Harbor 
shoreline and the excitement on 
that spring evening as the gleaming 


ship, with the royal standard at the 
fore, rounded the Bapco Paint plant 
and nosed in to her berth. 

Under the command of the late 
Captain Clifford Fenton, Mar¬ 
guerite was withdrawn from her 
regular run 10 days before the royal 
voyage and entered upon a period 
of "spit and polish” such as she had 
never known, — and Canadian Pa¬ 
cific had a penchant for meticulous 
maintenance at all times. 

The writer was the ship's deck- 


boy at the time and well remembers 
the long hours spent wielding a 
paint brush and pushing a holy 
stone OP the hardwood decks. 

AFTER THE VISIT of the King 
and Queen Marguerite rejoined her 
sister ship on the triangle route but 
with the commencement of the war, 
later in 1939, the run was destined 
to end for them when both were 
requisitioned by the British Ad¬ 
miralty in 1941. 

They underwent conversion to 
serve as troopships and supply ves¬ 
sels in the Mediterranean. Many 
crew members of the two vessels 
had already left to serve in the 
armed forces or Merchant Navy, 
but a few remained to serve in their 
ships for the long voyage to the 
middle east to undertake the war¬ 
time duties. 

On Aug. 17, 1942, fate caught up 
with Princess Marguerite when she 
was torpedoed by U83 while on pas¬ 
sage from Port Said to Cyprus with 
troops. Her fuel oil was burning and 
munitions exploding and she sank 
in approximately an hour, with su- 
prisingly little loss of life and survi¬ 
vors being picked up by the destroy¬ 
er HMS Hero.

For their actions during the loss 
of the vessel. Chief Engineer W. 
Neiison was awarded the OBE and 
two engineers whose home port w as 
Victoria, E.E.(Ed) Stewart and W. 
B. (Bill) Harris, received the 
MBE. 

Princess Kathleen, more fortu¬ 
nate than her sister, continued her 
war duties in the Mediterranean, 
Adriatic and Aegean Seas and re¬ 
turned to a terrific welcome in Vic¬ 
toria ot^ug. 2, 1946. 

. AFTkR BEING refitted for 
peacetime passenger work, she re¬ 
sumed service on the triangle route 
until the arrival of the new Princess 
Marguerite and Princess Patricia 
in 1949, after being built in Scotland 
as part of the retribution to Cana¬ 
dian Pacific for tonnage lost by 
enemy action. 

Kathleen then underwent ac¬ 
commodation changes to make her 
suitable for Alaskan cruising. She 
was a popular vessel on northern 
cruises from Vancouver until, like 
her sister, she met an untimely end 
on the night of Sept. 6. 1958 when 
she grounded on Lena Point while 
on passage from Juneau to Skag- 
way, Alaska. There was no loss of 
life, but the ship became a total 
loss. 

Princesses Marguerite and 
Kathleen are now lohg gone, but the 
elegant sisters served Canadian Pa¬ 
cific well and are fondly remem¬ 
bered by many, travellers and for¬ 
mer crew members alike! The 
name of Princess Marguerite is 
prepetuated by the now provincial 
government-owned former Cana¬ 
dian Pacific ship that still bears the 
name and is employed during the 
tourist season as a popular day 
excursion vessel between Seattle 
and Victoria. Her huge funnels, 
painted buff during CPR days, now- 
bear a distinctive Union Jack mo¬ 
tive and although age is creeping up 
on her, she yet remains the last 
operational steamship on the 
coast. 

DURING THE EARLY 1970s the 
Canadian Pacific moved its head¬ 
quarters for its few remaining 
ships from Victoria to Vancouver, 
so no longer is the familiar docking 
whistle heard in Victoria; the ships 
of the past and the busy Belleville 
Street docks have receded into the 
history of the port. 

For one long retired mariner. 
Captain Melville Jack of Patricia 
Bay, memories of Kathleen and 
Marguerite hold a special signifi¬ 
cance.

In consequence one should read a 
report in entirety, otherwise the 
headline, or lead paragraph, may 
convey erroneous slant on its gist. 
The same goes for all media. Do a 
bit of hind-sighting of instances 
w here a story's kernel-of-fact came 
to light in late paragraphs, or was 
lucked away in the body of the text. 
Consider the blaring, sensational 
headlines of The Enquirer then 
compare them with meat of stories 
inside. Too often the headline total¬ 
ly misleads from the bare (ahem) 
facts! 

CI..VSSICAL E,\AMPI,E of con 
ning headline readers was Vic¬ 
toria's Colonist front page report of 
an organization called VIP (Van¬ 
couver Island Principality), a 
group dedicated to lawfully seced¬ 
ing (he Island from Confederation 
and e.stablishing it as a Principal- 
lity Proteetorale of the British 
Crown. Now. that's pretty potent 
news, especially as the country cur¬ 
rently debates (Quebec's "so¬ 
vereignty " claiming. 

It was only;when seannmg the 
final paragraph that the reader 
realized it was written for an April I 
edition. Had the fact that it was 


April Fools' Day been missed, that 
reader would forever remain 
conned, even though it was a spoof. 
Salient point is, seldom does the 
initial look (headline) at human 
behaviour qualify for assessing its 
multitudinous variations. Add 
aberrations! 

THERE IS A LAW YER, now re¬ 
tired (mercifuliy unidentified here¬ 
in) who was involved in an object- 
lesson incident on "what may ap¬ 
pear to be."

A tour through the Curl¬ 
ing Rink during the 15th an¬ 
nual Victoria Hohby Show- 
held earlier * this spring dis¬ 
covered a vivacious young 
woman industriously working 
with delicate tools and a pro¬ 
pane hlow torch creating a 
masterpiece in glittering 
glass. 

Disguised behind dark glasses. Kathy Lind¬ 
ley, craftswoman par excellence, was intricate¬ 
ly designing solid pyrexj glass rods into a never 
ending a.ssortment of dazzling creations from 
mice to Mounties. 

Her display table showed the tremendous 
talent she possesses to express her feelings in 
glass work. 

NOT YOUR AVERAGE young married 
housewife, Kathy Lindley has an amazing crea¬ 
tive drive that asserts itself in a wide variety of 
pursuits. 

She specializes in her glass work, but also 
dabbles in silk flower arranging, Tole. oil and 
pastel painting. 

Recently she came up with the idea of 
constructing a practical type of blouse for the 
aid of the nursing mother. 

Her designs all have discreetly place but¬ 
tons with flaps or matching shawls attached to 
the blouses which enable the mother to allow 
baby to dine in privacy without leaving the room 
or sacrificing fashion. 

In addition to her handcraft pursuits, she is a 
bus tour guide on calf from Capital Tours of 
Victoria. 

It was while hosting a bus tour in the United 
States in Virginia City that she chanced to meet 
a family of talented glass blowers. Jim and 
Rosemarie Nelson, and their seven children. 
They bad a profound effect on young Kathy. 

Kathy fell in love with an antique glass car 
which Jim had created and wanted to purchase it 
as a gift for her future husband. David. 

HER INTEREST in glass work began to 
grow with each succeeding tour she hosted in 
Reno and Virginia City. 

In the three years that Kathy was travelling 
with Capital Tours, she grew extremely close to 
the Nelson family. 
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Glass blowing is a family trade and most 
glass blowers are reluctant to share their skills 
with anyone outside the immediate family- 
circle. 

But, thank goodness for the benefit of Vic¬ 
torians, Jim Nelson chose to share his in-depth 
know-ledge of glass work with Kathy Lindley, on 
the condition that she would not give lessons in 
glass work on her return to Victoria. 

Her creative skills enabled her to quickly 
pick up the necessary pointers from Nelson and 
after one week's training he announced she was 
ready to embark on her new and dazzling pas¬ 
time and remarked: “You are only limited by 
yourself and .vour imagination.”

After an investment of $500 for the neces¬ 
sary equipment such as a pipeline torch, pro¬ 
pane tank, oxygen tanks and solid pyxex glass 
rods she was ready for action. 

By the end of 1977, she was beginning to 
dabble in glass work, but the hectic schedule of 
her bus tour guiding left little time for her new¬ 
found hobby. 

After her marriage in 1978 to David Lindley, 
manager of the furniture and floor covering 
department at Woodward's Stores, David re¬ 
quested that his new wife spend more time in the 
home, and so she gave up full time work with 
Capital Tours. 

She has remained "on call” with the tour 
company and hosts four tours a year with none 
more than one week in length. 

The additional time at home enabled Kathy 
to become more involved with her handcrafts 
and most of all her passion for glass work. 

RECENTLY KATHY decided to branch out 
into business for herself and now operates under 
the license of Fancy Glass and Crafts. 

Husband David says: “It's her baby,” but 
offers his assistance in setting up her craft 
shows, displays and enjoys watching his hard 
working wife create her gittering master¬ 
pieces. 

-Mrs. Lindley says: "He’s my strongest 
critic. He helps me a lot.” 

An ardent animal lover, Kathy-s glass me¬ 
nagerie boasts creatures such as dogs of all 
breeds, horses, turtles, octopus, whales, doh 
phins, elephants, rabbits, ducks, pigs, owls, 
swans, mice, unicorns, and love birds in cages in 
both single and triple hanging cages. 

Popular items with tourists and Victorians 
alike are her individually designed replicas of 


the famous lampstands with hanging baskets in 
small, medium and large sizes. 

Her humorous nature asserts itself in her 
creation of glass clowns in a variety of designs 
which is one of her specialities. 

BRIDES-TO-BE have the option of ordering 
a specially designed wedding cake top, color 
co-ordinated with the flowers and design of the 
cake. 

Cake top designs are whatever the bride-to- 
be has in mind. Mrs. Lindley says: “I'll try 
anything if .someone wants It!” 

Several of her recent creations include a 
delicately dressed bride with groom attired in a 
Mounted Police uniform designed and painted in 
the exact colors of the RCMP with a large 
frosted glass heart as a backdrop. 

For the horse-loving bride-to-be, a fitting 
cake top would be one of Kathy's creations with 
two finely-crafted glass horses rearing up on 
their hind legs, under a floral garland topped 
with two love birds and entwined wedding rings 
complete with two sparkling wedding bells. 

Other designs have been constructed of bird 
baths, roses in a variety of colors in bud vases 
and frosted glass hearts surrounding two love 
birds with interlocking wedding rings. 

Such a masterpiece in creation individually- 
designed for the lifestyle of the bride and groom, 
provides a wonderful memento to be displayed 
with pride and forever cherished by the happy 
couple. 

Prices for cake tops start at surprisingly low 
$25 and range upwards with the intricacy of 
construction.

Mrs. Lindley's addition of feathers into the 
arrangements provides a dainty feminine effect 
which is particularly pleasing to the eye. 

She is currently in the process of arranging 
with one of Victoria's talented cake decorating 
artists to construct styrofoam wedding cakes, 
beautifully decorated that defy detection. These

Commuters, Colliei*s and Coaches 


Today, with a population 
on wheels, travelling to and 
from the job can be a most 
frustrating and sometimes 
harrowing experience to those 
who live in our cities or must 
travel our highways. 

To the coal miners of 
Cumberland Commuting 
posed no problem for their 
daily ride was done not with 
style, hut with the safety and 
comfort of the miners’ train. 


al steamships to include Union Bay as a regular 
port of call. 


AS THE RAILWAY was the only link be¬ 
tween the new docks at Union Bay and the 
thriving settlement of Union, irwas inevitable it 
would soon be carrying more than coal, and 
within a short time a twice weekly passenger 
service was introduced. 

This proved to be so popular and much 
needed that it was expanded into a daily return 
schedule. Even after the E & N Railway reached 
Courtenay in 1914, the coal company's passenger 
service remained for many years. 

At a time when the new fangled thing, the 
motor car was making its mark in moving people 
from place to place, it seemed years would pass 
before it would be any use in this near roadless 
country. But there is always an innovator in our 
midst. In 1909, Albert Grant purchased an auto¬ 
mobile in Vancouver, had it shipped by steamer 
to Union Bay, there loaded onto a railroad 



MINERS’ BI S, CUMBERLAND, mi. 


For more than half a century the sound of 
locomotive whistles were a distinctive part of 
the coal country of the Comox Valley. Their 
haunting wail splitting the forested silence 
marked their presence night and day as the 
puffing and panting locomotives hauled off their 
loads of black gold from the mines to the docks 
at Union Bay. 

ALTHOUGH ROBERT DUNSMUIR ac¬ 
quired the assets of the Union Company in 1883, 
it was not until 1888 that his plans fai^ame a 
reality. In conjunction with the development of 
the mines he built a complex of machine shops, 
warehouses, and coal-loading docks. 'Ihen to 
round out the plan he built a standard gauge 
railway from tidewater to the mines at Union — 
Cumberland. . 

The Comox Valley of the 1880s was still 
frontier country, a land of pioneers. Any roads 
that existed were at best only wagon roads 
winding in and out between huge trees and 
stumps. Eric Duncan in his book. Fifty-seven 
Years in the Comox Valley, writes:‘‘The trail 
was the roughest imaginable, for long stretches 
the wagon wheels rarely touched earth, but 
hupped from stone to root and from root to stone 
and woe to any spring vehicle! Eggs had to be 
solidly packed in straw to stand the racket.” 

, There being no road or rail connections 
between Victoria, Vancouver, and other centres 
of population, the commerce generated by the 
burgeoning coal industry soon induced the coast- 
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flatcar for delivery to Cumberland. The automo¬ 
bile age had reached the hinterland. 

As the population of the area increased more 
and better roads were built with the result more 
and more cars were used. Finally as the passen¬ 
ger service began to fall off, the compay discon¬ 
tinued its train in 1929,20 years after the first car 
came to Cumberland. But there remained one 
train to carry people, this was the one used to 
carry the miners to and from the jqb. 


THE .MINERS' TRAIN was first used in 1890 
to carry the miners from the settlement of Union 
to No. 4 mine some two miles away. From this 
early beginning evolved a tradition — free trans¬ 
portation to and from the job — that was to last 
throughout the life of coal mining in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Three times every working day the train 
would leave carrying a shift of clean-faced 
miners to return later to unload its load of tired, 
grime covered men. Well suited for the work 
they had to do. the coaches of the miners’ train 
were a far cry from the opulent Pullman cars of 
our continental railways. 

Built of wood and painted a dull bam.vard 
red, they looked more like freight cars with 
windows than a vehicle to carry passengers. In 
spite of countless rains, driving snowstorms and 
gusty gales, their grimy facade could not be 
erased. Always looking as if they needed a coal 
of paint, there was no mistaking the industry 
they served. 


Although subject to a daily sweeping and a 
periodic scrubbing, the interior of the coaches 
wore the same mask of grime as the exterior, 
mute testimony of their passengers' calling; a 
little coal dust goes a long way. Plain wooden 
benches along each side of the coach with a 
double row of seats down the centre provided 
simple but adequate seating. But one feature 
that made these coaches something out of the 
ordinary was the huge-potbellied stove with its 
cast-iron chimney sticking through the roof. 
Occupying the centre of the floor with its ever- 
full coal bin, its eye-catching bulk never failed to 
astound the stranger. 

The windows, such as they were, being 
above eye level precluded any chance of ad- 
mining the scenery, their sole function was the 
pragmatic one of providing light during the 
daylight hours, a pair of coal oil lamps hanging 
from the ceiling furnished adequate light during 
the hours of darkness. 


THROUGHOUT THE YEARS the miners 
train became as much a part of the industry as 
the pulley wheels on the headframes. When No. 7 
mine opened in 1902 the train was the only link 
for a number of years, carrying not only miners 
but their families who resided at the .settlement 
of Bevan. 

When No. 7 closed in 1921, the train contin¬ 
ued to serve No. 4 mine. Then in 1935, after being 
in operation for 47 years. No. 4 mine was closed. 
With the closure of this outlying mine, there was 
no further use for the miners’ train, so the two 
old coaches were switched onto an unused siding 
to await a uncertain future. 

Their idle time, however, was to be short 
lived, for in 1936 the company opened No. 8 mine, 
some six miles as the crow flies from Cumber¬ 
land, .So once again the miners’ coaches were to 
play thei^ part in the industry. 

Although only eight miles of track separated 
No. 8 mine from town, it took 40 minutes to make 
the trip. By most railroad standards this would 
be considered slow, but colliery railroads were 
not built for speed. An acute Y east of Cumber¬ 
land. and a sharp hairpin loop al Bevan were 
enough to curb the speeding urge of the most 
skillful engineer. In addition, two .stops to pick 
up men, one at No. 5 Japtown and the other at 
Bevan. accounted in part for the slow time 
schedule. 


SPENDING 80 .MINUTES a day commuting, 
the workers had none of the problems of their 
counterparts in the cities. Hard to start cars, icy 
roads, traffic jams, and backseat drivers had no 
part in the commuting of the train’s occupants, 
for despite hard seats and dingy surroundings 
the coachps were relatively comfortable. In 
winter. filTcd with the ambient warmth that only 
a coal fire seems to give, they provided a cosy 
interlude before and after each shift. 

To those miners whose day was spent ’work¬ 
ing wet’ the coach was more than a conveyance; 
it was a haven. The unwritten rule that reserved 
the seats near the heater for ’wet men’ was 
obeyed to the letter, and woe betide any man who 
tried to break It. 

For nearly 100 years the coal miners of 
Vancouver Island had brought the dust and 
grime of the mines into their homes. To those 
whose hou.se did not boast of indoor plumbing — 
and there were many — the tub on the middle of 
the kitchen floor had to sene for the daily 
bath. 

Pit head baths had been in vogue in Britain 
since the 1920s, and in Alberta it was mandatory 
that employers provide bathing facilities al the 
mines. Then after years of waiting, legislation 
was introduced making it compulsory that min¬ 
ing companies provide bathhouses at their 
mines. Consequently in 1943, pithead bathing and 
changing facilities were built at both No. 5 and 
No. 8 mines. 

Now for the first time in the history of 
Vancouver Island coal mining, the pitman could 
leave his dirty clothes and grime of his job w here 
they belonged; at the mine. With clean clothes 
and a warm bath the comfort of the coaches — 
although the same — was not quite so important. 
No longer was it necessary to stoke the stove for 
the benefit of ’wet men.’ now all that was needed 
was moderate heat in winter and opened doors in 
summer.

WITH THE HUSTLE and urgency of the 
year<rt)f the war, a time when {he emphasis was 
on production and manpower to work the pits, 
not a word of praise or censure was heard at>out 
the part piayed by the lowiy miners’ train. Yet. 
during those years, despite blackout regulations, 
forest fires and heavy snowfalls, did it have an 
accident, or fail to deliver the miners to the job 
and home again at the scheduled time. 

But the war could not last forever. The end 
of hostilities brought an end to government 
subsidies to the coal industry with the result the 
company was compelled to close its uneconomi¬ 
cal No. 5 mine, leaving No. 8 as the only- 
producing mine in the field. Since No. 3 mine was 
adjacent to Cumberland and no longer producing 
coal, the tracks between town and No. 8 mine 
became redundant. This section, consisting of 
several sidings, spur tracks and main line, to¬ 
talled more than ten miles of railroad. The cost 
of maintaining it just to accommodate the 
miners' train as out of the question. 

At a time when the coal industry was fight¬ 
ing for its life and bad judgments could be fatal, 
management decided to sell this portion of the 
track and find alternate means to transport the 
men to No. 8 mine. The cost of two conventional 
buses was prohibitive in light of an uncertain 
future, then after much deliberation a .solution 
was found. 


A LOCAL GROUP formed the Cumberland 
Transportation Company, and. after much wad¬ 
ing through a tangle of bureaucratic red tape 
obtained permission to operate two new-type 
buses, but not like any seen in this part of the 
country before. Built in Vancouver to required 
specifications, they were built as semi trailers. 
Hauled by Ford truck chassis, the units could be 
disconnected at any time. At first glance they 
appeared plush, with their padded seats and 
chrome rails, but such frills couldn't compen¬ 
sate for the tightly cramped seating of 64 passen¬ 
gers. particularly after being used to the roomy- 
coaches and smooth ride of the miners' train. 

Shortly- after the buses were in use, locomo¬ 
tive No. 20 steamed into Cumberland, where it 
was coupled to the old coaches.-Then with a gush 
of steam and blast of its whistle, it hauled them 
for the last time to Union Bay to await the 
wreckers torch. Thus ended a tradition of 57 
years standing. 

Although the buses provided adequate trans¬ 
portation. they could never command the nostal¬ 
gic regard as that held by the grimy old coaches. 
Winter snow was never a threat to the old train, 
but to these long wheel-based vehicles any- snow¬ 
fall w as a matter of concern. Although they gave 
yeoman service during their short tenure, there 
were a few occasions when they failed to make 
the trip. 

DUE TO THE LOS.S of markets to oil. the 
company was compelled to close its No. 8 mine in 
1953. As the buses were unsuited to the steep 
grades of the 1.000 feet high Tsable River mine, 
the last of the company's mines — they- were sold 
to the Civil Defence Corps in Vancouver, ostcnsi- 
bily to be used as mobile defence stations. 
Having none of the charisma of the old coaches 
and a relatively short stay in the district, their 
presence was .soon forgotten, their reality only- a 
memory. 


THEN ONE SUMMh^lAY in 1978. my wife 
and I stopped in the towr™ Merritt while on a 
motoring holiday, and as we walked down one 
street I noticed this strange looking vehicle 
parked off the alleyway behind a store. 

Upon taking a closer look I was certain that 
it was one of the old Cumberland buses, it had 
been repainted and its changed color left .some 
doubt in my mind. But on enquiring further I 
learned the present owner had purchased it from 
the Civil Defence in Vancouver for a nominal 
sum. and it was now used as a storeroom for 
Smitty’s .Merritt Bakery. 

As if to uphold the glory of the old bus Smitty 
was quick to inform me that the old gal was still 
in running order, and all she needed was a 
battery- to make her mobile. 

So while the miner's coaches have gone the 
way of the dodo, there still remains — 500 miles 
from their starting place — p reminder of the 
commuting days of the Cumberland coai 
miners

Warm spring days seem to be the 
time to serve inviting jellied salads . . . why not 
add a few artful touches to make a picture of 
it? 


POP ART in the KITCH 


In pop art, the artist looks at something that 
everyone has seen dozens of times, takes it out of 
context and makes it the subject of a painting or 
sculpture. Some time ago a container of soup 
was the subject of a pop art painting exhibited at 
a famous museum. 

Homemakers may not see a jar of olives as 
[mp art. but they know olives are papular appe¬ 
tizers and snacks. And as pop recipes illustrate 
when taken out of context and used as cooking 
ingredients they add flavor and color to omelets, 
casseroles, salads and vegetables. Pop Art is fun 
when the ingredient is food. 

Take this quick and easy Pizza for instance 


Ql ICK AND EASY PIZZA WEDGES ... one 
can refrigerated dinner rolls, tomato or spag¬ 
hetti sauce, chopped pepperoni, cooked meat or 
fish, chopped vegetables, shredded mozarelli or 
Cheddar cheese and seasonings as desired. One- 
third cup grated parmesan cheese for topping. 

Preheat oven to 400“F. Separate dough into 
eight triangles. Place on a greased round baking 
pan. Spread with the tomato or spaghetti sauce. 
Top with meat, fish, vegetable and cheese. 
Season as desired. Now for the arty bit . . . lay 
slices of avocado on each triangle, slice mush¬ 
rooms or stuffed ripe olives in an artistic ar¬ 
rangement and you could call it a pop art pizza. 
Sprinkle with the grated parmesan cheese and 
bake at -lOO'F for 15 to 20 minutes or until the 
edges are golden.

TABLES ... one-quarter cup butter or mar¬ 
garine, one-half cup coarsely chopped onion, 
one-half cup sliced celery, one tbsp.

Worcestershire sauce and one-half cup 
stuffed olives. 

Melt butter or margarine, add onion and 
celery and cook until onion is tender.

Add olives and heal. Serve over desired hot, 
cooked vegetables. (Carrots, green beans, 
onions, broccoli, etc.) This is a real glamorizer 
for any vegetable.

Your family will enjoy 
this unusual sauce with almost any vegetable 
cooked in the usual way. It is easy to make and a 
nice surprise for the family that is not too 
enthusiastic about vegetables served in the old 
familiar way.

Picture a 
casserole that's brown and crusty on the outside 
and smooth and rich on the inside. Imagine a 
flavor that's a blend of such old and familiar 
ingredient favorites as cheese, bread, ham, 
onion and tomato . . . with just a touch of bold, 
bright flavor that's different. That touch comes 
from sliced, stuffed olives, flavor makers that 
can often make the difference between cooking 
that's good and cooking that’s an art. You'll find 
the preparation time refreshingly brief. 

We use 12 slices of day old white bread, one 
package sliced American cheese (12 slices), 
one-half cup finely chopped cooked ham, 
one-half cup sliced stnff^ olives, one-quar¬ 
ter cup finely chopped onion, four eggs, 
two-and-a-hair cups of milk, one tsp. salt, 
one-half (sp. paprika and six tomato slices. 

Trim crusts from bread slices. Arrange half 
the slices of bread in the bottom of a two quart 
shallow casserole. Cover with half the cheese 
slices. Combine ham, olives and onion; spread an 
equal amount of the mixture over the cheese 
slices. Top with remaining bread slices. Com¬ 
bine eggs, milk and salt, beat slightly. Pour 
carefully over bread slices. Sprinkle with papri¬ 
ka. Bake in a preheated, slow 325°F oven until 
(he egg mixture sets . . . about an hour. Five 
minutes before the end of cooking time place 
remaining cheese slices on top with the tomato 
slices. I,et stand about 10 minutes before serv¬ 
ing. Garnish with additional olive slices. Yield

Green olives come with pits, pitted and stuffed. Pimientos are the usual colorful 
stuffings but if you want something really different iook for those stuffed with 
anchovies or almonds. 


And there are ripe olives . . . very tender and almost black in color and rather 
delicate in fiavor.

Did you ever hear of Pocket Bread? Pockets 
can be filled with any number of fUlings. 

HliEAT GERM POCKET BREAD ... two 
pkgs. dry yeast or tw'o tbsp. bulk yeasC 
one-and-a-quarter cops of warm water, one 
tbsp. sugar, one-balf cup wheat germ, one- 
and-a-half tsp. salt, two-and-a half cups of 
all purpose flour and if you desire some 
sesame seeds. Cse a little salad oil to brush 
unbaked buns. 

Mix yeast with water in a large bowl until 
dissolved. Stir in sugar. Let it stand five 
minutes. Add wheat germ, salt and one-and-a- 
half tbsp. salad oil. ^at in enough flour with a 
wooden spoon to make a soft^dou^ whictrleaves 


the sides of the bowl. Turn out onto a lightly 
floured surface. Knead about five minutes until 
smooth and elastic. Cut into 10 equal sized 
pieces. Shape eacn portion into a smooth ball. 
Flatten slightly making into five-and*a-half inch 
rounds. Sprinkle with additional wheat germ and 
sesame seeds after brushing lightly with oil.

S-Ss- 
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Female Mail Carrier 


Imagine walking more 
than 10 miles a day — and 
then turning up at a YMCA 
physical fitness class once a 
week. 

A bit strenuous, per¬ 
haps? 

Not for Kenya-born 
Sheila Cowan it isn't^ 

She's a postal carrier. Besides toting a mail 
bag which can weigh up to 35 pounds on her 
"walk" in James Bay, Sheiia is a physicai-fit- 
ness buff. 

She wouid have to be. 

HER FIRST experience as a letter<arrier 
began in Dawson Creek about fiye years ago. 
where her route covered a sprawling area of 
more than 15 miles — and the weather was less 
than kind. 


She recalls 45-dcgree below zero weather — 
with a wind chili factor pushing the thermome¬ 
ter to about 60-betow. 

And a very targe dog which fastened its teeth 
on her teg and woutdn't let go. 

“Fortunately, that was a time when it was 
very cold and i had so many layers of clothes.on 
he couldn't get through,” Sheila remembers. "It 
was funny,when I was up North — they don't tie 
the dogs up that much there and I used to have as 
many as 10 running around with me in a pack. 
They saw me coming and we all went happily 
along — we had a wonderful time. So if anyone 
wanted to know where I was you just looked up 
the street and there we all were." 

ALTHOUGH ISSUED a spray to deter the 
more uninhibited canines from making a meal of 
her ankles, Sheila has never faced a situation in 
James Bay where it could be put to use. If 
carriers do deliver to a house where Fido is 
strictly anti-social, the owner is asked to keep 
the dog tied up or in the house until the mail is 
delivered. 

In theory, it works. Except, as Sheila says, 
for the fact that the carrier doesn't always turn 
up at exactly the same time each day. In which 


case, an aggressive Fido — having spent 30 
minutes at the end of his tether because the 
carrier usually delivers the mail at. say. 9:30 
a.m. every day — is let loose. Then, lo and 
behold, here comes the postman and man's best 
friend is ready and willing to become the local 
Hound of Jhe Baskervilles. 

SHEILA IS one of about 256 letter carriers in 
the greater Victoria area who deliver to 88.000 
‘i» lints of call" (houses, apartments and busi¬ 
ness addresses) daily. The post office's main 
sorting plant in Saanich handles about 500,000 
pieces of mail each day, says postal information 
officer Buzz Sawyer. 

On average, there is sometM ig in the mail 
boxes of residents nearly every day — even 
so-called junk mail. 

The latter is very important to the post 
office — it’s money in the bank. 

“CUSTO.MERS GET upset about it .some¬ 
times but there is really nothing we can do about 
it," Sheila says. "Even though it's called junk 
mail by the public the post office regards it as 
almost as important as first-class mail. 

Some businesses feel it might be cheaper to 
hire youngsters to deliver their promotional 
material rather than have the postal system 
handle it. But this approach can backfire — 
occasionally, kids tire of the boring round of 
flyer-delivery and the material winds up in the 
nearest ditch. 

Sheila's day starts at 6:45 a.m. at the main 
post office on Government Street, where the 
mail for her “walk” arrives ready to bij^orted 
by the carrier into a breakdown of streets and 
individual addresses. She starts her round about 
an hour or so later. Her delivery area takes in 
the Douglas-Govemment-Dallas Road section, 
ending up on South Turner Street at Simeoe. She 
has 626 point.s-of-call. 

CARRIERS HANDLE uy »'abiut 35 pounds 
of mail in their bags when they leave the post 
office and pick up at relay boxes — serviced by- 
truck — additional mail for their walks. If a 
book, for example, weighs two pounds or less, 
the carrier will deliver it; otherwise it comes by 
parcel delivery. ' 

Sheila became a letter carrier by chance. 
She had been a postal clerk in Dawson Creek for 
about 10 years, but decided to retire. Shortly 
afterwards her former boss called to ask if she 
would fill in for a carrier who had booked off 
sick. 

Glad to help out (she wgs told it would be 
only for a week or so). .Sheila put her best foot 
forward in a literal sense. Liking the job. she 
took an exam for letter carriers and wound up 
topping the list of applicants. 

IN RETROSPE(n’..she found it beat stand¬ 
ing on her feel all day behind a postal wicket. 

Born in Nairobi. Kenya, where her father 
ran a coffee plantation, she left Africa in 1938 to 
settle in England (and later Scotland) with her 
family. She emigrated to Canada in the early 
1950s — a bit of a cultural shock, as it turned out. 
From London one day to Alert Bay. B.C.. the 
next. For a time she worked as a dental assistant 
— then came the move to Dawson Creek. 

Married, (she has a son, Kevin. 21. who lives 
in Calgary) Sheila has a variety of interests — 
aside from her 50-mile hike a week for the post 
office. 


SHE RE.ADS a lot (preferring non-fiction), 
and is interested in pottery and painting. Sheila 
has studied Japanese painting under local artist 
Mary-Lou Crerar. and next February will exhi¬ 
bit her work at the Emily Carr Centre on 
Government Street. 

Before then, how ever, she has an exhibit of 
floral pen and ink sketches scheduled at the 
Centre for the first two weeks of July. 

Whatever the general public may think of 
the Canadian postal service — rightly or w rongly 
— it’s often the 'up front" carrier that takes the 
static. "We’re the most visible people," says 
Sheila, "but we aren’t criticized too much. I 
think people realize that we’re only the ones w ho 
deliver the mail. 

"If problems arise, there are helpful people 
at the post office who can assist "

MAN WITH THE ANSWERS 


When the early Prairie 
farmer turned over the virgin 
land with a one furrow plow 
and a team of oxen, it was an 
era when a man was not 
judged by his accent.or by the 
clothes he wore, but by his 
ability to survive on his own. 
Had there been a Nobel Prize 
Award for this achievement, I 
am sure that a lean wiry man 
of 160 pounds, would have 
been a top contender. His 
name, Austin Gale. 

Born in Ontario on a farm, he started out as 
a Morse teiegraph operator; He was lured 
to the province of Alberta when the buffalo were 
making their last stand. There he acquired a 
section of land to provide for a family of four, 
two boys and two girls. Transporting lumber 
from a sawmill 30 miles away, he built by 
himself a four-room house as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. then added additions later. 

THE VHtGIN LAND produced bumper 
crops of wheat, which he transported on a bob 
sleigh that he built with a large box to hold the 
wheat. It took several trips to deliver the cargo 
to the flour mill 40 miles away, with tempera¬ 
ture’s 50 and 60 below. On the journey he would 
ride on the runner of the sleigh, then run 
on the lee side to keep from freezing. Next 
morning he would stock up with household provi¬ 
sions for the return trip. 

He never considered this a hardship, it was 
part of the Prairie conditions to market 
the golden grain. 

His two boys were soon helping with the 
farm chores and the future looked good. Then 
tragedy struck without warning when the two 
boys were drowned in their favorite swimming 
hole. With the loss of the boys and the necessary- 
labor to maintain the homestead, which had 
increased assets and added another section of 
land, it was not possible to continue working the 
farm. 

TO START A FRESH life Gale sold his liquid 
assets and transfered the land to a close 
neighbor.. 

He then came to Victoria and purchased 15 
acres of jand on Stelly X Road in Saan¬ 
ich. The land was in its natural state with huge 
tree stumps left by early loggers. 

It was here that I saw his ability to survive 
on his own. With a horse he called Bess, 
he cleared a site to build a house and outbuild¬ 
ings.- Cutting down cedars and fir saplings, 
shaping them with an adze — for beams and 
studs he built the entire house with exception of 
plastering. 

A bam was built and a workshop that he 
equipped with a forge and an anvil. 

His 15 acres of land was the only acreage in 
Saanich to be cleared without stumping powder 
and block and tackle, which was the general 
practice. 

HE USED A TRIPOD, 12 feet high, built with 
logs one foot in diameter and a heavy screw 
worm on top that was connected to a pole, To 
turn the worm he hitched old Bess to it, and 
walking around the tripod. 

Heavy chains were placed around the stump 
and connected to the worm, which produced a 
SO-ton pull with the horse power. V^en the 
roots started to crack with the intense leverage, 
he would stop the horse, then with a mattock 
loosen the earth. Then he would start old Bess 
again and the stump was extracted like a molar 
tooth. 
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The fertility of the soil was not reduced as it 
was with stumping powder that blew up clay to 
the detriment of pr^uction. 

WITH HALF of the acreage cleared he 
planted a small orchard and three acres of 
strawberries. 

Broken car springs, that I collected for him. 
he forged into teeth and with wood from 
the bush, he built a cultivator for his strawberry 
patch. 

This heavy- spring-tooth implement was con¬ 
trary- to the principle for strawberry- production. 
A very- light small tooth cultivator was thought 
imperative to protect the root of the plant, and 
create a mulch for moisture. A couple of years 
later most growers accepted the heavier equip¬ 
ment. with increased production. j

To save on the backbreaking job of hoeing, 
he constructed a hoe that cut four ways. It was 
angled so one could stand upright to use it. The 
hoe was patented, but never put on the market. I 
have one in my possession and I am confident it

would be a very- useful tool for flower and 
vegetable gardens. 

LOGANBERRIES are planted eight feet be¬ 
tween the rows. The standard cultivator covered 
roughly two feet of land, it took four or five trips 
to cultivate one row. This was wasted time as far 
as Austin Gale was concerned and he decided to 
do something about it. 

Working all one winter in his workshop he 
built from broken car springs and wood from the 
bush, a spring tooth cultivator six feet wide, 
which would cultivate a row in one operation. 

From simple gadgets to heavy- farm imple¬ 
ments to save time and expense ... he forged 
them all in his small workshop. 

With the never-ending work on the land, 
there were no idle hours for him to worry 
about the state of the world, or how much money 
the other person was making. 

GOING I.NTO HIS workshop one day. I 
asked: “What are you working at today?" He 
said “I need a pair of goggles, the dust is 
bothering my- eyes." 

With a pair of snips he cuts the rims and 
frame from an empty Pacific milk tin. On 
his bench was a piece of broken window- glass for 
lenses. 

I said! “Have you a diamond to cut the 
glass? 

He said: “No, I will show- you how.” 

With a piece of copper wire a foqt long he 
fitted one end into the open rim fo the size. Then 
he put the circled end into the forge until it was 
white hot. Bringing it to the glass quickly, he 
pressed it on, holding it there for a few sec¬ 
onds, then he dashed a cup of cold water over 
it. 

The glass cracked in a perfect circle, and 
fitted the rims exactly. A thin piece of wire 
welded to support the frame and go over the ears 
and his-goggles were complete and dust proof. 

HLS IS ACRES bordered on a gazetted road, 
now, Seabrook Avenue, still in its natural state 
with second growth trees which gave him a 
supply of firewood for his furnace that he built 
with a 50-gallon oil drum. 

The furnace was fueled with two-foot logs 
that he cut from trees with an old Massey 
Harris mowing machine. Attaching a crosscut 
saw- to the cutter, and with the aid of old 
Bess, he hauled trees to a three-foot high plat¬ 
form, then hitched the horse to a connec¬ 
tion. By- walking around the motion of the mower 
operated the saw. 

Splitting the logs with a wedge and sledge 
hammer, he was never short of fuel. 

In his basement one day 1 saw a cow-hide 
stretched out on the ground. I asked what it 
was for. 

He said Old Bess needs some new harness. 
He cured the hide and replaced the worn-out 
harness from his home-made leather. 

MOST OF THE SMALL farms in Saanich 
had a number of chickens, mainly for household 
purposes. Anvoutbreak of paralysis, known as 
Newcastle disease occurred during yie 1930s 
when thousands of chickens died. Nobody- had a 
remedy. 

The expeMs at the Experimental Farm at 
Saanichton had no answer. Austin Gale was the 
only one who didn't suffer a loss. 

I asked him what he did to escape the 
disease. He said he put fir branches in their 
run and tobacco in their mash. The fir needles 
contained turpentine, that the chickens ate. 
along with the tobacco was responsible for 
his clean bill of health, he thought. 

All the farms had to rely on wells for water. 
Gale dug one by hand, 40 feet deep, that gave a 
limited supply. To augment this, he sloped the 
gutters on the house to one down pipe. 20 feet 
from the well. He dug a trench and filled it with 
gravel for the rain water to seep into the 
well. 

LIVING A HEA^yiU outdoor life, he never 
had a doctor. He smoked? pipe with tobacco that 
he grew- and cured on the farm. It had a 
strong smell that lingered around for some lime. 
He never smoked in the daytime, only- for a 
couple of hours in his den in the evening. This 
moderation was no doubt a safeguard against 
any- ill effects from the potent home-grown 
weed. 





















He Survived On His Own 
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He had his own remedy to prevent a cold, if 
he felt one coming on. When the first sniffle 
started. He went into the bush and with a 
penknife cut the gum from a pine tree, which he 
chewed and swallowed the juice. He was never 
confined to the house with a cold. The gum tree 
juice appeared to check the cold from develop¬ 
ing. 

He made his own laxative from the caicara 
tree bark. Stripping the bark from the tree he 
was careful to preserve the life of the tree, by- 
cutting the bark in small strips. Never he said 
cut in a circle around the tree which would kill 
it. 

ANOTHER UNIQUE operation he did was 
cleaning his chimney. With a ladder reaching to 
the roof and another lying on the shingles to 
the chimney, he took a busby fir tree top with a 
long rope tied on each end. Then he put 
the rope down the chimney and inserted the tree. 
He then went down the ladders to the basement 
and would pull the tree down; then up again to 
the roof and pull it up. With half a dozen trips up 
and down his chimney was cleaned from soot. 
Gathering up the soot in the basement, he put it 
into a paper bag and used it to combat the 
cabbage root club, and other pests in his small 
vegetable garden. 

Waste not want not, was one of his religious 
principles that he practiced in everv way. 

AS HE GREW OLDER he had a little trouble 
with his feet. I drove him to a foot doctor in the 
city, who told him he needed arches. Next 
day he was busy whittling from a piece of 
cedarwood a pair of arches that were shaped 
precisely and sandpapered to a smooth finish. 
His foot problem was over. 

At seventy years of age. he diagnosed a 
breathing condition bothering him, as his heart. 
He plant^ fox gloves and seeded the leaves for 
medicine that he took in doses that he judged to 
be beneficial. He had great faith in the remedy, 
which he said was partly responsible for his ripe 
old age of 93. just before he died in Resthaven 
Hospital in Sidney. 

FROM HIS APPLE orchard the windfalls 
were gathered and made into cider by a cider 
press that he built entirely from the woods. The 
grinders consisted of two circular pieces of wood 
with two-inch nails partly driven id, and the 
heads of the nails projecting out a quarter of an 
inch. 

The nails were cleverly placed so they did 
not clash when they revolved while being turned. 
The nail heads made a perfect job of mincing 
the apples. The pulp was put into a cloth bag and 
the juice pressed into a container. 

Several gallon jars were filled and sealed to 
prevent fermentation. A good supply of pure 
apple cider was stored and ready to provide a 
pleasant drink at all times. A couple of gallons 
would be allowed to ferment into vinegar for 
household purposes. 

HE BUILT a farm wagon from saplings to 
provide a portable hay rack. The wheels were 
made in four quarters and rimmed with several 
strands of heavy wire. 

I helped him gather his hay crop one season, 
and the heavy loads it carried would compete 
with the WonderfijI One Hoss Shay depicted by 
Wendall Holmes in The Deacon's Masterpiece. 

From the long smooth stem of the spiria 
bush he made knitti.ig needles for his wife. 

As a young man he played the violin. With 
the loss of his boys he never played again. The 
ca.se for the violin was made from a two-foot log. 
cut in half and shaped to fit the instrument. It 
was hinged in the centre and polished an ebony 
black. His grandson. Arthur Hafer, has it, trea¬ 
suring it as a relic of his grandfathers uncanny 
ability. 

VERY SELDOM did Austin Gale leave the 
farm. He had no TV or radio and no automobile. 
He was happy and contented working with the 
soil and planning for future crops. 

At 85 years of age, he planted walnut trees 
and lived to harvest a couple of crops. This 
optimistic outlook can be imagined when the 
walnut tree takes five .vears to produce its first 
nuts. 

Forecasting weather conditions, he was in¬ 
credible. One warm June day when I helped him 
with his hay crop, we had two-thirds of the hay 
stacked and it was time to quit. There wasn't a 
cloud in the sky. As I was about to leave, he said I 
think I will top the stack. 

I asked why? 

He said he saw signs. It rained for three days 
and ruined the hay still in cocks in the field. He

said the signs were how some plants looked, and 
the depth of worms. In dry weather the worms 
were deep down. If rain was coming they were 
close to the surface. 

SUNDAY was a day of reverence with Gale. 
He never went to church, and would not pick his 
small fruits on that day. The only time I heard 
him complain was when the women shortened 
their skirts to just below the knees and at the 
start of our permissive society. He said it would 
bring about the decay of our morals, and disre¬ 
spect for law and order. 

His American bom wife was a prudent 
housekeeper and active in social affairs. She was 
a director at the Mill Bay Solarium and presi¬ 
dent of the Women’s Institute at Keating. 

The lone survivor of the family, Mrs. 
Lawrence Hafer, now living in Brentwoml. be¬ 
lieves her dad's policy of independence and self 


preservation were responsible for his long and 
thrifty life to the age of 93. 

TALKING WITH HIM one evening in his den 
about survivaH Austin Gale told me of a prairi» 
farmer who was caught in a raging blizzard 
with the temperature 50 below, when he went out 
to round up one of his'strays. 

After three days, a search party went to look 
for him. They found a frozen ox, but no sign of 
the man. 

While they were pondering, a slight sound 
from the carcass was heard, and there they 
found him, encased in the frozen ox that he had 
killed and crawled in. He was in a coma when 
they freed him and carried him back to his 
homestead. His wife nursed him back to health. 
Later when one of his rescuers asked if he 
suffered at all. He replied: Just a couple of times 
when I laughed."

.Nicholson, Walter Owen and Henry Pybus Bell- 
Irving. 

He dealt with the offices of five premiers —

He handled the to-secret correspondence be- 
; tween Government House here and Rideau Hall 
in Ottawa, under six govemors-general — Vis¬ 
count Alexander of Tunis (last titled English¬ 
man to be our.G.G.), Vincent Massey, Georges 
P. Vanier, Rowland Michener, Jules Leger and 
■ .f Edward Schreyer. 

He was in touch with five prime ministers of 
Canada — Mackenzie King, Louis St. Laurent. 
John Diefenbaker, Lester Pearson and Pierre 
Trudeau. 

He set the program arrangements for three 
Government House visits by Elizabeth If — in 
1951. as Princess Elizabeth; in 1959 and 1971 as 
Queen, though on the latter occasion Her Maj¬ 
esty stayed aboard the Royal yacht Britannia in 
the Inner Harbor, but dined at (Jovemment 
House. 

IN GAR DIXON'S TI.ME at Government 
House, more British Royals came a-visiting than 
in all the years before — the (}ueen. Prince 
Charles (Prince of Wales). Prince Philip. Queen 
J Mother Elizabeth (who had been there in 1939 
with her husband. King George VI), the Prin¬ 
cess Royal (Mary, daughter of King George V). 
Princess Margaret. Princess Alexandra. Prince 
Andrew — and also Royals from across the 
Pacific, Crown Prince and Princess Akihito of 
Japan. 

Protocol never stumped Gar Dixon. He made 
a study of it — and, if an.Mhing went wrong, he 
, kept his cool and righted it. pretending it had 
never happened. 

He must have known many a bit of juicy 
gossip in high places, but. if so. he never spilled 
the beans, being the soul of discretion, the 
master of the blank face, as he made out that he 
knew nothing — that he could talk about out 
loud! 

He was a constant frustration to me. I would 
try to pump him. to smoke him out — but he 
would never give. 

He would stare at me, as If to say. •'Whatever 
are you trying to drive at?" 

This is not to say that Gar Dixon was not 
most co-operative with the press — when the 
press was only up to w hat he thought legitimate 
new sgathering and not snooping. 

Let a reporter ask questions Dixon thought 
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impertinent — and he froze, and a wise reporter 
took the hint, and didn't ever again ask such a 
question. 

WHE.N CAPT. CROMACK was private secre¬ 
tary he talked in a sort of code. He had a clipped 
English accent, most precise, a sombre face, a 
pedantic manner, in all. a most unbendable 
gentleman: underneath was a marvelous, dead¬ 
pan sense of humor, including an ability to 
laugh at himself, though while he did so he did 
not smile. Life to him was always very earn¬ 
est. 

As he viewed many goings on in the modem 
world it seemed as if he might be suffering pain, 
for he was given to grimacing. 

When I phoned Capt. Cromack about, say, 
the visit of the governor-general, he would say: 
"Pencil poised, James? — ready!" 

Then I would jot down what he said, and it 
went this way: "2:50 p.m. — H.H. the L.G. (His 
Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor) leaves G.H. 
(Government House) for the docks. 

"3 p.m. — H.H. the L.G. boards SS. Princess 
Charlotte and greets H.E. the G.G. (His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor-General) 

"3:15 p.m. — H.H. the L.G. and T.E., the 
Governor-General and Lady so-and-.so, disem¬ 
bark. and H.E. the G.G. inspects the G. of H. 
(Guard of Honor), after which G.S.K. (God Save 
the King) is played. 

"3:45 p.m. — H.H, and T.E. reach G.H. 

"Very well, James — that is all — Good 
day.” 

CAPT. CRO.MACK DID NOT APPROVE of 
Lieulenant-(^vemor and Mrs. Banks, who. Cro¬ 
mack thought, paid too much attention to their 
own financial affairs, putting them ahead of the 
affairs of Briti.sh Columbia. 

He said to me one day, in considerable aggre- 
vation: "This is no longer G.H. of B.C.. James — 
this is now the head office of a gold mining 
company of t)ie East Indies.” and he glared in 
frozen disapproval as he said it. 

He always called Mrs. Banks. Mrs. B. — I say 
Mrs. B., advisedly, James,” he said, as if he 
knew something mysterious he was not telling 
about. 

When the Banks left G.H. I went there to 
write up the highlights of their regime. 

Capt. Cromack showed me the engagement 
IjtMiks, noting all the visitors w"- ' staged 


overnight, and the menus for various luncheons 
and dinners. 

I noted that the menus, after about a year, 
disappeared from the engagement book. 

I commented to Capt.Cromack: "The menus? 
— whatever happened? — they simply fade 
away." 

Capt. Cromack gave one of his famous grim¬ 
aces, and spat out: "Chicken patties, chicken 
patties, chicken patties — James — would you 
write chicken patties day after day? There was 
nothing but chicken patties. So tiresome, I never 
want to see chicken patties again.” 

I FOUND Capt. Cromack a delight. I wish he 
had written a book. He was a clever artist, and 
did many of the colorful Royal and vice-regal 
coats-of-arms that graced the fireplace in the 
main dining room of Government House, but 
they, alas, were destroyed by the 1957 fire. 

G.AR DIXON NEVER u.sed the Cromack code 
when talking to the press. He spelled everything 
right out, but he sure didn't tell eveVything he 
knew. 

He saw many changes in the formality of 
Government House, and, while he may not have 
approved, he accepted. 

Capt. Cromack would have broken out into 
open rebellion. 

There was considerable distaste at Govern¬ 
ment House when Mackenzie King ruled that, in 
the official precedence list, the prime minister 
of Canada would outrank the provincial lieuten¬ 
ant-governors. 

It always irked King, he confessed to his 
diaries, that the governor-general ranked ahead 
of the duly elected leader of the people — the 
prime mini.ster. He looked upon this as undemo¬ 
cratic but did nothing about it — though he could 
have tried. 

UNTIL FAIRLY RECENTLY it was always 
strictly white-tie-and-tails at a .State Dinner 
and a State Ball — except Tom Uphill, for 10 
years the lone and unique Labor MI..A for Ker- 
nie. He wore a business suit, and It came to 
be accepted — but let no one else appear in such 
garb! 

Once I asked Cmdr. Dixon if black lie would 
do at a .Slate Ball. 

."It would be frowned upon. " replied Cmdr. 
Dixon, sliffis

By lhat. of course, he meant that anyone 
committing such a gaucherie would never again 
be invited to G.H. 

When Cmdr. Dixon first went to Government 
House a State Dinner was stag. 

Even the Governor's lady did not attend; she 
dined, with a few lady guests, in an upstairs 
dining room. •- 

It was Mrs. Nancy Hodges, as Madame 
Speaker, who broke this rule. The men were 
appalled, and had hoped Mrs. Hodges would not 
attend, not that they did not like her. A lady at a 
State Dinner — simpiv was not done old Chap! 

MADAME SPEAKER ATTENDED all right, 
in the full glory of her womanhood, surrounded 
by all those men. 

Then along came Education Minister Mrs. 
Tilly Ralston, and she attended,-too, but by then 
Mrs. Hodges was out, but she got back to State 
Dinners when Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent 
named her'a senator. 

But even with one female at the State Dinner, 
the Governor’s lady still was not present, she 
having no official position. 

Now all this has gone by the board. Wives 
actually go to State Dinners, so far as I can find 
out this has not lowered the tone. 

Capt. Cromack would not like ladies at State 
Dinners, had he been there when it happened I 
feel sure he'd have resigned in outraged pro¬ 
test. 

Soon. I ^ess the custom, at a mixed dinner, 
of the ladies leaving the dining room to the 
gentlemen and their cigars, port and stories, will 
go down the drain, too. 

Once the gentlemen were left alone for an 
hour. That time has been considerably shor¬ 
tened, for the ladies do not like this custom. 

They object to being shunted off to the Draw¬ 
ing Room, there to await the convenience of the 
gentlemen. They feel snubbed and hurt. 
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THEIR CtRIOSITY is sorely tested, too, for 
they always wonder what men talk about when 
they are by themselves. 

The women seem to think the men talk about 
nothing but loose women. ^ 

Queen Victoria didn’t like this most pleasant 
custom, either. She was always warning Prince 
Albert that he must tarry in the dining room for 
no more than 10 minutes, and then join the ladies 
in the Drawing Room. Victoria was a bit of a 
women's libber. 

While white gloves for gentlemen are now 
mostly out at G.H., finger bowls are still in, 
probably the last in Victoria. 

I don't see anything snobbish about finger 
bowls. I find them anost useful. 

Sometimes, I must confess, my fingers be¬ 
come so sticky at a restaurant table, that, when 
no one is looking, I can clean them off in the 
water glass, and dry them under the cloth — if 
there is a cloth! 


SO FAR AS I KNOW a ketchup bottle has 
never appeared on a table at Government 
House. 

I remember my horror when I saw such on 
tables in the Empress Hotel and Union Club 
dining rooms. 

How can we expect manners for our young, 
when such happens in-ihe best piaces? 

Perhaps now, Cmdr. Dixon, recentiy honored 
with an Order of Gonada medal for sterling 
service to his country, will tell all he knows in a 
book. 

It would be a terrific part of the lighter side of 
the history of British Columbia, and throwing 
much light on how people in high places act when 
they feel no one is ob^rving them. 

The statistics he has to work on are vast, for 
instance:

GAR DIXON ARRANGED for a lieutenant- 
governor to receive the resignations of four 
premiers — Hart (by his own choice). Johnson 
(government defeat and loss of his own seat), 
W.A.C. Bennett (loss of government but not of 
his own seat), Barrett (loss of government and 
his own seat). 

Except for Hart, these other calls on Gov¬ 
ernment House were sombre occasions — and 
just a bit bitter, for premiers must swallow their 
humble pie in public. 

Dixon set the program for the swearing-in of 
four premiers — Johnson, by Banks; the senior 
Bennett, by Wallace; Barrett, by Nictolson; the 
junior Bennett, by Owen. 

Dixon was in the secretary's office while 
Gov. Wallace struggled with the 1952 problem of 
19 seats for Bennett, Sr. and 18 for Socialist 
Harold Winch. 

THAT PROBLEM was solved when defeated 
Premier Johnson arrived at Government House, 
handed in his resignation, and, as much as he 
disliked doing so, told His Honor to call on 
W.A.C. Bennett to form a government. 

The lieutenant-governor sprang into imme¬ 
diate action, and Mr. W.A.C. Bennett was sworn 
into the premier’s office a few hours later — on 
the balmjr evening of Aug. 1,1952 — and Liberals. 
and Conservatives have hardly since had their 
noses inside British Columbia Legislative 
doors. 

As to cabinet ministers, they were a dime a 
dozen for Gar Dixon; he couldn't possibly count 
all be saw sworn into office. 

Like Ottawa, and other provinces, British 
Columbia has never been known to suffer from a 
lack of cabinet ministers, besides which there 
are those dozens of backbenchers who are quite 
sure THEY should be cabinet ministers.

The nearest place to China 
on the American continent, it 
was said of Queenstown, back 
in the winter of 1890. 

Situated on Winter Har¬ 
bor, at the head of Forward. 
Inlet, Quatsino Sound, it is an ^ 
unlikely — even bizarre — 

• site for a city. Ninety-odd 
years ago it was but one of 
several townsites proposed for 
the isolated west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

. Confidence in this region’s future was high. 

\ Consequentiy no one questioned the wisdom of

K Captain Thompson and associates when they 
ly dispatched a survey party to Winter Harbor to 
biock out the townsite of Queenstown. 

For those interested the promoters dispiaycd 
plans for a “well laid-out city, the streets, or at 
; least a majority of them, bearing the names of 
^ prominent Victorians.” 


FOR TWO MONTHS the surveyors labored in 
the wilderness. Just before Christmas they re¬ 
turned to Victoria, their task finished, despite 
unfavorable weather throughout their stay. To a 
man they gave a glowing-report of the northern 
locality: “Excellent indications of coal were 
seen in several places on the street lines of the 
townsite, as well as in the vicinity,” reported the 
Colonist, “the appearances being strongly in 
favor of valuable deposits. 

“There are immense trees upon the spot, and 
in all directions from it, eminently fitted for the 
production of lumber, and It is certain that the 
contemplated saw-mill will be an exceedingly 
_ profitable venture. 

“Part of the new town is situated on Grassy 
Point, where the facilities for cattle raising and 
feeding are immense. The water along the shore 
is sufficiently deep to float the largest vessels 
plying on the Pacific coast. The waters are calm 
and the approaches to Queenstown easy, so that 
' ships can be brought in, almost at any time, 
a. without the aid of a pilot. 

“Indeed, the harbor is so well situated that 
the company expects to start at once building a 
railway to bring coal from Fort Rupert to be 
i shipped from this point. (Mining companies had 
^ again become interested in this historic area's 
coal mining potential.) The surveyors are all 
enthusiastic as to the prospects (and are) . . . 
satisfied in every way with what they have seen 
and done. . .” 

In fact, their only complaint was that they 
had had to wait two weeks at Fort Rupert for the 
Victoria steamer.

FOR 1$ MONTHS nothing more was heard of 
Queenstown. Finally, in April 1892, it was re¬ 
ported that development of the townsite was 
again underway. 

On May IS the Queenstown Trading and 
Fishing (Company, Captain Thompson and 
Messrs. Braden, Church and Aspland, princi¬ 
pals, proposed to send a large wo^ crew to the 
site to clear ground for a store, fish-curing 
houses and homes for the men who, with their 
families, would reside at the station. “A good 
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trade is expected to be created, and fish-curing 
by a new process will be scientifically taken in 
hand,” said the Colonist. 

As well, the company was arranging for the 
construction of its own steamer to ply between 
Queenstown and Victoria. 

Undoubtedly this was the nub of the develop¬ 
ment: Queenstown was to be a fishing station, 
pure and simple — one of dozens which have 
flourished along the west coast of Vancouver 
Island. But in that era of high hopes its promot¬ 
ers could not be content with the obvious. Noth¬ 
ing less than a “city” would do. 

Not surprisingly, Queenstown will not be 
found on a map of British Columbia today; at 
least, not under that name. But “Queenstown” 
has survived, if not thrived, under the name of 
body of water upon which it is located: Winter 
Harbor. 

QUEENSTOWN, as mentioned, was but one 
of several proposed “cities” of that era. Another 
was Barclay Townsite, on Uchucklesit Inlet, the 
land-locked harbor at the entrance to Albemi 
Inlet, Barkley Sound. 

The brain-child of the Barclay Sound (the 
original spelling for Barkley Sound) Land and 
Improvement Company, it first made news in 
February 1892 when the company incorporated 
with a capital stock of $100,000. The Victoria 
firm proposed to “build ... up ... the new town 
of Barclay, situated on Uchuclderit (sic) Inlet 
... The harbor is three miles long and three- 
quarters of a mile wide, perfectly land-locked, 
and a natural harbor. The townsite is admirably 
situated on a gentle slope from the water . ..” 

To encourage industries to establish at Bar¬ 
clay, on the southern shore of, and midway up, 
Uchucklesit Inlet, the company agreed to devote 
50 per cent of all receipts from (he sales of 
two-thirds of the townsite to improvement pur¬ 
poses. Not only thaL but they intended to pro¬ 
mote a railway from Barclay to Comox, 50 miles 
due north, on the east side of the island. 

A PREUMINARY study, they said, had 
shown that such a railway would “cause all the 
coal (from Cumberland) to be shipped from 
Barclay (rather than Union Bay), towage being 
avoided, as it (is) 110 miles nearer San Francis¬ 
co (the major market for Dunsmuir coal).” As 
well, the BSLAI Company would encourage the 
development of the natural resources of the 
district, which, they said, were many and would 
“be a leading factor in building up the new 
town.” (The developers neglected to mention 
that adjoining Henderson Lake has one of the 


highest annual rainfalls — almost .700 inches! — 
in North America.) 

A plan of the proposed townsite shows that 
only two streets were named. Railway and 
Broadway (the former paralleled the shore and 
undoubtedly expressed the promoters’ confi¬ 
dence in a railway to Comox), the rest being 
numbered. 

An advertisement for the townsite heralds 
Vancouver Island as “the most fortunate in 
natural resources of any part of America,” and 
lists the resources by which residents of Barclay 
could expect to benefit: coal, iron, silver, gold, 
quicksilvei' and tin; the finest timber; the richest 
coal fields; the fisheries of the Pacific; the most 
delightful (!) climate. 

ON THE WHOLE of Vancouver Island, of 
course, the ideal location was the NEW TOWN 
OF BARCLAY, situated at the head of Barclay 
Sound, on the finest harbor on the Pacific Coast. 
No towage or inland insurance. The natural ter¬ 
minus for the coming transcontinental line (the 
long-awaited final link with Vancouver Island). 
The harbor recommended to the Imperial Gov¬ 
ernment for the naval station and dir dock. (One 
cannot help but wonder who made this recom¬ 
mendation; Esquimau had been the naval sta¬ 
tion from the beginning and was the natural 
location for a dry-dock.) It is the centre of a fine 
lumbering district . . .

Despite their healthy budget the principals of 
the Barclay Sound Land and Development Com- 

{ lany could not convince the world that Uchuck- 
esit Inlet was the site of a future metropolis 
and, without so much as a whimper, their hopes 
for Barclay Townsite died. 

Ever so briefly, just before the turn of the 
century, it appeared that their immodesttlaims 
for the area would come true. In 1897 it was 
reported that “a general rush has set in that 
locality.” 

THE FOLLOWING YEAR the Forfarshire 
Mines Company had high hopes for its Mountain 
Treasure group of claims, on neighboring Hen¬ 
derson Lake. Four years later the Southern 
Cross properties, across the inlet, had an “ex¬ 
cellent showing” of copper, gold and silver ore. 
In 1904 it was the turn of Cascade Copper Mining 
Company to invest heavily in the development of 
their iron and copper claims. 

Alas, initial indications of high-grade ores 
failed to produce and the Uchucklesit Inlet 
mines were forgotten. With them into limbo went 
Barclay Townsite.
